Mr  Last,  of  Liverpool,  is  circularising  the  trade  in  regard  to 
his  appeal  in  the  hot-water  bottle  case  (p.  387).  "  Xrayser  "  points 
out  the  danger  of  the  decision  (p.  393). 

Transvaal  PH.\nMACY  Law  is  on  the  way  to  crystallisation,  but 
the  chemists  in  the  colony  do  not  appreciate  the  advica  which  was 
given  to  Whitehall  by  Bloomsbury  (p.  394). 

Kodak  (Lighted)  has  won  its  actions  against  Messrs.  Geo. 
Houghton  Son  and  the  London  Stereoscopic  Company,  except 
in  regard  to  "  Panoram,"  which  is  removed  from  the  trade-marks 
register  (p.  397). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  Election  is  earlier  than  usual 
creating  interest,  thanks  mainly  to  BIr.  Walshaw's  candidature 
(p.  388).  Mr.  Currie  has  addressed  his  Glasgow  friends  (p.  380), 
and  Mr.  Pickering  expresses  his  views  (p.  395). 

Tablet-making  is  creating  attention  at  present.  The  Leeds 
Chemists'  Association  had  demonstations  this  week  (p.  389),  and 
Mr.  Maben  described  apparatus  to  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Asso- 
ciation.   Some  of  the  machines  we  illustrate  (p.  413). 

Adulterated  Citronella  Oil  is  still  very  common  on  the 
market.  As  the  result  of  extended  experiments  Messrs.  Parry 
and  Bennett  show  that  Schimmel's  test  is  not  reliable  with  the 
new  adulterant,  and  that  fractionation  under  pressure  is  nesessarv 
(p.  395  and  p.  408). 

"Duty-free  AucoHfiL  for  Industrial  Purposes"  is  the 
subject  of  an  exhaustive  paper  by  Mr.  T.  Tyrer,  read  to  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry  (p.  409).  It  includes  new  regulations 
for  the  use  of  duty-free  spirit  (p.  411).  The  Associated  Chambers  of 
Commerce  have  passed  resolutions  on  the  subject  (p.  412). 

The  Ph.armacy  Bill  drafted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
is  to  be  proceeded  witli,  but  this  decision  was  not  arrived  at 
without  a  more  than  usu  illy  serious  division  of  the  Council,  the 
President,  Vice-President,  and  Treasurer  considering  that  ths 
Bill  should  wait  — until  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  makes  up  his 
mind  (p.  384).    M.P.s  do  not  expect  it  (p.  392). 

The  Poisons  Com:mittee's  report  has  been  discussed  by  the 
Liverpool,  Barusley,  Leicester,  Northampton,  Torquay,  and  Black- 
pool Associations  (pp.  388  to  400).  The  Pharmaceutical  Council 
says  little  about  it  publicly  (p.  386).  The  medical  papers  discuss  it 
(p.  396).  Wholesale  druggists  would  have  helped  retailers,  but 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  did  not  respond  (p.  401).  More 
inaccuracies  in  the  evidence  are  pointed  out  on  p.  396. 
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Local  newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor. 

Brevities. 

Mr.  K.  B.  Atkinson,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  been 
appointed  chemist  to  Ketford  Workhouse  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

An  ofE  wiiie-licence  has  been  granted  to  Mr.  J.  Thompson 
Appleton,  chemist  and  druggist,  Tlie  Walkley  Pharmacy, 
■Sheffield. 

An  oil  wine-licence  (on  the  understanding  that  only  medi- 
cated wines  are  sold)  has  been  granted  to  Mr.  George  A. 
Brown,  chemist  and  druggist,  78  High  Street,  Willingtcn. 

The  shop,  warehouse,  and  cellarage  at  Silver  Street,  Gains- 
borough, in  which  for  more  than  eighty  years  a  wholesale 
druggist's  business  has  been  carried  on,  were  last  week  put 
up  to  auction,  but  the  property  was  withdrawn  at  1,300/.,  the 
resei-ve-price  not  having  been  reached. 

Mr.  G,  Claridge  Druce,  Oxford,  President  of  the  Northamp- 
tonshire Natural  History  Society,  occupied  the  chair  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  society  in  the  town  hall,  Northampton, 
on  March  2.  Mr.  Druce  delivered  an  interesting  address  on 
the  progress  in  botany  and  geology  duricg  the  nineteenth 
century. 

At  Stockport,  on  March  2,  the  application  of  Mr.  J.  C. 
Arnfield,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  for  an  additional  retail 
spirit-licence  in  connection  with  premises  7  and  9  Lower 
Hillgate,  Stockport,  was  granted,  the  applicant  stating  that 
it  was  intended  only  to  supply  medical  men  with  rectified 
spirits  for  medicinal  purposes. 

Frederick  Taylor,  of  Earlstown,  was,  on  February  26,  fined 
5/.  for  fraudulently  practising  as  a  registered  dentist.  A 
private  detective,  who  called  upon  the  defendant  and  desired 
to  be  assured  that  the  defendant  was  qualified,  was  shown 
what  appeared  to  be  a  diploma  from  the  Medical  Council,  but 
which  proved  to  be  a  spurious  document. 

It  is  announced  that  Mr.  Alfred  Thomason,  one  of  the  salt 
proprietors  outside  the  Salt  Union,  has  purchased  the  old 
Daviss  Chlorine  Works  Gas  Estate  at  Lostock,  Northwich. 
Salt-works  are  to  be  built,  and  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  a  supply  of  brine.  The  estate  is  ten  acres  in  extent,  and 
has  a  capability  for  producing  100,000  tons  of  salt  a  year. 

The  "  Stock  Shreik"  of  Mr.  Connell,  F.R.C.S.,  of  Sheffield, 
has  given  local  chemists  an  opportunity  they  have  not  been 
slow  to  take  advantage  of.  Besides  the  letters  referred  to 
last  week  (page  354)  nearly  a  dozen  others  have  appeared  in 
the  ShcfHeld  Bally  Telegraph,  most  of  them  from  chemists. 
Unwelcome  facts  with  reference  to  dispensing  and  pre- 
scribing by  doctors  are  recalled  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Whitworth, 
"Justice,"  "Measles,"  "Timothy  Yellow  Dwarf,  M.P.S.," 
"  Zingib.,"  and  "M.P.S.,  Lincolnshire,"  and  Mr.  Connell  by 
this  time  is  probably  "  sorry  he  spoke." 

Cape  Town  Exhibition. 

A  dinner  in  connection  with  the  South  Africa,  British,  and 
Colonial  Industrial  Exhibition  took  place  at  the  Hotel 
Metropole  on  February  28,  the  Duke  of  Argyll  presiding.  It 
is  proposed  to  hold  the  exhibition  at  Cape  Town,  in  grounds 
adjacent  to  Government  House,  next  October,  and  the 
demand  for  space  by  British  firms  is  said  to  be  considerable. 
The  prominent  organisers  are  Mr.  W.  E.  Aylwin  and  Mr. 
Giles.  The  representatives  of  many  South  African  business 
houses,  and  the  Agents-General  of  New  Zealand,  South 
Australia,  Victoria  and  Tasmania,  and  Nova  Scotia  were 
present  at  the  dinner  ;  and  amongst  many  others  we  noticed 
Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris  and  Mr.  F.  Darton.  The  ducal  chairman, 
in  proposing  "  Success  to  the  Exhibition,"  hoped  the  bitter- 
ness resulting  from  the  war  would  be  allayed  by  "  the 
assuaging  hand  of  commerce."  The  Hon.  John  Tudhope,  an 
old  African  colonist,  agreed  that  the  proposed  exhibition 
would  do  much  to  soften  racial  animosities.  Mr.  F. 
Thompson,  M.L.A.,  said  before  British  business  men  began 
exposing  their  goods  a  combined  attack  ought  to  be  made  on 


the  shipping  "ring,"  and  this  view  was  enthusiastically 
endorsed  by  the  majority  of  the  gathering. 

A  Chemist  Lscturer. 

Mr.  Robert  Wood,  pharmaceutical  chemist.  High  Street, 
Windsor,  gave  an  interesting  lecture  on  "  Carbon  Dioxide 
before  the  members  of  the  Windsor  and  Eton  Scientific 
Society  on  February  26.  Mr.  Wood  traced  the  history  of 
the  gas  from  its  discovery  in  the  eighteenth  century  to  its 
liquefaction  by  Faraday  and  subsequent  solidification  b^ 
Thelorier.  The  work  of  Pictet  and  Cailletet  was  reviewed, 
and  appreciative  reference  was  made  to  the  splendid  researches 
of  Professor  Dewar  at  the  Royal  Institution.  Mr.  Wood 
finished  by  asking  the  question  as  to  whether  absolute  zero 
will  ever  be  reached,  and  endorsed  the  opinion  of  Professor 
Dewar  that  to  annihilate  the  remaining  13-  will  be  a  far 
greater  achievement  than  any  so  far  accomplished  in  low- 
temperature  research.

Wind  and  "Water. 

Damage  to  the  extent  of  about  3007.  was  done  on  Feb- 
ruary 25  by  a  fire  at  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Metcalfe  &. 
Greenwood,  druggists  and  drysalters,  of  Waterhouse  Street, 
Halifax.    The  damage  was  chiefly  due  to  water. 

During  the  gale  on  Thursday  evening,  February  26,  a  sun- 
blind  in  front  of  the  shop  of  Boots  (Limited),  High  Street, 
Ilford,  was  wrenched  from  its  sockets  and  dashed  into  the 
windows.  The  plate-glass  was  destroyed  and  the  contents, 
of  the  windows  strewn  on  the  pavement. 

Much  damage  was  done  during  the  storm  on  February  27 
at  the  works  of  Messrs.  Crabtree  &  Cryer,  chemical  manufac- 
turers, of  Summit,  near  Rochdale.  A  high  chimney  was 
blown  down,  and  crashed  through  the  roof  in  the  store-room. 
No  one  was  hurt,  but  damage  to  the  extent  of  2007.  was 
done. 

Birmingham  ITotes. 
The  Birmingham  General  Dispensary  Governors,  in  their 
attempt  to  solve  the  "  Consultative  Institute  "  difficulty,  have 
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introduced  a  scheme  for  an  enlarged  staff  of  consultants, 
consisting  of  four  physicians,  four  surgeons,  two  gynaecolo- 
gists, and  one  ophthahnist.  It  has  been  in  operation  three 
months,  and  the  results  have  been  eminently  satisfactory 
and  have  received  the  sanction  of  the  whole  of  the  medical 
profession  of  the  city. 

The  devotees  of  photography  must  be  on  the  increase 
and  a  considerable  source  of  profit  to  the  chemist,  for  the 
attendance  at  the  local  photographic  e.xhibition  has  been 
phenomenal.  A  beautiful  study  by  Messrs.  Barnett  &  Co. 
was  not  shown — it  arrived  ton  late. 

In  accordance  with  Lenten  observance,  it  is  supposed,  a 
suburban  chemist  has  tastefully  arranged  his  window- 
display  in  sombre  black,  by  means  of  Solazzi,  Corrigliano, 
and  Pontefract  cakes.  The  prevalence  of  wind  and  wet,  and 
concomitant  chest-complaints,  made  the  show  not  only 
unique,  but  remunerative. 

The  subject  of  dilated  mercurial  ointments  is  receiving 
the  attention  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  inspectors 
here.  Let  it  therefore  be  an  instruction  that  ung.  hydrarg. 
mitius  is  not  supplied  when  there  is  reason  to  suspect  that, 
like  Ancient  Gaul,  it  is  to  be  divided  inpxrtes  tres. 

Cheap  Patents. 

At  the  trial  at  Wood  Green  Police  Court  on  February  27 
of  Alpheus  Fisher,  of  Pembroke  Road,  South  Tottenham,  on 
a  charge  of  receiving  stolen  drapery  goods,  it  was  stated 
that  when  Fisher's  residence  was  searched  50?.  worth  of 
patent  medicines  (consisting  of  ointments,  pills,  lung-tonics, 
&c.)  were  found,  and  have  beeii  identified  as  belonging  to 
Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &;  Sons,  of  Aldersgate  Street,  E.C. 
Fisher  will  be  further  charged  with  receiving  this  property, 
well  knowing  it  to  have  been  stolen. 

Dispensing  Arrangements  at  Sheffield. 

The  Sheffield  Board  of  Guardians  ajaparently  see  that  there 
are  drawbacks  to  the  appointment  of  medical  ofticers  who  are 
required  to  dispense  their  own  medicines.  This  may  have 
something  to  do  with  the  fact  that  the  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  is  a  member  of  the  board.  In  re- 
arranging the  medical  officers'  districts  recently,  the  guar- 
dians have  taken  the  opportunity  to  abolish,  as  far  as  possible, 
the  practice  of  medical  officers  supplying  their  own  medicines, 
and,  as  the  distance  to  the  union  dispensary  in  the  centre  of 
the  city  is  too  great  for  the  recipients  of  medical  relief  from 
the  outlying  districts  to  attend  there,  they  are,  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  opening  a  branch- 
dispensary  at  the  Attercliffe  ^'estry  Hall  for  the  benefit  of  the 
east-enders.  For  the  Hillsborough  district  they  have  adopted 
the  plan  of  getting  a  local  chemist  to  dispense  all  medicines 
required,  at  fixed  rates,  on  ti.e  prescription  of  the  medical 
officer.  When  the  new  arrangements  get  into  working  order, 
practically  the  whole  of  the  medical  supplies  in  the  union 
will  have  to  be  obtained  through  the  dispenser  and  his 
assistant  or  the  chemist  referred  to.  There  are  unions  in  the 
country  wliich  might  copy  this  example  with  advantage. 
The  guardians,  at  their  meeting  on  March  4,  adopted  a 
recommendation  of  their  hospital  committee,  appointing 
Mr.  Sydney  Ciodfrey  Carey,  ci^emist  and  druggist,  as  assistant- 
dispenser,  in  place  of  Mr.  John  S.  Downey,  resigned.  There 
was  a  large  number  of  applicants  for  the  post  (which  is 
worth  105/.  a  year,  rising  by  annual  increments  of  5'.  to  125?. 
a  year).  A  considerable  number  of  them  were  from  un- 
qualified men  and  from  holders  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall 
qualification.  Mr.  Carey  is  at  the  present  with  Messrs.  Pope 
Koach  &  Son,  St.  James's  Street.  Pall  Mall,  S.W. 

Applied  Chemistry. 

The  International  Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry  will 
meet  at  Berlin  during  Whitsuntide  week  of  this  year.  The 
aim  of  the  Congress  is  to  introduce  uniform  standard 
methods  and  rules  throughout  the  world,  to  provide  uniform 
methods  of  commercial  analysis,  to  throw  light  on  points 
which  may  assist  in  framing  regulations  concerning  transport 
and  duties,  and  to  improve  acquaintance  with  Patent  Law. 
The  Congress  will  open  on  June  2,  and  among  the  subjects 
treated  will  be  analytical  chemistry,  chemical  industry, 
chemistry  of  medicinal  and  pharmaceutical  products,  and 
photo-chemistry.    The  prograrj.nie  includes  a  reception  in 


the  palace  of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  a  banquet  in  the 
restaurant  of  the  Zoological  Gardens,  a  reception  by  the 
municipal  authorities,  "  Commers "  in  the  Philharmonic 
Building,  an  operatic  performance,  a  garden-party,  visits  to 
various  factories  and  museums,  and  a  trip  on  the  lakes  at 
Wannsee. 

Prisoner  and  Prosecutor. 

At  the  West  London  Police  Court,  on  February  Thomas 
Connell  Smith  (45),  a  chemist's  manager,  of  Watson's  Drug- 
stores, Bramley  R^ad,  Netting  Dale,  was  charged  with 
stealing  30^.  belonging  to  his  employer,  Mrs.  Watson.  The 
prosecutrix  stated  that  it  was  the  prisoner's  duty  to  account 
for  moneys  received  every  Saturday,  and  when  she  went  to 
the  shop  on  Monday  she  found  him  the  worse  for  drink,  and 
only  4.'.-.  odd  in  the  till,  though  the  shop  was  open  on  Sunday. 
Prisoner  said  he  had  control  of  the  place,  and,  wanting  a 
sovereign  for  a  purpose,  thought  he  was  entitled  to  take  it 
so  long  as  he  made  it  up  by  the  Saturday.  Mr.  Lane  (the 
Magistrate)  observed  that  the  prosecution  was  a  most  un- 
bu3ines5-like  one,  and  discharged  the  accused. 

Smith,  in  his  turn,  had  charged  a  man  named  Frederick 
Cook  (51),  a  painter,  of  53  Bramley  Road,  with  stealing  four 
forceps  out  of  the  surgery  attached  to  the  shop,  but  after 
hearing  the  evidence  the  Magistrate  discharged  Cook. 

[This  has  obviously  no  reference  to  the  only  "Thomas 
Connell  Smith  "  on  the  register  of  chemists  and  druggists, 
who  is  a  partner  in  the  well-known  firm,  Messrs.  T.  &;  H. 
Smith  &  Co.] 

The  "Week's  Poisonings. 

Seven  deaths  from  poisoning  have  occurred  during  the 
week,  the  poisons  being  carbolic  acid  (2),  chlorodyne, 
laudanum,  sulphuric  acid,  hydrochloric  acid,  and  bichromate 
of  potash.  The  last-mentioned  poison  wastakea  by  a  crippled 
glass-blower  in  Bethnal  Green,  who  had  been  treat ingliimself 
by  means  of  an  electric  battery.  He  drank  some  of  the 
bichromate-solution  he  had  prepared  for  the  battery.  A 
2-year-old  boy  picked  up  a  jug  of  vitriol  belonging  to  a 
tinner  at  Birmingham,  and  drank  a  fatal  dose.  An  elderly 
tinplate-worker  at  Oldham,  named  Samuel  Tunstall,  who 
had  been  ill  a  week,  took  a  drink  of  spirit  of  salt  out 
of  a  bottle  which  he  thought  contained  whisky,  and 
died  si.x  hours  afterwards.  The  carbolic  victims  were 
a  woman  at  Poplar  named  Abbott  and  a  Cambridge 
carman  named  Hones.  At  the  inquest  on  the  latter 
Mr.  William  Louis  White,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  of 
52  Hills  Road,  Cambridge,  stated  that  he  did  not  know  the 
deceased,  but  he  remembered  a  man  entering  liis  shop  on 
February  25  and  purchasing  some  carbolic  acid.  He 
recognised  the  bottle  produced  by  its  outside  case.  In 
reply  to  questions,  the  man  said  the  carbolic  acid  was 
wanted  to  put  down  rat  runs.  Witness  thought  it  was 
a  legitimate  sale.  The  man  seemed  rational,  and  witness 
was  satisfied  that  the  sale  was  a  proper  one.  Carbolic  acid 
was  frequently  sold  for  the  purpose  the  deceased  mentioned, 
especially  in  Cambridge,  where  people  were  so  particular 
about  sanitary  matters.  The  law  did  not  expect  him  to 
ask  any  questions  when  selling  carbolic  acid,  except  when 
selling  to  young  children.  In  answer  to  the  Coroner,  witness 
said  there  was  no  guaranteed  strength,  but  it  was  from  60  to 
75  per  cent,  pure  acid.  A  Juror  :  Is  it  not  necessary  to  ask 
questions  on  selling  acid  '  Witness  replied  that  chemists 
were  allowed  to  use  their  own  discretion.  The  Juror :  Anyone 
can  buy  it  then  I  The  Coroner  :  A  chemist  would  not  sell 
it  to  a  man  who  was  likely  to  be  in  an  extra- 
ordinary state.  Witness :  The  law  does  not  even 
i-equire  that  a  purchaser  need  be  known  to  the  seller. 
Chlorodyne  was  taken  in  overdose  by  Mr.  Elvin  P'ant, 
M.R.C.V.S.,  of  Middlewich;  and  a  Bilston  platelayer 
poisoned  himself  with  laudanum  which  he  had  obtained 
from  Mr.  William  Westhead,  chemist  and  druggist,  Church 
Street,  Bilston,  who  told  the  Coroner  deceased  had  pur- 
chased loz.  of  laudanum  from  him,  saying  he  had  been  suffering 
from  sleeplessness,  and  wanted  it  to  make  him  sleep.  On 
being  questioned,  witness  said  there  was  no  restriction  as  to 
the  amount  of  laudanum  a  chemist  migiit  sell.  Witness 
added  that  deceased  came  a  second  time  and  asked  for 
laudanum,  but  he  refused  to  supply  him,  as  he  appeared 
intoxicated.  A  man  named  Orrillard  has  been  committed 
for  trial  at  Leek  on  a  charge  of  attempting  to  poison  his 
wife  by  giving  her  oxychlcride  of  copper  in  her  tea.

Overdose  of  Morphia. 

Dr.  King  Moore,  of  Cavan,  died  on  February  27  from  an 
overdose  of  morphia,  taken  to  allay  a  severe  attack  of 
neuralgic  faceache. 

Effects  of  the  Gale. 

During  the  violent  storm  which  visited  Ireland  on  the 
night  of  February  26  the  newly  acquired  branch  pharmacy 
of  Dr.  McWalter,  M.P.S.L,  Wexford  Street,  Dublin,  was  so 
much  damaged  that  it  will  have  to  be  razed  to  the  ground.

Memoranda  to  Guardians. 

The  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland  has  written  to 
the  Swinford  Board  of  Guardians,  co.  Mayo,  stating  that  the 
requisitions  for  medicines  largely  exceed  the  legitimate 
requirements  of  the  district.  The  L.G.B.,  in  the  letter,  states 
that  it  has  already  called  the  attention  of  the  medical 
officer  to  the  high  expenditure  for  medicines  for  the  half- 
year  ended  September  30  last,  and  the  L.G  B.  now  inform  the 
Guardians  that  they  should  warn  the  medical  officer  that  he 
is  bound  to  manage  the  dispensary  with  due  economy.  It 
■\vas  decided  to  send  a  copy  of  the  letter  to  the  medical 
oificer  concerned. 

At  the  Carrickraacross  Board  of  Guardians  a  letter  was 
read  from  the  Local  Government  Board  returning  the 
vouchers  furnished  in  respect  of  medical  expenditure,  and 
stating  that  the  sums  of  8i.  ^d.  and  12<.  lid.  had  been 
struck  out  of  the  items  in  the  report  by  the  auditor,  as 
they  were  the  cost  of  packages  charged  for  in  respect  of 
certain  medicines  supplied.    The  terms  of  the  medicine- 


contract  provided  that  packages,  hampers,  Sic,  are  to  be 
supplied  free  of  charge.  It  was  ;gr;ed  tJ  inform  the 
medical  contractor  of  the  matter. 

The  medical  officers  of  the  North  Dublin  Union  have  been 
surcharged  28/.  3*.  3d.  because  they  omitted  to  send  samples 
of  drugs  for  analysis,  as  required  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  orders.  The  Guardians  are  asking  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  to  overlook  the  offence,  as  the  salaries  of  the 
medical  officers  being  only  145/.  each  the  penalty  of  14/.  i« 
severe. 

At  the  Derry  Eoard  of  Guardians,  Mr.  Anrlerson  called  atten- 
tion to  the  loss  of  some  14/.  or  15/.  a  yeir  through  the  failure 
of  the  dispensary  doctors  to  i-eturn  the  medicine-enpties. 
After  a  discussion,  the  attention  of  the  doctors  was  drawn 
to  the  fact  that  empties  should  be  returned  within  the  pre- 
scribed time,  and  if  this  was  not  done  the  Guardians  would 
bring  the  matter  before  the  auditor,  with  the  view  of  having 
any  doctor  who  neglected  to  carry  out  the  order  surcharged 
to  the  extent  of  the  loss  involved. 

Revised  Tender  Form. 

■  The  Local  Government  Board  for  Ireland  has  forwarded 
a  circular-letter  to  the  various  Boards  of  Guardians  trans- 
mitting revised  forms  of  tender  and  of  prescribed  lists  for 
the  supply  of  medicines  and  surgical  appliances,  which  are 
to  be  used  in  dec-laring  the  contracts  for  the  year  beginning 
April  1  next.  The  Local  Government  Board,  in  its  letter, 
states  that  some  articles  in  the  previous  lists,  whicb 
apparently  were  not  ordered  or  required  by  the  medical 
officers,  were  omitted,  while  other  articles  which  seemingly 
were  required  were  added.  All  the  prices  were  now  care- 
fully revised,  and,  while  the  figures  were  such  as  would 
afford  a  reasonable  margin  for  competition  amongst  con- 
tractors, the  general  effect  of  the  revision  was  a  small  re- 
duction in  the  entire  cost  of  the  articles.  Although  the 
average  rate  of  abatement  olTered  on  ihe  prescribed  prices 
for  the  year  ending  March  3L,  1903,  was  15 J  per  cent.,  in 
some  unions  contracts  were  entered  into  on  terms  varying 
from  2h  to  5  per  cent.,  apparently  for  no  sufficient  reasons. 
It  is  pointed  out  that  should  the  Guardians  be  again 
offered  sueh  unfavourable  terms,  owing  to  the  absence  of 
competition  or  other  causes,  they  should  re-advertise  the 
contracts.  The  Local  Government  Board  also  reminds  Boards; 
of  Guardians  that  all  accounts  should  be  promptly  dealt 
with.

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  Election. 
At  a  special  meeting  held  in  Glasgow  to  consider  Mr. 
W.  L.  Currie's  candidature  that  gentlemen  made  a  statement 
of  his  political  position.  He  stands  for  (1)  the  restriction  of 
titles  to  qualified  individuals,  with  compulsory  membership 
in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  correlative  disciplinary 
powers ;  (2)  the  resumption  by  the  Society  of  control  over 
the  Preliminary  examination,  with  maintenance  of  the 
present  standard ;  (3)  uncompromising  resistance  to  the 
innovating  proposals  of  the  Poisons  Committee  ;  and  (4)  a 
readjustment  of  the  Society's  plan  of  local  organisation  in 
the  direction  of  a  partial  reversion  to  the  old  method  of 
collection  of  subscriptions  by  divisional  secretaries.  Mr. 
Currie's  statement  was  well  received,  and  after  he  had  been 
subjected  to  the  inevitable  heckling  a  strong  electioneering 
committee  was  appointed,  which  is  now  busy  adjusting  the 
preliminaries  of  the  campaign.  An  earnest  hope  is  expressed 
that  the  election  of  a  second  Scottish  representative  may  be 
secured  by  the  avoidance  of  a  rcdundar.cy  of  Scottish  candi- 
dates .  . 
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Personal  Incidents  while  Mountaineering. 

At  a  crowded  meeting  of  the  Edinburgli  I'liarmacy  Athlet'c 
Club  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  Thursday,  Feb- 
ruary 26,  a  lecture  on  mountaineering,  illustrated  by  upwards 
of  one  hundred  photographic  slides,  was  delivered  by  Dr. 
\V.  Inglis  Clark,  lion.  President  of  the  club.  The  lecture 
is  one  to  which  we  have  previously  had  the  opportunity 
of  referring,  and  besides  revealing  the  difficulties  of 
mountaineering,  it  gives  those  who  have  the  pleasure  of 
hearing  it  and  seeing  the  slides  glimpses  of  some  of  the 
grandest  scenery  in  creation.  The  Chairman  (Mr.  Peter 
Boa),  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks,  highly  commended  the 
objects  of  the  Athletic  Club.  The  vote  was  passed  with 
acclamation,  and  the  Chairman  also  was  thanked. 

Not  the  Companj'.i  Duly. 

In  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  on  February  24,  a 
woman  raised  an  action  against  the  Caledonian  Railway 
Company  for  500Z.  damages  for  injury  for  exposure  on 
December  13,  1901,  in  a  train  which  was  snowed-up  on  a 
journey  to  Glasgow.  The  pursuer  maintained  that  it  was 
the  duty  of  the  defenders  when  the  train  was  snowed-up 
to  have  made  all  reasonable  provision  for  the  comfort  and 
safety  of  the  passengers,  and  to  have  seen  that  the'r  needs 
were  attended  to.  The  Court  dismissed  the  action  as 
irrelevant.  Lord  Trayner  remarking  that  the  idea  that  a 
railway  company  were  bound  to  carry  restoratives  and 
medical  assistance  in  event  of  some  of  their  passengers 
requiring  them  in  the  course  of  their  journey  was  too  absurd 
to  admit  of  argument. 

The  Aberdeen  Analyst. 

When  the  remuneration  of  the  county  analyst  came  before 
the  Aberdeen  County  Council  last  week,  on  the  proposal  to 
pay  him  on  the  basis  of  15i.  per  analysis,  as  previously 
reported  in  the  C.  ij-  D.,  Mr.  Robert  Gray  demurred  to  jsay- 
ment  by  results,  which  might  end  in  prosecution.  He 
mentioned  several  cases  which  he  considered  harsh,  and 
moved — 

That  the  public  analyst  be  paid  by  flxed  salary,  and  that  no 
prosecution  be  undertikcn  except  after  previous  warning  unless  in 
cases  which  are  believed  by  tlie  Public  Prosecutor  to  be  inten- 
tionally fraudulent  on  the  part  of  the  trader  complained  against. 

This  was  duly  seconded,  and  in  the  course  of  the  discussion 
Mr.  Horton  spoke  in  deprecating  terms  of  the  manner  in 
which  a  Dyce  chemist  had  been  treated  in  regard  to  a  sale 
of  glycerin  which  contained  less  arsenic  than  even  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  permitted.  The  prosecution  had 
ruined  the  chemist.  Mr.  Gray  then  turned  the  second  part 
of  his  motion  into  a  notice,  and  the  first  part  was  defeated 
by  vote. 

Glasgow  Note?. 

The  chamois-skin  side-line  is  growing  in  favour.  Several 
chemists'  shops  hive  special  window-displays  of  the  popular 
pelt. 

Mr.  James  Moir,  chemist,  Victoria  Road,  has  been  reap- 
pointed Treasurer  to  the  Govanhall  Liberal  Unionist  Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr.  Robert  Tocher,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Victoria  Road, 
has  had  his  shop  fitted  up  with  a  powerful  arc-light 
installation. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  holds  a  second  private  conference  with 
the  chemists  of  Glasgow  and  district  rc  the  report  of  the 
Poisons  Committee  on  Friday,  March  6. 

Typhus  fever,  which  has  been  unknown  in  Glasgow  for  a 
long  time,  has  reappeared.  Four  cases  recently  treated  in 
the  City  Fever  Hospital  were  traced  to  a  single  source  of 
infection. 

Mr.  W.  Frew,  Ph.D.,  F.C.S.,  is  to  deliver  four  lectures  on 
"Brewing"  in  the  Technical  College  during  March.  The 
main  points  embraced  include  the  characteristics  of  good 
brewing-water,  the  analysis  and  value  of  barleys  for  brewing- 
purposes,  types  of  kilns,  scieDtific  control  of  the  malting 
process,  and  the  analysis  of  malt. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Glasgow  and 
AVest  of  Scotland  Pharmaceutical  Association,  has  written 
to  the  Evening  Ne7vs  correcting  an  erroneous  editorial  state- 


ment regarding  the  Poisons  Committee's  Repoit.  He  says, 
"  If  the  recommendations  of  the  Poisons  Committee  become 
law,  the  salutary,  but  not  oppressive,  restrictions  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  will  be  removed,  not  for  the  common  good, 
but  in  the  interests  of  manufacturers  of  poisonous  com- 
pounds and  unqualified  vendors  of  them.  ' 

Cutting  in  Glasgow, 

The  Gla.=gow  and  West  of  Scotland  Chemists"  Trade 
Association  has  issued  a  circular  to  its  members  in  the 
following  terms : — 

The  committee,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  remit  of  the 
members  from  the  meeting  held  on  the  19th  inst.,  decided  to  allow 
members,  on  and  after  2nd  March,  freedom  of  action  relative  to 
the  prices  of  proprietaries  at  present  ruling  in  Glasgow. 

The  exceptions  to  this  are,  necessarily,  the  proprietaries  of  a 
number  of  manufacturers  who  are  at  present  arranging  a  private 
system  of  protection.  The  result  will  be  made  known  to  you  on 
an  early  date. 

The  committee  recommend  members  to  use  every  influence,  when 
dealing  with  manufacturers,  in  emphasising  the  necessity  for  pro- 
tecting prices  through  the  P.A.T.A. 

The  second  paragraph  is  somewhat  cryptic.  The  articles 
which  are  the  subject  of  negotiation  can  hardly  be  exceptions 
yet,  especially  as  they  are  unnamed.  In  order  to  prevent 
misapprehension,  the  Executive  seem  to  be  anxious  to  make 
it  clear  that  the  collapse  of  the  Association  tariif  does  not 
involve  the  discontinuance  of  the  Association.  On  the  con- 
trary, the  Executive  are  making  redoubled  efforts  to  secure 
advanced  retail  prices  by  inducing  manufacturers,  &c.,  to 
protect  prices  either  through  the  P.A.T.A.,  or  by  private- 
arrangement.

The  Paris  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  just  100  years 
(jld,  havino-  been  founded  by  a  decree  of  the  Cjnsul  on 
February  25,  1803. 

FiBE. — The  Copra  Oil-factory,  of  Messrs.  Rocca,  Tassy 
&  de  Roux,  at  Marseilles,  employing  about  a  hundred 
hands,  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  February  11.  Th3  loss  is 
estimated  at  l,500',000f. 

The  Pope  and  the  Pills. — A  French  news  agency  hints 
that  his  Holiness's  recent  indisposition  was  simply  the  result- 
of  reading  patent-medicine  advertisements.  It  is  asserted 
the  Pope  was  so  impressed  with  the  printed  account  of  the- 
virtues  of  pills,  which  shall  be  nameless,  that  he  bought  a- 
box  and  took  them  without  his  doctor's  sanction. 

Lariboisere  Hospital,  visited  by  President  Loubet  last; 
week,  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  Paris  establish- 
ments. Constructed  for  600  beds,  it  often  contains  over  900. 
The  pharmaceutical  staff  is  accordingly  numerous.  There- 
are  ten  or  eleven  internes  in  pharmacy.  The  head  pharmacist 
is  M.  Patein.  He  is  a  slight,  dapper  little  man  with  a  face 
that  gives  one  the  impression  he  is  much  younger  than  h& 
really  is.  I  remember  my  surprise  when  I,  for  the  first  time, 
saw  him  get  on  his  legs  at  one  of  the  monthly  meetings  of 
the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacists  of  whicli  he  is  such  an 
active  member,  and  noticed  how  the  most  bald  and  bearded 
listened  to  the  remarks  of  a  man  I  took  to  be  years  their 
junior.  He  is  a  clever  analyst  and  a  remarkable  man  in 
many  ways.  The  pharmacy  internes  at  Lariboisiere  had  the 
privilege  of  having  one  or  two  ladies  among  them  a  year  or 
two  ago,  but  I'm  afraid  they  did  not  appreciate  female 
society.  Or  perhaps  some  of  the  remarkable  amateur  art 
efforts  on  the  walls  of  their  gloomy  old  salle  dc  garde  made 
the  ladies  think  it  was  not  a  place  for  them.  Anyway,  they 
did  not  stay  long. 

Alcohol  as  a  State  Monopoly. — A  proposal  nosv  before- 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies  is  to  the  effect  that  on  and  after 
January  1,  1905,  the  State  will  have  the  monopoly  of  the 
manufacture,  rectification,  importation,  aud  sale  of  alcohol. 
This  proposal  by  M.  Astier  has  drawn  much  attention  to 
this  well-known  pharmacist,  and  the  Eclair,  a  leading 
Parisian  daily,  publishes  his  portrait  among  its  series  of 
"Men  of  the  Day."    M.  Placide  Alexandre  Astier  was  born 
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at  Aabignos  (Ardtche)  in  1856,  and  is  the  son  of  a  small 
farmer  I  believe.    After  the  usual  years  of  preliminary 
training  he  set  up  in  business  and  made — what  is  rare  in 
Parisian  pharmacy  nowadays — a  nice  little  fortune.    He  has 
some  good  specialities  (e.g.,  granulated  kola),  and  a  smart 
shop  in  the  richest  quarter  of  Paris— the  Avenue  Kleber, 
not  far  from  the  Arc  de  Triomphe.    It  was  there  I  inter- 
viewed him  once.    I  expected,  from  the  description  of  some 
hostile  journals,  to  find  a  crafty  individual,  and  was  agreeably 
surpiised  to  note  that  he  is  a  frank  and  hearty  'man,  I 
fancy  it  is  his  outspoken  frankness  and  Southern  vivacity 
that  has  gained  for  him  his  many  admirers  among  those 
who  know  him  and  his  frequent  enemies  elsewhere.  His 
motto  is  "Goi  helpj  those  who  help  themselves,"  and  he 
has  told  French  pharmacists  that  the  way  out  of  their  diffi- 
culties is  to  put  their  own  shoulders  to  the  wheel.    He  was 
elected  a  Municipal  Counsellor  for  the  Chaillot  quarter  of 
Paris  in  1896,  and  two  years  afterwards  was  elected  Deputy 
for  the  Privas  circumscription  of  the  Ardeche  department 
as  a  Radical  Socialist.    His  name  is  always  to  the  fore  when 
new  pharmacy  Bills  are  being  discussei  or  drafted,  or  when 
.the  eternal  patent-medicine  question  crops  up. 


Pepper  I)isease.— -The  Madras  Government  has  appointed 
M.  Barber  to  investigate  the  disease  said  to  be  affecting  the 
pepper-vine  in  the  Wynaad. 

Bengal  Ganja. — The  outturn  of  "ganja"  in  Bengal  was 
thg  highest  on  record  last  year,  and  the  Excise  Report  states 
that  the  temptation  induced  by  the  fall  in  prices  to  dispose 
bf  the  crop  illicitly  has  led  to  a  noticeable  increase  in  the 
number  of  prosecutions. 

.  Nox  Vomica. — Dr.  F.  D,  Clum,  agent  of  Messrs.  McKesson 
Eobbins,  New  York,  was  in  Ceylon  when  the  mail  left,  and 
was  to  visit  Heniratgoda,  Peradeniya,  and  Hakgala  Gardens 
as  well  as  some  of  the  planting  districts.  The  object  of  his 
visit  is  to  inquire  into  the  supplies  of  nux  vomica.  He  is  of 
opinion  that  the  product  is  to  be  found  in  the  wild  state 
pretty  widely  in  the  island,  and  that  natives  have  only  to  be 
made  acquainted  with  its  marketable  nature  for  it  to  be 
c:)llectei  in  useful  quantities. 

A  Local  Poisons  Act. — -The  Rangoon  Municipality  have 
in  hand  measures  to  regulate  the  sale  of  dangerous  and 
poisonous  drugs  in  tlie  town  and  suburbs  of  Rangoon.  The 
local  Government  has  passed  an  Act  for  the  better  regulation 
of  such  sales,  the  general  idea  being  to  issue  licences  to 
respectable  persons  only,  maintaining  a  check  on  the 
receipts  and  sales  of  the  drugs  and  poisons.  This  will  not 
only  be  a  preventive  against  crime  with  regard  to  less 
harmful  drugs,  but  will  be  the  means  of  detecting  how  and 
by  whom  poisons  such  as  laudanum,  arsenic,  &c.,  were 
obtained. 

Agricultusal  Research  and  Rabies. — The  Viceroy  has 
decided  to  devote  the  muaiflcent  donation  of  20,000/.  from 
Mr.  Henry  Phipps  to  two  objects  :  a  laboratory  for  agricultural 
research,  to  be  called  the  '•  Phipps  Laboratory,"  which  will 
iprobably  be  situated  at  Dehra  Dun,  and  to  the  provision  of 
a  second  institute  in  the  South  of  India  similar  to  that  at 
Kasauli,  at  which  hydrophobi  i-cases  are  treated.  The  donation 
will  b3  devoted  to  the  reqiiisite  buildings,  while  the  site  will 
ia  both  cases  te  provided  by  Government,  which  will  also, 
iu  the  first  case,  contribute  to,  and  in  the  second  undertake 
the  cost  of,  maintaining  the  institution. 

The  Government  Drug-factory. — The  scheme  for 
establishing  a  Government  central  drug-factory  at  Nasik  is 
still  under  consideration.  Inquiries  are  being  made  as  to 
tlie  various  details  connected  with  the  management  and 
working  of  so  big  an  undertaking.  Nasik,  the  Benares  of 
Western  India,  is  117  miles  from  Bombay  on  tlie  Great 
Indian  Peninsular  Railway.  It  is  pleasantly  situated  on  the 
banks  of  the  river  Godavery,  and  has  a  temperate  climate 
nearly  all  the  year  round — a  consideration  that,  coupled 
vi'ith  the  proximity  to  Bombay,  will  no  doubt  weigli  heavily 
ia  the  final  decision.  The  country  around  is  fertile  and  well 
wjoded;  the  station  one  of  the  healthiest  in  India. 


The  Junior  Pharmacy  Ball. 
The  twenty-second  Junior  Pharmacy  Ball  was  held  at  the 
Portman  Rooms,  W.,  on  March  4,  some  360  persons  being 
present,  an  increase  of  about  twenty  on  last  year,  which  was 
itself  a  record  as  far  as  numbers  went.  Mr.  W.  Warren  pre- 
sided at  the  suppsr-table,  and  proposed  "  The  Health  of  the 
Ladies  and  the  Success  of  the  Ball."  To  this  toast  Mr. 
Percival  Trick  responded.  He  said  the  reward  of  the  com- 
mittee was  the  success  of  the  dance,  and  he  would  always  be 
pleased  to  do  what  he  could  to  further  that  end.  He 
regretted  that  Mr.  Chas.  Martin,  who  had  been  an  M.C.  at 
the  dance  for  the  last  twenty-three  years,  was  unable  to  be 
present.  The  committee  was  greatly  indebted  to  the  stewards 
for  the  way  in  which  they  had  disposed  of  the  tickets,  and 
the  wholesale  trade  generally  had  always  given  the  dance 
their  hearty  support.

Generous  Directors, 

The  directors  of  the  Lamson  Paragon  Supply  Company 
(1902)  (Limited)  on  February  28  entertained  their  repre- 
sentatives and  staff  to  dinner  at  the  Trocadero  Restaurant. 
The  chairman  of  the  company  (Mr.  John  M.  Kelly)  occupied 
the  chair,  and  the  managing  director  (Mr.  Robert  Clark)  was 
in  the  vice-chair.  After  dinner  a  pleasant  e\ening  was 
spent,  songs  and  recitations  being  rendered  by  the  various 
members  of 'the  company.  In  reply  to  the  toast  of  "  The 
Directors,"  Mr.  Kelly  referred  to  the  continued  prosperity  of 
the  bu.siness,  and  announced  that  his  fellow-director  (Mr. 
McLean)  oilered  to  give  the  representatives  and  staff 
1,000  preference  shares  in  the  company  as  a  nucleus  for  a 
sick  and  accident  fund  to  be  started  in  connection  with  the 
business,  and  that  he  (the  chairman)  would  gladly  add 
another  1,000  preference  shares  for  the  same  purpose.

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COUNCIL-MEETING. 

WEDNESDAY'S  meeting  was  a  long  one,  the  greater  part 
of  the  time  being  taken  up  with  the  question  of 
introducing  the  Pharmacy  Bill  into  the  House  of  Commons. 
One  party,  lei  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  favoured  the  immediate 
introduction  of  the  Bill;  while  the  other  side,  led  by  the 
Treasurer,  thought  the  Privy  Council  should  be  asked  to 
receive  a  deputation  first.  It  was,  as  Mr.  Walter  Hills  said, 
merely  a  question  of  tactics,  and  in  the  end  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's 
party  won.  The  report  of  the  Law  and  Parliamentary 
Committee,  in  which  this  resolution  was  embodied,  also 
recommended  that  steps  be  taken  to  add  to  the  poison- 
schedule  those  poisons  named  in  the  majority  and  minority 
reports  of  the  Poisons  Committee.  A  committee  is  to  con- 
sider the  exact  wording  of  the  resolution  before  the  next 
Council-meeting.  Tlie  sum  of  99'.  was  voted  in  casual 
grants  from  the  Benevolent  Fund,  and  reference  was  made 
to  special  donations  which  had  hsen  received  as  the  proceeds 
of  the  Secretary's  appeal  to  the  divisional  secretaries.  The 
Council  is  to  apply  to  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  for  per- 
mission to  use  duty-free  alcohol  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 
The  Council  also  definitely  decided  that  a  test-case  in  regard 
to  the  use  of  titles  by  companies  be  not  taken. 


The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  March  4 
at  16  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.  There  were  present  the 
President  (Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Nevvsholme),  the  Vice-President  (Mr. 
C.  B.  Allen),  the  Treasurer  (Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins),  and  Messrs. 
A.  Cooper,  O.  Corder,  W.  G.  Cross,  R.  L.  Gifford,  W.  S. 
GJyn-Jones,  J.  F.  Harrington,  J.  Harrison,  W.  Hills,  C.  J. 
Park,  R.  A.  Robinson,  A.  L.  Savory,  A.  Sonthall,  C.  Symes, 
A.  C.  Wootton,  and  J.  R.  Young. 

Tlie  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  having  been  read. 

The  President  said  he  had  received  a  letter  of  apology 
for  absence  from  Mr.  John  Taylor,  and  during  the  pro- 
ceedings a  telegram  arrived  from  Mr.  Carteighe  regretting 
his  inability  to  be  present,  as  a  cold  in  the  throat  was  keep- 
ing him  indoors. 

A  letter  was  also  received  from  the  nepliew  of  the  late 
Mr.  F.  B.  Benger  thanking  the  Council  for  its  expression  of 
sympathy. 

Elections. 

A  number  of  members  and  student-associates  were  elected, 
several  restored  to  their  former  positions  in  the  Society,  and 
the  name  of  one  perso.i  was  restore ;1  to  the  register  of 
chemists  and  druggists.

3{.  5s.  6i. ;  North  of  England  School  of  Chemistry  and 
Pharmacy,  8s.  The  President,  in  thanking  the  donors,  said 
it  was  a  good  idea  to  take  advantage  of  social  meetings  to 
collect  for  the  Benevolent  Fund,  as  at  that  time  chemists 
were  perhaps  feeling  a  little  more  generous  than  when  in 
their  own  shops. 

The  repDrt  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  read  in 
committee,  after  which 

The  Vice-President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  said  there  was  nothing  to  call  special  attention  to, 
except,  perhaps,  one  case  where  a  very  aged  gentleman  who 
had  been  in  business  for  over  fifty  years  was  relieved. 
The  grants  made  were  two  of  2D/.,  three  of  13.'.,  and  two 
of  10/ 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Library  Report. 

The  report  of  the  Library,  Museum,  School,  and  House  Com- 
mittee was  next  considered.  It  contained  references  to  the 
attendances  at  the  museums  and  libraries  of  the  Society. 
Professor  Greenish  attended  before  tlie  committee,  and 
testified  to  the  assistance  the  Evening-Meeting  Committee 
had  received  from  the  School  stall  and  students.  Professor 
Wynne  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  was  no  Board 
of  Pharmacy  at  the  London  University,  and  it  was  arranged 
that  the  Staff  Committee  should  make  inquiries  in  regard  to 
this  matter.  New  furniture  is  required  for  Professor  Wynne's 
room,  and  is  to  be  provided.  The  Secretary  was  authorised 
to  make  an  application  to  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  for 
a  supply  of  duty-free  alcohol  for  use  in  the  school  and' 
research  laboratories.  The  solicitor  to  the  George  Heriofs 
Trust  asked  that  he  might  inspect  the  deeds  relating  to  the 
Society's  premises  in  Edinburgh,  and  his  request  was 
acceded  to.  The  lighting  arrangements  of  the  Chemical 
Museum  are  to  be  replaced  by  an  electric  installation  at  a  , 
cost  of  17/.  5s.  Professor  Greenish  reported  that  the  Butt 
scholars  would  read  papers  at  the  next  evening  meeting. 

The  President  made  a  few  running  comments  on  the 
paragraphs,  and  the  report  was  adopted  ;  after  which 

Mr.  Wootton  asked  what  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  referred 
to  in  the  report  would  do. 

The  President  :  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  Wootton  :  It  looks  as  though  there  was  some  idea  of 
granting  degrees. 

The  President  :  If  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  craft,  so 
much  the  better. 

The  thanks  of  the  Council  were  accorded  to  Professor 
Greenish  and  Mr.  Humphrey  for  the  work  done  in  connection 
with  the  last  evening  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  President  hoped  that  on  another  occasion,  when  the 
exhibition  was  repeated,  more  room  would  be  provided  and 
more  refreshments.  (Laughter.) 

Dr.  Symes  suggested  that  the  Society  might  hold  an 
exhibition  on  the  occasion  of  the  annual  meeting,  when 
there  was  a  large  number  of  members  up  from  the  country. 

The  President  said  there  was  a  good  deal  in  what  Dr. 
Symes  said,  but  the  ofticials  had  at  that  time  of  tlie  year 
already  a  good  deal  of  work  to  do.  The  suggestion  would.^_ 
however,  be  considered. 

Divisional  Secretaries 
were  appointed  as  follows  :  A.  J.  Ferriday  (Walton  Division: 
of  Liverpool),  .J.  H.  Gray  (Exchange  Division  of  Liverpool), 
W.  E.  Hickin  (Birkenhead),  and  T.  E.  Stanley  (Lancashire 
Division).  It  was  due  to  the  exertions  of  Mr.  Buck,  of 
Liverpool,  the  President  said,  that  the  vacancies  had  be^n 
filled. 

The  Annual  Meeting 
was  fixed  for  AVednesday,  May  20,  and  the  Library  Com- 
mittee was  entrusted  with  the  preparation  of  the  annual 
report. 

The  Heriot's  Trust,  ground-landlords  of  the  Society's  pre- 
mises in  Edinburgh,  require  the  payment  of  5/.  2s.  8d.,  as 
one  of  the  persons  upon  who.se  life  the  property  is  held  has 
died.  The  solicitor  in  Scotland  was  instructed  to  pay  the 
money  if  he  is  satisfied  that  it  is  due. 

The  Treasurer  was  authorised  to  pay  the  second  moiety  of 
the  Bell  scholarships. 

The  report  of  ihe  Journal  Committee  was  adopted,  Mr. 
Gifford  adding  a  word  of  congratulation  to  the  committee 
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and  Editor,  and  Dr.  SYiMES  also  speaking  about  their 
■work. 

The  Phaemacy  Bill. 

The  report  of  the  Law  and  Parliamentary  Committee 
referred  to  the  general  policy  of  the  introduction  of  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  into  Parliament.  It  recommended  that  the 
Watch  Committee  be  instructed  to  proceed  with  its  efforts 
for  the  immediate  introduction  of  the  Draft  Pharmacy  Bill 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  that  the  articles  mentioned 
in  the  report  of  the  Poisons  Committee  be  added  to  the 
poison  schedule  in  accordance  with  Section  2  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1868. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report.  The 
Bill  was  approved  by  the  Council  two  years  ago, 
and  the  delay  in  introducing  it  into  Parliament  was  due 
to  the  belief  that  no  step  should  be  taken  until  the 
Privy  Council  had  expressed  an  opinion  on  the  Bill.  The 
Committee  had,  however,  decided  to  take  active  steps  to 
get  the  Bill  before  the  House,  so  that  it  would  form  the  basis 
of  discussion.  Whatever  might  be  the  ultimate  fate  of  the 
Bill,  its  introduction  at  the  present  time  would  be  a  help  in 
future  legislation  on  pharmacy  and  poisons.  The  Bill  would 
educate  members  of  Parliament  and  create  some  little 
public  opinion  on  the  subject.  It  would  also  provide  the 
members  of  the  Society  and  the  divisional  secretaries  with 
a  text  in  writing  to  their  members  of  Parliament.  It  was  the 
•duty  of  the  Council  to  take  the  first  step  to  make  the  Bill 
an  Act,  as  to  it  was  entrusted  the  initiation  of  pharma- 
ceutical legislation.  The  Bill  was  drawn  up  to  remedy  the 
defects  of  the  present  Act.  In  regard  to  the  additions  to 
the  poison  schedule,  the  Council  had  made  applications  for 
the  poisons  named  to  be  added  time  after  time,  and,  having 
regard  to  the  report  of  the  Poisons  Committee,  it  was  the  duty 
of  the  Council  to  repeat  the  application.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Haep.ington  said  the  Bill  would  educate  the  people 
as  to  what  pharmacists  wanted.  If  registered  chemists  would 
only  carefully  read  the  Bill,  he  was  sure  they  would  use  all 
their  powers  to  put  the  Bill  forward. 

Mr.  Young  supported  the  Bill,  but  was  not,  like  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones,  surprised  that  it  had  not  been  introduced  before.  It 
was  well  known  that  the  Council  had  waited  for  the  co-opera- 
tion and  assistance  of  the  Privy  Council.  The  introduction 
of  the  Bill  would  serve  the  purpose  of  education  as  to  the 
needs  of  pharmacists,  although,  as  they  were  well  aware, 
it  would  have  to  run  the  gauntlet  of  a  good  deal  of 
opposition. 

Mr.  Cooper  was  convinced  that  chemists  would  support 
■the  Bill.  It  would  give  chemists  a  chance  of  showing  their 
backbone  and  the  interest  taken  in  the  measure. 

The  Teeasurbe  moved  as  an  amendment — 

That  prior  to  the  introductioa  oC  the  Bill  the  Council  should 
-endeavour  to  ascertain  whether  the  Privy  Council  is  prepared  to 
receive  a  deputation  on  the  subject  before  drafting  legislative  pro- 
posals on  the  sale  of  poisons. 

There  was  no  object  to  introducing  the  Bill  at  present  if 
that  were  possible,  as  he  understood  that  there  were  as  yet 
no  names  attached.  He  was  not  prepared  to  agree  with  the 
pessimistic  attitude  adopted  by  picvious  speakers  in  regard 
to  the  Privy  Council.  It  had  frequently  been  said  at  the 
Council  that  the  Privy  Council  is  the  predominant  partner 
in  any  legislation  in  regard  to  poison.  The  Lord  President 
had,  he  (the  speaker)  understood,  expressed  his  willingness 
to  receive  a  deputation.  Before  burning  their  boats  or 
■cutting  themselves  adrift,  he  would  like  the  Council  to  prove 
by  experience  that  there  is  no  hope  of  co-operation  from 
the  Privy  Council.  If  the  Council  could  secure  the  powerful 
help  of  a  Government  department,  there  was  a  probability  of 
-carrying  through  legislation,  but  without  such  help  the 
Society  might  not  succeed.  There  was  a  tremendous  amount 
of  vested  interest  against  the  Society,  and  the  one  hope  was  to 
get  the  department  to  adopt  the  Bill.  He  (the  speaker) 
presumed,  speaking  without  any  special  knowledge,  that 
legislation  would  follow  the  report-  of  the  Poisons  Com- 
mittee, and  the  Council  should  endeavour  to  influence  the 
Privy  Council  before  any  legislation  is  proposed.  The 
department  would,  he  had  hope,  receive  a  deputation  very 
quickly,  and  sonaething,  he  felt  sure,  would  come  of  the 
visit. 

i  The  Vice-Peesident  seconded  the  amendment,  and 


The  Peesidext,  in  supporting  it,  said  the  following  letter 
had  been  received  in  answer  to  one  from  the  Secretary 
reminding  the  Lord  President  of  the  Privy  Council  of  his 
promise  in  March,  1901,  to  receive  a  deputation  : — 

I  have  submitted  to  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council  your 
letter  of  the  11th  instant,  and  his  Grace  instructs  me  to  state  for 
the  information  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that 
his  Grace  has  not  lost  sight  of  the  request  of  the  Society,  and,  as 
mentioned  in  the  letter  from  this  office  on  March  21,  1901,  a 
communication  will  be  addressed  to  them  as  soon  as,  in  the  Lord 
President's  opinion,  the  time  arrives  at  which  any  useful  purpose 
can  be  secured  by  a  deputation  on  the  subject  of  the  law  relating 
to  pharmacy  and  the  sale  of  poisons.

The  President  said  the  Council  recognised  that  without 
the  help  of  a  powerful  department  it  was  useless  to  hope  to 
get  a  Bill  through  Parliament.  Without  interesting  the 
Privy  Council  it  would  be  foolish  to  introduce  the  Bill.  It 
would  be  best  to  first  get  to  know  what  legislation  is  con- 
templated. The  Privy  Council  might  draft  a  Bill  founded  on 
the  Minority  Report,  as  minority  reports  often  come  out  on 
top.  To  lay  the  Pharmacy  Bill  before  Parliament  at  the 
present  time  would  lead  to  much  confusion.  Many  would 
think  the  Bill  was  the  result  of  the  Poisons  Committee's 
report.  It  was  the  Council's  duty  to  go  to  the  Privy 
Council  office  and  ask  what  is  being  done.  The  Lord 
President  might  be  induced  to  add  a  clause  restricting  to 
chemists  the  right  to  dispense  medicine,  whatever  Bill 
was  being  prepared.  It  might  be  a  matter  of  compromise. 
If  the  Council  could  get  into  close  touch  and  have  a  dis- 
cussion with  the  Privy  Council  and  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
some  good  might  come.  The  adoption  of  the  Poison  Regula- 
tions had  put  the  Council  on  a  better  footing  with  the  Privy 
Council  than  formerly.  The  draft  Bill  wotild  not  stand  a 
ghost  of  a  char  ce  by  itself.  It  would  bo  wasting  energy  and 
worrying  M.P.s  for  nothing.  If  nothing  came  of  the 
deputation  to  the  Privy  Council  then  the  Bill  could  be 
introduced. 

Mr.  Hareisox  said  he  was  somewhat  reluctant  to  throw 
himself  against  the  front-bench  members,  but  felt  it  a  duty 
to  express  the  views  of  the  ordinary  members.  He  re- 
gretted the  introduction  of  the  amendment  and  the  pessi- 
mistic tone — (No,  no) — of  the  mover  and  seconder.  Every 
argument  used  was  a  begging  of  the  question.  (Hear, 
hear.)  Prom  the  proceedings  of  the  last  few  years  it  was 
evident  that  there  is  not  the  slightest  hope  of  the  Lord 
President  of  the  Privy  Council  giving  the  Society  any 
assistance.  The  letter  which  the  President  had  read  was 
dated  February,  when  the  Poisons  Committee  had  been 
signed  and  before  the  Privy  Council  for  three  months,  yet 
the  Lord  President  did  not  see  that  the  time  has  arrived 
for  the  Council  to  interview  the  department.  He  (the 
speaker)  saw  clearly  that  the  Lord  President  had  no  inten- 
tion whatever  of  receiving  a  deputation.  The  Bill  was 
drafted  to  remedy  an  evil  which  exists  with  tenfold  force 
to-day.  The  amendment  was  simply  a  policy  of  delay — (No, 
no)— and  delay  is  dangerous.  If  "the  Government  Bill  be 
introduced  first  and  their  Bill  afterwards,  it  would  seem  that 
the  Council  was  in  direct  antagonism  with  the  Privy  Council ; 
but  if  the  Council  introduced  its  Bill  first,  which  dealt  with 
the  existing  evils,  it  could  be  no  worse  off.  It  was  said  there 
might  be  some  confusion;  but  he  had  a  better  opinion  of  the 
intelligence  of  members  of  Parliament,  because  when  the 
two  Bills  were  read  the  confusion  would  at  once  pass  away. 
If  the  Council's  Bill  was  placed  before  the  House,  and  the 
Government  Bill  followed,  the  two  Bills  would  probably  be 
referred  to  a  Select  Committee,  which  would  be  an  excellent 
opportunity  of  placing  the  Council's  views  before  the 
Government  and  the  country.  He  quite  recognised  that  the 
Bill  would  meet  with  strenuous  opposition  from  vested 
interests,  but  the  opposition  would  be  none  the  less  by  delay. 
He  hoped  the  Treasurer  would  withdraw  the  amendment,  and 
let  the  Council  go  forward  strenuously  and  manfully  to  get 
redress  for  the  existing  evils.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Hills  hoped  the  amendment  would  be  pressed.  He 
thought  that  the  Council  had  the  sympathy  of  the  Privy 
Council  in  its  asisirations  and  desires,  and  should  act  in  a 
straightforward  way  with  the  Privy  Council.  It  was  said 
that  by  introducing  the  Bill  the  Council  would  educate 
M.P.s  and  the  members  of  the  Society,  but  there  is  such  a

thing  as  wearying  and  harassing  M.P.s.  He  did  not  think 
the  present  the  best  time  to  introduce  the  Bill.  All  the 
members  of  the  Council  were  in  favour  of  the  Bill  and  would 
like  to  see  it  put  on  the  statute  book,  and  the  healthy 
competition  was  only  a  question  of  tactics.  (Hear,  hear.) 
The  Council  must  wait  a  little  to  see  whether  any  of  the 
suggestions  of  the  minority  report  receive  the  support  of  the 
Privy  Council.  The  paragraph  which  referred  to  the  regula- 
tion of  shops  was  highly  important,  and  the  suggestion  that 
there  should  be  some  kind  of  conference  between  the  Privy 
Council,  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  on  the  question  of  agricultural  and  horticultural 
poisons  miglit  be  considered.  It  was  a  little  unwise  to  be 
acting  possibly  in  opposition  to  the  Privy  Council,  when  told 
that  the  wishes  of  the  Society  have  not  been  lost  sight  of  by 
tlie  I'rivy  Council. 

Mr.  Robinson  agreed  that  the  dilTerence  was  a  matter  of 
tactics,  but  the  position  was  somewhat  curious,  an  amend- 
ment being  mov^d  in  Council  of  the  report  of  the  Law  and 
Parliamentary  Committee,  which  consists  of  the  whole  of 
the  Council.  He  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  simul- 
taneous introduction  of  two  Bills  on  the  same  subject  was  a 
very  usual  method  of  procedure.  The  Government  intro- 
duced a  Bill  dealing  with  the  Thames,  and  immediately  the 
Thames  Conservancy  deposited  one,  with  the  object  of 
having  tlie  two  considered  by  a  committee.  It  was  the 
same  with  the  L.C.C.  Steamboat  Bill.  The  question  is.  Is  it 
wise  to  introduce  the  Pharmacy  Bill  at  present  If  it 
would  estrange  the  Privy  Council,  he  (the  speaker)  would 
rather  go  and  see  them  first.  The  affairs  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  are  really  quite  an  infinitesimal  part  of  the 
Privy  Council's  affairs,  and  he  did  not  see  that  displeasure 
could  be  incurred  by  introducing  the  Bill.  The  amendment 
proposed  only  referred  to  poison  legislation,  and  not  to  other 
essential  parts  of  the  Bill.  His  suggestion  was  to  introduce 
the  Bill  and  then  see  the  Privy  Council.  The  Council  would 
be  quite  justified,  as  the  responsible  pharmaceutical  authority, 
in  introducing  the  Bill.  He  thought  the  Privy  Council 
would  see  that  the  Society  was  in  earnest  in  its  endeavours 
to  improve  pharmacy  by  legislation.  The  Treasurer  had 
mentioned  that  there  were  no  names  on  the  Bill  at  present, 
but  names  of  those  willing  to  introduce  the  measure  were 
ready  to  be  put  on. 

The  President  said  there  was  no  <lesire  for  delay;  the 
reply  of  the  Privy  Council  would  be  received  in  a  few  days. 

JVIr.  Glyn-Jones:  Something  definite  is  required. 

The  President:  Do  you  wish  to  Hk  so  many  days  for  the 
reply  to  be  received  ? 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Does  the  amendment  mean  that  we  are 
to  wait  till  a  reply  is  received  .' 

The  President  :  Yes. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  :  Then  I  say  that  is  delay. 

Mr.  Cross  said  he  was  afraid  the  Privy  Council  had  been 
a  quiescent  partner  for  a  long  time.  He  certainly  saw  an 
element  of  delay  in  the  Lord  President's  letter.  On  the 
other  hand,  he  thought  that  when  the  Lord  President  came 
to  read  the  report  he  would  be  filled  with  disgust  when  he 
saw  how  the  evidence  had  been  translated.  He  would  feel 
that  he  had  had  enough  of  poison,  and  would  look  for  an 
antidote  to  the  assumptions  of  the  Majority  Report.  That 
antidote  would  be  well  supplied  by  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  If 
the  Privy  Council  would  not  be  educated  by  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Council,  which  had  spent  so  much  time  over  the  subject 
of  pharmacy,  thtn  the  Council  must  eilucate  the  outside 
world. 

Mr.  WOOTTON  said  all  the  members  of  the  Council  desired 
that  the  Bill  should  be  passed  ;  and  if  the  Council  could  only 
get  the  support  of  the  Privy  Council  it  would  be  worth 
waiting  for.  He  could  not  see,  however,  that  it  would  make 
any  difference  to  the  Privy  Council  if  the  Bill  was  intro- 
duced ;  it  was  not  antagonistic  at  all.  The  Lord  President 
said  he  would  see  a  deputation,  and  no  doubt  he  would  keep 
his  word.  The  answer  was  somewhat  vague,  but  if  the  sup- 
porters of  tlie  amendment  could  show  the  Council  that  by 
introducing  the  Bill  the  Council's  claims  would  be  damaged, 
he  (the  speaker)  would  gladly  voteforthe  amendment.  The 
Bill  only  expressed  the  desires  and  claims  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  he  purposely  avoided  any  reference 
to  the  Privy  Council  in  his  speech.  With  great  respect,  he 
replied  to  those  who  said  it  was  only  a  question  of  tactics, 
that  those  who  moved  the  amemlment  were  responsible  for 


tactics  which  might  do  the  Council  more  tiarm  cbau  t  le 
introduction  of  the  Bill  could  possibly  do.  Wliere  had  ttie 
Council  heard  that  the  Privy  Council  would  take  it  as  an 
affront  if  the  Bill  was  introduced  ?  The  fact  that  private 
members  back  a  Bill  does  not,  he  .said,  imply  a  complaint 
against  the  Privy  Council.  It  is  quite  a  common  practice  to 
introduce  Bills  to  work  up  public  opinion.  The  draft  Bill 
has  been  before  the  Privy  Council  for  some  time,  but  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  could  not  get  a  Departmental  Com- 
mittee appointed,  as  was  done  by  those  who  had  other 
interests.  Look  at  the  evidence  to  see  what  case  the 
other  side  can  make  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee ; 
surely  the  Council's  case  is  the  stronger.  The  Poisons  Com- 
mittee Report  did  not  touch  the  question  of  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  at  all.  More  harm  would  be  done  by  the  suggestion  that 
the  Privy  Council  would  consider  it  an  affront  

The  Tre.vsurer  :  I  object,  Mr.  President.  I  never  said 
anything  about  an  ail'ront  to  the  Privy  Council. 

Mr.  Glyx-Jones  :  Why  do  you  think  the  Privy  Council 
will  not  see  us  if  we  introduce  the  Bill  first  why  should  the 
Privy  Council  be  offended  ? 

The  Treasurer  :  I  never  said  it,  and  never  thought  it. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jone3,  continuing,  said  no  reason  had  beert 
given  why  the  Bill  should  not  be  introduced. 

The  Vice-President  liked  the  straight  policy.  The 
Council,  he  said,  is  powerless  to  do  anything  without  the- 
help  of  the  Privy  Council,  so  that  the  first  thing  to  be  done 
is  to  find  out  definitely,  and  as  quickly  as  possible,  whether 
the  Privy  Council  is  or  is  not  going  to  move  in  this  matter. 
Mr.  Harrison  read  things  into  the  Lord  President's  letter 
which  were  not  there.  It  was  clearly  tlic  duty  of  the  Council 
to  find  out  what  the  Lord  President  meant.  The  history  of 
the  Society  showed  that  a  great  tactical  error  was  made 
thirty  years  ago  by  the  Society,  and  the  effects  have  been 
felt  up  to  recent  times. 

Mr.  Young  :  What  was  the  error  ? 

The  Vice-President  :  The  error  was  in  regard  to  the 
poison  regulations  which  the  Society  promised  to  pass,  and 
broke  its  word  ;  this  produced  a  want  of  cordiality  between 
the  Privy  Council  and  the  Society.  The  passing  of  the 
regulations  relieved  this,  and  the  proposal  to  interview  the 
Privy  Council  was  on  the  lines  of  cordiality. 

Mr.  SOUTHALL  supported  the  adoption  of  the  report.  The 
amendment  suggested  that  the  Council  should  do  what  it 
had  already  done;  there  was  no  advantage  in  repeating  the 
application  for  a  deputation.  It  would  be  better  to  take  a 
different  step  now. 

Mr.  GiFFORD  wished  he  coidd  reconcile  the  two  diverse 
views,  as  he  thought  the  Council  ought  to  go  a  long  way  to 
reconcile  the  Privy  Council.  As  a  plain  thmker  he  thought 
it  was  in  the  highest  degree  important  to  try  and  intiuence 
that  all-powerful  body.  The  Council  could  not  do  wrong  in 
impressing  the  Privy  Council  with  iheir  desire  for  a  deputa- 
tion, and  might  prevent  the  Privy  Council  diafting  a  Bill 
against  the  principle  advocated  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council. 

Dr.  Symes  thought  something  could  be  done  in  impress- 
ing the  Privy  Council  with  the  view  that  the  Bill  was  an 
urgent  matter.  If  a  satisfactory  reply  was  not;  received,  it 
would  be  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  go  forward  at  once  with 
the  Bill. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  the  matter  of  the  Poisons  Committee 
was  last  month  referred  to  the  Watch  Committee,  which  had 
decided  that  the  right  thing  to  do  was  to  get  the  Bill  before 
the  House.  The  Law  and  Parliamentary  Committee  tliought 
the  decision  of  the  Watch  Committee  a  wise  one.  If  it 
was  just  a  matter  of  telephoning  to  the  Privy  Cjuncil.  there 
might  be  something  in  the  suggestion. 

Tlie  amendment  was  put,  and  lost — seven  voting  for  and 
te  1  against.  The  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Hills,  Mr.  Gifford,  Dr.  Symes,  and  Mr.  Corder  voted  for  the 
amendment. 

The  Treasurer  -hm  spike  in  regard  to  the  original 
resolution.  He  did  not  approve  of  the  action  of  the  Watch 
Committee,  which  he  considered  a  good  deal  too  previous. 
The  Bill  was  not  yet  backed.  He  was  njt  in  favour  of  one 
moment's  delay.  He  believed  in  the  Bill,  but  thought  it 
would  stand  a  better  chance  of  b£  coming  law  if  it  had  the 
support  of  the  Piivy  Council. 

Mr.  Hills  said  the  report  also  referred  to  the  a'ldition  rf 
poisons  to  the  schedule,  to  which  no  one  could  object,  as 
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the  poisons  had  all  been  suggested  at  various  times.  He 
was  told  it  was  not  consistent  to  mention  atropine  and 
cocaine,  as  they  were  already  included  in  "poisonous 
vegetable  alkaloids,"  but  it  was  thought  desirable  to 
mention  these  alkaloids  so  as  to  make  it  clearer  when  cases 
come  before  the  Court.  Expert  evidence  would  not  then  be 
required  to  prove  that  cocaine  and  atropine  are  poisonous 
vegetable  alkaloids.  The  definition  as  to  the  strength  of 
morphine  preparations  was  a  new  departure,  but  it  was  come 
to  by  the  Poisons  Committee  with  the  object  of  putting  some 
difliculties  in  the  way  of  the  sale  of  strong  morphine  prepara- 
tions, and  so  striking  at  the  cause  of  the  morphine  habit. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  explained  that  the  Watch  Committee 
sent  out  the  circular  to  divisional  secretaries  to  get  informa- 
tion as  to  suitable  backers  for  the  Bill.  Divisional  secretaries 
were  not  asked  to  interview  the  members. 

The  report  was  then  put  and  carried. 

The  Poison  Schedule. 

The  President  proceeded  to  dexl  with  the  additions  to 
the  poison  schedule  recommended  in  both  reports.  He  read 
out  the  additions  suggested  in  the  Minority  Report  (see 
C.  B.,  February  21,  page  325),  and  the  Council  discussed 
the  question  in  committee  for  some  time,  after  which 

Mr.  Robinson  moved  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
General  Purposes  Committee  to  consider  the  exact  wording 
of  the  resolution  to  be  submitted  to  the  Privy  Council. 

The  Poisons  Committee's  Report. 

The  Secretary  mentioned  that  he  had  received  a  copy  of 
the  Poisons  Committee  Report  and  evidence  from  the  Privy 
Council. 

The  President  :  The  report  has  been  presented  to  Parlia- 
ment ,  and  it  is  necessary  for  this  Council  to  consider  what 
steps  be  taken  in  regard  to  it. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Law  and  Parliamentary 
Committee. 

The  report  of  the  General  Pui-poses  Committee  dealt 
mainly  with  law  cases,  but  contained  a  memorandum  in 
reference  to 

The  Use  of  Titles  by  Companies. 

The  Committee  had  considered  the  report  of  the  sub-com- 
mittee, to  which  the  matter  had  been  referred,  and,  after 
careful  consideration,  came  to  the  conclusion,  with  one 
dissentient,  that  it  is  not  desirable  to  take  a  test  case  either 
^by  injunction,  interdict,  cr  otherwise. 

The  Council  adopted  this  report. 

Other  Business. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Waddington  was  appointed  to  represent  the 
'Society  as  delegate  to  the  meeting  of  the  Sanitary  Institute 
in  Brad  fold  next  July. 

Dr.  Symes  and  Mr.  J.  Harrison  were  appointed  delegates 
to  the  Liverpool  meeting  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public 
Health. 

Letters  were  received  from  the  President  of  the  fifth 
International  Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry  with  reference 
to  the  appointment  of  delegates  to  the  meeting  in  Berlin 
at  Whitsuntide.  Letters  on  the  same  subject  were  also 
received  from  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  the  Chemical 
Society,  and  the  Deutscher  Apotheker  Verein.  It  was 
suggested  that  each  Society  should  apiwint  four  delegates, 
but  the  President  said  no  member  of  the  Council  could 
attend  the  Congress;  Seme  member  of  the  Society  might 
perhaps  be  willing  to  go, 

Supports  Me.  Hills. 
On  resuming  after  deliberation  in  committee,  it  was 
resolved  that  "  the  Council  express  its  hearty  endorsement 
of  the  Minority  Report  of  Mr.  Walter  Hills  on  the  Depart- 
mental Committee  on  Poisons,  and  instruct  the  Watch  Com- 
mittee to  take  such  steps  as  they  may  find  expedient  to 
maintain  the  principle  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868."

3n9tUute  of  Cbemietri?. 


fl'^HE  annual  general  meeting  was  held  at  30  Bloouisbury 
JL  Square,  W.C  ,  on  Monday,  March  2,  at  4.30  p.m.,  Pro- 
fessor J.  M.  Thomson,  F.R.S.  (President)  in  the  chair.  The 
annual  accounts  and  the  report  of  the  auditors  having  been 
duly  received,  Professor  Tilden  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
report  of  the  Council,  drawing  attention  to  the  increase  in 
the  members,  notwithstanding  that  the  Council  have,  within 
the  last  few  years,  considerably  raised  the  standard  of  the 
regulations  for  admission  to  the  Institute.  He  also  ead  rsad 
the  warm  tribute  of  appreciation  accorded  by  the  Council  to 
the  retiring  President.  Dr.  Stevenson  seconded  the  report, 
which  was  then  adopted. 

Elections. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Russell,  F.R.S.,  Dr.  Thomas  Stevenson,  F.R.C.P., 
Professor  J.  M.  Thomson,  and  Professor  W.  A.  Tilden,  F.R.S., 
were  elected  censors,  and  Messrs.  H.  Ballantyne,  A.  R.  Ling, 
and  C.  H.  Cribb  auditors. 

As  the  Institute  has  recently  completed  a  quarter  of  a 
century  of  existence,  Professor  Thomson  submitted 

A  Brief  History  of  its  Work 

from  its  foundation  to  the  present  time.  The  real  origin  of 
the  Institute  was  in  a  suggestion  put  forward  in  1872  by 
the  late  Sir  Edward  Frankland,  at  a  dinner  given  to  Pro- 
fessor Cannizzaro  on  his  appointment  as  Faraday  lecturer. 
Later  (in  1876)  he  proposed  to  the  Council  of  the  Chemical 
Society  that  a  class  of  Fellows,  to  be  styled  Licentiates  (or 
some  analogous  title),  should  be  created  for  the  purpose  of 
distinguishing  between  competent  professional  chemists  and 
those  who  professed  an  interest  in  chemistry  as  a  science, 
and  not  as  a  means  to  earning  a  livelihood.  The  idea  was  not 
adopted,  but  it  was  decided  to  found  a  new  society,  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry  being  formally  incorporated  under 
the  Companies  Act  on  October  2,  1877.  He  mentioned  some 
of  those  who  have  been  associated  in  its  work,  and,  after 
reviewing  the  conferences  on  practising  and  professional 
questions  held  from  time  to  time  by  the  Institute,  the  Pre- 
sident referred  to  the  development  of  the  libiavy,  and  con- 
cluded by  expressing  his  personal  satisfaction  in  the 
nomination  of  Mr.  David  Howard  as  bis  successor  in  the 
chair.

The  new  President,  being  formally  inducted,  thanked  the 
Fellows  and  Associates  for  the  honour  bestowed  on  him,  and 
declared  the  meeting  dissolved. 

Large  Medical  Fees.— A  larger  medical  tee  than  any  you  have 
mentioned  (writes  "  M.D."  to  the  Westminster  Gazette)  was  that 
given  to  Dr.  Erasistratus  by  King  Seleucus  for  the  correct  diagnosis 
of  the  disease  of  the  King's  son  Antiochus.  Observing  the  youth's 
agitation  when  his  stepmother  entered  the  room,  the  doctor 
guessed  that  he  was  pining  for  love  of  that  lady.  When  the  King 
was  informed  that  his  son's  disease  was  caused  by  his  passion  for 
his— the  King's— young  and  beautiful  wife  he  immediately  con- 
sented to  give  the  Queen  to  his  love-sick  son,  and  he  rewarded 
the  doctor  with  the  handsome  fee  of  100  talents,  equivalent  to 
24,375^.  of  our  money.  We  are  not  told  it  the  King's  generosity 
was  entirely  owing  to  the  cure  of  his  son,  m  if  it  was  in  part 
prompted  by  the  old  man's  satisfaction  in  getting  rid  of  a  possibly 
skittish  and  flirty  young  wife.  However  that  may  be,  I  think  the 
doctor's  fee  is  about  the  largest  on  record 
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LlEBMANN. 


Royal  Institution. 

The  Friday  evening  discourse  on  February  27  was  by 
Dr.  Adolpli  Liebmann  on 

Perfujies  :  Natural  and  artificial. 

The  Duke  of  Northumberland  was  in  tlie  chair,  and  there 
was  a  very  good  attendance  of  members  and  their  friends. 
Dr.  LiEBMANX  began  by  referring  to  the  development  of 

organic  chemistry  within 
the  last  fifty  years,  to 
the  benefit  not  only  of 
science  but  of  com- 
merce. Many  medicinal 
compounds  of  value  are 
the  direct  outcome  of 
the  work  that  has  been 
done  in  organic  che- 
mistry. Perfumes  used 
primarily  for  their  plea- 
sant smell  are  also  fa- 
voured on  account  of  a 
general  belief  in  their 
medicinal  virtues.  The 
lecturer  then  traced  the 
history  of  the  distilla- 
tion of  essential  oils  from 
the  Chinese  downwards. 
The  Chinese  attained 
great  proficiency  in  the 
manufacture  of  perfumes; 
and  in  the  ancient  books  of  the  Hindoos  oil  of  roses  is 
distinctly  referred  to.  The  Persians  were  acquainted  with 
distillation,  whilst  the  Egyptians,  who  in  most  of  the  natural 
sciences  attained  great  perfection,  had  quite  an  extensive 
knowledge  of  distillation.  The  Grecians  appreciated  the  u-:e 
of  perfume,  and  the  highly-cultivated  Romans  made  much 
use  of  perfumes,  flavours  in  cookery,  and  incense.  In  a 
general  sense,  however,  distillation  maybe  said  to  have  been 
rediscovered  in  the  fifteenth  century,  since  which  time  it  has 
been  in  general  use  as  a  means  of  obtaining  essential  oils 
from  perfume-plants.  Eau  de  Cologne  was  discovered  in 
1735  by  Johann  Maria  Farina,  the  same  formula  being  used 
to  this  day.  It  is  somewhat  difticult  for  the  visitor  to 
Cologne  to  settle  the  claims  of  the  many  persons  to  be  the 
originators  of  the  famous  perfume.  Early  researches  on 
essential  oils  did  not  add  much  to  general  knowledge ;  it 
was  left  to  comparatively  modern  times  to  find  out  the  con- 
stituents of  natural  essential  oils,  and  so  make  the  successful 
imitation  of  nature  in  the  matter  of  perfumes  possible.  At 
this  stage  of  the  discourse  Dr.  Liebmann  defined  perfumes 
as  "  volatile  compounds,  producing  through  their  fragrance 
a  pleasant  sen.sation  to  the  nose,"  and  spoke  of  the  methods 
of  extracting  perfumes  from  flowers.  The  cnfcurarje  pro- 
cess was  referred  to,  and  then  the  several  varieties  of 
distillation,  and  the  changes  in  form  which  the  stills  have 
undergone.  Artificial  perfumes  are  synthetic  preparations 
which  have  the  same  or  nearly  the  same  odour  as  the  natural 
scent.  Myrbane,  perhaps  the  first  artificial  perfume,  smells 
like  essential  oil  of  almon<ls,  and  artificial  and  natural  musks 
are  nearly  identical  in  odour  but  quite  different  in  constitu- 
tion. By  means  of  graphic  formulaB  on  the  blackboard  the 
lecturer  then  explained  the  constitution  of  hydrocaibons, 
alcohols,  aldehydes,  ketones,  acids,  phenols,  and  esters,  with 
special  reference  to  the  aromatic  series.  The  work  of 
Professor  Tiemann,  which  culminated  in  the  discovery  of 
ionone,  was  finally  referred  to.  By  condensation  of  citral 
and  acetones  in  the  presence  of  alkaline  reagents  a  ketone 
is  obtained  which,  by  boiling  with  dilute  acid,  yields  the 
violet-smelling  principle  called  ionone.  Dr.  Liebmann  told 
how  Tiemann  had  worked  so  long  with  odorous  substances 
that  he  was  unable  to  distinguish  the  various  odours,  and 
would  perhaps  have  missed  the  smell  of  ionone  had  not  a 
friend  calling  at  the  laboratory-noticed  the  very  pronounceil 
odour  of  violets  that  pervaded  the  place.  Samples  of 
artificial  essential  oils  were  on  the  table,  upon  which  the 
ladies  in  the  audience  were  invited. to  exercise  the  olfactory

W.  White  &  Co.,  and  Gallenkamp  &,  Co.

Institution  was  held  on  March  2,  Sir  James  Crichton  Browne 
(Treasurer  and  Vice-President)  in  the  chair.  Among  the 
members  elected  were  Mr.  W.  Chattaway,  Dr.  T.  K.  Rdsc, 
and  Dr.  J.  A.  Voelcker.  The  special  thanks  of  the  members 
were  returned  to  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Clothworkers 
for  a  donation  of  100/.  to  the  Fund  for  the  Promotion  of 
E.fperimontal  I'esearch  at  Low  Tcinperatures. 


Liverpool  Chemists'  Association. 

The  first  general  meeting  of  the  present  session  was  held  at 
the  Royal  Institution  on  February  25.  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley 
presided  over  a  good  attendance. 

Mr.  Edward  T.  Lewis  and  Mr.  John  Clavkson  were  duly 
elected  members  of  the  Association. 

The  Council  Election. 

The  General  Secretary  reported  that  a  communication 
had  been  received  from  the  West  Riding  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion commending  the  candidature  of  Mr.  R.  C.  Wal.shaw, 
and  soliciting  support.  He  also  reported  that  a  request  had 
been  received  from  the  Liverpool  Institute  of  Public  Health 
for  delegates  to  be  appointed  to  the  forthcoming  conference- 
which  was  to  be  held  in  Liverpool. 

The  Hot-water  Bottle  Case. 

Mr.  Wardleworth  said  he  had  been  approached  by  Mr. 
Last  in  reference  to  the  case  which  had  been  before  tire 
recent  Liverpool  Assizes,  and  in  connection  with  which 
Mr.  Last  has  issued  the  following  appeal : — 

The  effect  of  Mr.  Justice  Walton's  decision  in  this  case  is,  "  tba 
on  the  mere  sale  of  any  article  by  a  tradesman,  over  the  counter 
there  ia  an  implied  warranty  that  the  article  is  fit  for  the  purpose 
and  this  even  if  there  is  a  defect  in  the  article  which  could  not 
possibly  be  discovered  by  the  exercise  of  ordinary  judgment  ork 
the  part  of  the  seller." 

This  is  a  decision  which  carries  the  law  fiu'ther  than  it  has  ever 
been  carried  before,  and  imposes  a  very  serious  responsibility  upon 
every  trade  in  the  community.  It  is  the  first  decision  since  the 
Sale  of  Goods  Act,  1893,  in  which  this  interpretation  has  been 
put  upon  that  Statute,  and  I  am  advised  by  counsel  that  tho 
correctness  of  the  Judge's  decision  is  extremely  doubtful,  and  that 
I  have  a  good  chance  of  success  on  appeal. 

As  it  is  obviously  in  tho  interests  of  all  wholesale  and  retail 
dealers  that  this  decision  shall  be  reveraed,  I  am  advised  to  ask 
the  tr.ide  to  assist  me  in  their  own  interests  in  prosecuting  this 
appeal,  as  otherwise  I  miy  not  bs  able  to  do  it  as  effectively  as 
it  should  be  done. 

I,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  for  a  contribution  to  enable  me  to 
prosecute  the  appeal,  notice  of  which  I  have  already  given.  A 
prompt  reply  would  be  esteemed.

Mr.  Last  appealed  to  the  Association  to  help  him  to  test 
this  decision. 

Mr.  McCaig  said  he  was  afraid  a  guarantee  was  implied 
by  the  sale  of  a  specific  article. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Dyke  said  that  in  his  interviews  with  chemists 
in  the  town  he  was  under  the  impression  that  they  held  that 
no  warranty  could  be  given  with  an  article  like  this,  an:l 
they  would  be  very  glad  to  subscribe  in  the  event  of  an 
appeal. 

Mr.  Shacklady  said  it  seemed  to  be  exceedingly  un- 
reasonable that  any  latent  defect  should  render  the  seller 
liable  for  such  an  accident  as  this. 

Dr.  Symes  said  it  was  clear  that  the  chemist  had  sold  the 
article  as  a  "  hot- water  bottle,"  and  that  it  had  answered 
its  purpose  for  a  few  days.  A  good  deal"  depends  upon  the 
way  such  an  article  is  used,  and  if  boiling  water  is  poured 
straight  from  the  kettle  into  the  bottle,  no  iloubt  it  would  be 
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ultimately  a  very  severe  test,  and  the  bottle  would  give  way, 
and  in  this  instance  the  quality  seems  to  have  been  poor. 
He  could  not  help  feeling  that  a  chemist  is  exceedingly 
unwise,  seeing  that  he  is  surrounded  by  so  many  dangers  of 
this  sort,  in  not  joining  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association. 

Mr.  J.  Claukb  said  he  would  like  to  know  what  is  meant 
by  the  temperature  of  hot  water.  Does  it  mean  boiling 
water  ? 

The  President  said  a^  the  feeling  of  the  meeting  was 
that  Mr.  Last  should  be  supported,  he  hoped  something 
would  be  done. 

Thr  LivEHPdOL  Price-list. 

The  President  announced  that  the  price-list  is  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  printers,  and  will  very  shortly  be  ready  for 
publication. 

He  also  announced  that  the  annual  dinner  has  been  fixed 
-for  Thursday,  March  12.  An  attractive  programme  is  being 
-arranged. 

Dr.  Symes  drew  attention  to  the  report  of  the 

Poisons  Committee. 

,*He  desired  to  combat  the  idei  dwelt  upon  so  much  by 
Mr.  A.  Cross,  M  P.,  that  there  has  been  an  enormous  increase 
in  the  use  of  poisons  such  as  weed-killer  since  the  passing  of 

-the  Pharmacy  Act.  Dr.  Symes  recalled  the  time  when,  as 
an  apprentice  in  a  country  town,  he  sold  many  tons  of 

,  arsenic  and  enormou3  quantities  of  corrosive  sublimate  for 

■agricultural  purposes.  He  said  there  is  not  the  slightest 
doubt  that  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 

■  enormous  quantities  were  ussd,  and  it  is  quite  a  mistake  to 
ithink  that  such  an  enormous  increase  has  taken  place  in 
trecent  years.  Then,  as  to  seedsmen  and  ironmongers  having 
■knowledge  of  the  kind  of  article  required  for  horticultural 
purposes,  it  seemed  to  him  that  the  contrary  is  the  case,  for 
the  chemist,  who  by  his  education  is  a  botanist,  has  a  much 
better  idea  of  what  is  required  for  horticultural  purposes. 
Further,  the  strange  evidence  given  as  to  the  careless 
handling  of  arsenic  when  carried  in  large  quantities  was 
■surely  evidence  for  restriction,  and  not  for  the  free  selling  of 
[poisons.  As  to  the  question  of  monopoly,  while  it  is  a  fact 
ithat  a  medical  man  is  only  allowed  to  practise  medicine,  a 
:-surgeon  surgery,  and  a  dentist  dentistry,  what  should 
jprevent  a  chemist  who  deals  in  dangerous  poisons  being 
(Protected  in  his  qualifications  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  ? 
JJe  (the  speaker)  considered  that  Mr.  A.  Cross's  Supple- 

■  njentary  Report  is  very  narrow,  and  merely  a  whine 
against  prevailing  conditions.     On  the  other  hand,  Mr. 

Hills's  Minority  Report  reflects  the  greatest  possible  credit 
upon  that  gentleman.  It  is  a  masterly  production,  and  ex- 
plains the  position,  not  in  a  narrow  spirit  but  in  a  broad  and 

:  statesmanslike  one. 

The  President  saii  that  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the 
subject  it  would  be  better  to  call  a  special  meeting  at  an 
early  date  to  consider  the  question  in  all  its  bearings,  and 
.probably  it  would  be  better  to  leave  it  until  the  Bill  was 
;actually  before  the  Hou-e.  To  this  the  meeting  agreed. 
The  President  (Mr.  Cowley)  then  read  the  paper  by  him- 

;;Self  and  Mr.  J.  P.  Catford  upon 

The  Making  of  Soaps  at  the  Dispensing-counter, 

■which  was  illustrated  with  experiments. 

Although  it  is  questionable  if  a  medicated  soap  is  of  any 
remedial  value,  owing  to  the  short  period  of  time  it  can 
.remain  in  contact  with  the  skin,  still  it  is  necessary  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  medical  profession  for  such  an  article, 
_and  the  paper  was  a  demonstration  of  how  to  prepare 
medicated  soaps  extemporaneously.  A  few  definitions  were 
first  given  :— 

A  fat  is  a  combination  of  glycerin  with  one  or  more  fatty  acids. 
All  commercial  fats  are  mixtures ;  in  other  words,  tliey  are  esters 
,of  glycerol. 

A  wax  is  a  compound  of  a  mono-hydric  alcohol  with  an  organic 
.p.oid.  It  will  be  observed  from  these  definitions  that  both  fats 
and  wa.«8  may  exist  in  either  a  solid  or  a  liquid  state  ;  for 
■example,  Japan  wax  is  a  fat,  sperm  oil  is  a  wax. 

A  soap  is  an  alkaline  salt  of  one  or  several  of  the  higher  fatty 
flcids. 

'i  he  saponification. number  of  a  tat  or  wax  is  the  number  of 
milligrams  of  caustic  potash  required  to  saponify  1  gram  of  the 
fat  or  wax.    Strictly  speaking,  the  saponification-number  is  the 


sum  of  the  acid  and  ether  numbers ;  their  determination  is 
described  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  under  beeswax,  and  they  furnish 
very  valuable  data  in  ascertaining  the  purity  of  fats  and  waxes. 
For  the  purpose  of  soap-making  it  is  only  necessary  to  determine 
the  saponiflcatiou-number,  or  this  can  be  found  by  reference  to 
the  published  literature  on  the  subject.  In  event  of  books  oE 
reference  not  being  at  haul,  the  following  saponification-numbers 
will  prove  useful :—

The  neutrality  of  a  soap  can  only  be  satisfactorily  ascertained 
by  applying  a  solution  of  phenol-phtlialein  in  strong  alcohol  to 
the  freshly  cut  surface  of  the  soap,  for  by  dissolving  it  in  water 
some  of  the  alkali  is  set  free ;  indeed,  the  cleansing-properties  of 
soaps  are  entirely  due  to  this.  It  therefore  does  nob  follow  that 
the  corrosive  action  of  a  soap  on  the  skin  is  due  to  its  alkalinity. 
The  soaps  made  from  some  fats  are  more  easily  dissociated  than 
others.  Marine  soap  made  from  cocoanut  oil  is  an  example  of  one 
that  is  very  easily  dissociated  ;  hence  the  practice  of  introducing 
a  certain  amount  of  this  fat  into  some  of  the  more  expensive 
household  soaps  so  that  a  lather  may  be  obtained  in  even  com- 
paratively hard  waters  easily  ;  but  the  action  on  delicate  skins  is 
disastrous,  and  certain  forms  of  skin-diseases  are  said  to  arise 
from  their  use. 

Fats  can  be  easily  saponified  by  aqueous  solutions  of  alkalies  ; 
to  saponify  waxes  an  alcoholic  solution  must  be  used.  The  pro- 
ducts of  saponification  are  hard  if  soda  be  used,  soft  in  the  case  of 
potash.  In  making  soft  soaps  and  the  so-called  "  hydrated  soaps  " 
the  glycerin  is  retained  ;  it  is  eliminated  by  salting-out  in  making 
curd,  mottled,  and  yellow  soaps. 

Superfatted  soaps  are  those  into  which  an  extra  quantity  of  fats 
are  workel  in  along  with  the  perfumes  or  other  additions. 

For  the  extemporaneous  preparation  of  soap  it  is  evident  that 
the  elimination  of  the  glycerin  is  impracticable ;  indeed,  for  a 
medicated  soap  the  presence  of  the  glycerin  is  no  disadvantage. 

A  working  formula,  which  may  be  used  as  a  basis  for  further 
experiment,  is  as  follows  :  — 

Lard  100  grams 

Yellow  beeswax    19'2  grams 

Pure  caustic  eoda   15  grams 

Alcohol  (9  J  per  cent.)    60  c.c, 

1  per  cent,  medicament  on  this  quantity  =  1'8  gram. 
Blelt  the  lard  and  the  wax  together;  dissolve  the  soda  in  the 
smallest  possible  quantity  of  water,  and  mix  it  with  the  alcohol ; 
let  the  alcoholic  soda  stand  on  a  water-bath  in  a  vessel  with  a 
funnel  in  the  neck  until  it  is  of  the  game  temperature  as  the  fat, 
then  mix,  and  stir  until  quite  clear  ;  pour  into  the  mould  while 
fluid. 

It  is  important  that  the  wax  be  free  from  paraffin,  which  ma.y 
be  ascertained  by  warming  it  in  a  small  flask  with  alcoholic 
potash,  having  a  funnel  in  the  neck  of  the  flask  to  prevent  undue 
evaporation.  A  pure  wax  should  be  perfectly  dissolved  within  halt 
an  hour. 

A  demonstration  was  then  given,  the  mould  used  being 
one  devised  by  Mr.  Pinnington,  a  student  in  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  Liverpool.  At  the  conclusion  a  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  was  accorded  to  the  authors  for  their  exceedingly 
Xjractical  and  valual>le  paper. 

Barnsley  Chemists'  Association. 

The  ordinary  monthly  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held 
on  February  25  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Barnsley.  A  discussion 
on  the  report  of  the 

Poisons  Committee 
took  place.  The  recommendation  that  a  third  part  should 
be  added  to  the  scliedide  was  strongly  condemned,  also  the 
manner  in  which  the  evidence  before  the  Committee  had 
been  manufactured.  An  emergency  committee— composed 
of  Messrs.  Tomlin,  Billington,  and  Rigby — was  formed  to 
wait  upon  the  member  of  Parliament  for  Barnsley  Division, 
should  there  be  any  likelihood  of  new  legislation. 

The  Council  Election. 
A  circular  was  read  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Federation 
of  West  Riding  Chemists'  Associations  asking  for  the  support 
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■of  the  Barnsley  Association  in  regard  to  the  candidature  of 
Mr.  Walshaw  for  a  seat  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  Mr. 
Walshaw's  election  address  was  also  read,  and  after  some 
•discussion  it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  support  him.  The 
Secretai-y  was  instructed  to  invite  Mr.  Walshaw  to  address 
the  Barnsley  Association  at  the  next  meeting. 

Invitations  for  the  Bradford  and  Wakefield  Association 
dinners  were  read.  Mr.  E.  Nash  for  Bradford  and  Mr.  H.  B. 
Eillington  for  Wakefield  were  chosen  to  represent  the 
Barn^lej'  Association. 

Afterwards  Mr.  H.  B.  Billington  very  much  inter3sted 
the  members  by  an  address  on  "  The  True  Science  of  Living." 


Leicester  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  (formerly  known  as 
the  Leicester  Chemists'  Social  I'nion)  was  held  at  Wynne's 
Caf6,  Leicester,  on  February  26,  the  President  (Mr.  J.  A. 
Butler)  occupying  the  chair. 

The  Axnual  Report, 

read  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Goodess  (Hon.  Secretary),  was  considered 
very  satisfactory.  The  committee  had  met  frequently,  and, 
as  a  result  of  its  deliberations,  benefits  of  a  substantial 
character  have  been  gained  by  the  whole  trade.  The  mem- 
bership of  the  Association  has  been  well  maintained,  and  a 
greater  interest  in  pharmaceutical  politics  e\inced.  The 
annual  dinner,  held  in  November,  was  a  great  success, 
Messrs.  Hampton,  Butleu,  and  Hi.nd  gave  accounts  of  their 
visit  to  the  P.A.T  A.  Convention,  and  spoke  very  hopefully 
of  the  ultimate  good  as  a  result  of  such  gatherings.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

Electiiix  of  Officeps. 

Mr.  G.  J.  B.  Woolley  was  elected  President  for  the  ensuing 
year,  with  Messrs.  J.  A.  Butler,  Cleaver,  and  Handley 
"(Loughborough)  as  A'ice-Presidents  ;  Messrs.  F.  W.  Goodess 
and  A.  D.  Hearnshaw,  co-Secretaries  ;  G.  Marfit,  Treasurer. 
Messrs.  Clear,  Hind,  Rowe,  Thirlby,  Ward,  and  Hampton 
were  chosen  to  act  as  Committee. 

The  general  business  having  been  disposed  of,  there  was 
a  discussion  regarding  the 

Poisons  Committee's  Report, 

Messrs.  Hakdley,  Harrison,  Rowe,  Dobson,  Charles,  and 
Butler  taking  part,  the  following  resolution  being  carried 
with  but  one  dissentient : — 

Tliat  this  meeting  of  tlie  Leicester  and  Leicestershire  Cliemists' 
Association  expresses  concurrence  witli  the  minority  report  of  Mr. 
"Walter  Hills,  and  pledges  itself  to  assist  the  Council  of  the 
PharmaceuticxI  Society  in  its  efforts  to  prevent  the  repeal  of  the 
essential  principle  of  tlie  Pharmacy  Act— namely,  that  the  safety 
of  the  public  lies  in  the  technic.il  training  of  the  vendor  of 
poisons. 

The  Association  decide  1  to  become  affiliated  with  the 
Federation  of  Chemista'  Associations. 


Northampton  Chemists'  Association. 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Northampton  and  District 
Chennsts'  Association  was  held  on  February  27  at  the  Black 
Boy  Hotel,  Northampton.  In  the  absence,  througi  indis- 
position, of  the  President  (Mr.  W.  D.  Mayger),  the  chair  was 
occupied  by  Mr.  Evan  C.  Ashford.  A  long  discussion  took 
j)lace  upon  the  report  of 

The  Poisons  Committee. 

Varying  views  were  expressed  freely  and  frankly,  but  no 
resolution  bearing  directly  upon  the  report  was  proposed. 
A  special  vote  of  thanks  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  Mr. 
Walter  Hills  for  the  able  manner  in  which  he  drew  up  the 
•minority  report  of  the  Poisons  Committee,  and  for  the  fear- 
less way  in  which  he  has  championed  the  cause  of  chemists 
and  endeavoured  to  safeguard  their  interests. 


Leeds  Chemists'  Association. 

A  meeting  of  tliis  Association  was  held  on  March  3,  the 
Presiden^  (Mr.  F.  W.  Branson,  F.I.C.)  in  the  chair.  The 
Chair.man  reported  the  progress  which  had  betn  male  with 


the  interviewing  of  members  of  Parliament  oj  the  subject 
of  the 

Draft  Pharmacy  Bill 
which  had  been  resolved  upon  at  the  previous  meeting.  He 
stated  that  the  Hon.  Secretary  and  he  had  had  a  long  inter- 
view with  Mr.  Barran,  one  of  the  members  for  Leeds. 
Whilst  Mr.  Barran  was  not  entirely  converted  to  their  views, 
he  went  a  very  Ion?  way  with  them.  The  other  local 
members  of  Pari  a  me  ,t  had  been  communicated  with,  and 
he  thought  that,  as  cney  were  all  very  accessible,  and  were 
quite  equal  to  grasping  such  matters  as  appeared  in  the 
Pharmacy  Bill,  the  committee  would  be  able  to  do  good 
work  and  achieve  some  satisfactory  results. 

The  evening  was  afterwards  chiefly  devoted  to  an 

Exhibition  of  Apparatcs. 
An  exhibit  was  made  of  a  new  tablet-making  machine  by 
Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys  (Limited).  The  working  of  the 
machine  was  explained,  and  practical  demonstrations  given 
by  Mr.  Leonard  Salter,  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys'  representa- 
tive. Another  tablet-making  machine,  manufactured  by 
Messrs.  William  Sudworth  &  Co.,  engineers,  of  Nottingham, 
of  a  larger  type,  was  likewise  exhibited,  and  demonstrations 
given  by  the  maker.  Mr.  Sudworth,  in  addition  to  the 
experimental  making  of  the  tablets,  took  his  machine  to 
pieces  to  explain  its  construction  in  detail.  It  is  a  rotary 
machine,  and  quite  new  on  the  market.  Only  one  movement 
is  needed  to  determine  the  weight  and  compression  of  tablets, 
and  the  demonstration  seemed  to  support  Mr.  Smlworth's 
claim  that  the  machine  is  exceptionally  clean  in  working. 
Both  machines  were  closely  inspected  by  the  members. 
Through  the  courtesy  of  Professor  Greenish  a  machine,  sug- 
gested by  Mr.  Hearder,  of  Plymouth,  for  making  suppo.sitories 
in  the  cold  was  shown,  and  the  President  also  exhibited 
an  improved  ureometer,  which  is  lexcoedingly  delicate  in 
its  estimations.    A  very  profitable  evening  was  spent. 

Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and 
Apprentices'  Association. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  36  York  Place.  Edinburgh,  on 
February  25,  Mr.  J.  W.  Plenderleith  (President)  in  the  chair. 
A  lecture,  illustrated  by  lantern-views  of  Lochs  Doon  and 
Finlas  and  the  surrounding  country,  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
Peter  Boa  on 

Haunts  of  the  Dro.^era. 

Mr.  Boa  said  this  was  not  to  be  taken  as  a  scientific  con- 
tribution, but  was  rather  suggested  by  some  holiday  experi- 
ences. He  had  taken  interest  in  the  Drosora  for  many  years, 
and  had  seen  them  growing  on  the  Border  moors  and  in  the 
remote  moorland  districts  of  Galloway  and  Ayrshire,  where 
his  search  for  another  sort  of  fly-catcher — viz.,  trout — occa- 
sionally took  him.  The  moist  mild  climate  of  Galloway 
and  Ayrshire  is  specially  favourable  to  the  growth  of  the 
jDroscra,  and  the  moors  there  are  full  of  the  damp  mossy 
ground  which  the  plant  likes.  Droacra  rjlnrulifoUii  is  very 
common,  but  Drosera  anglica  is  much  less  frequent,  the 
latter  requiring  a  somewhat  different  site.  It  has  larger 
rcots,  and  likes  somewhat  firmer  ground  where  it  can  get  a 
grip,  as  its  larger  semi-erect  leaves  and  longer  flower-stalk 
with  larger  flower  require  considerable  support.  Round  the 
edge  of  a  moorland  loch,  where  the  peat  stops  a  few  yards 
from  the  water  and  the  intervening  ground  approximates  to 
grassland,  is  its  favourite  place.  Mr.  Boa  has  found 
Lobelia  Djrtmanni  growing  in  the  loch,  and  Drogera  anjlica 
on  the  margin  within  a  few  yards  of  each  other. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  Election. 

Mr.  Kelly  (Hon.  Secretary)  next  submitted  communica- 
tions from  Mr.  Pickering  and  also  from  Messrs.  Walshaw  and 
Broadhead  in  connection  with  the  election  of  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  On  his  suggestion  the  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  agreed  to  : — 

The  Association,  while  recommending  members  having  votes  to 
consider  carefully  the  claims  of  all  cindidites,  deem  it  inexpedient 
to  express  any  opinion  beyond  sxying  thai  they  liighly  appreciate 
the  services  rendered  for  so  miny  years  by  Mr.  Storrar,  and  trust 
he  miy  again  be  returoed  as  a  member  of  Council,  and  also  that 
it  is  urgently  necessary  that  a  second  member  of  Council  from 
ScatlanJ  should  be  returned. 
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Torquay  Chemists'  Association. 

A  MEETING  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Pavilion 
Hotel,  Torquay,  on  February  26,  Mr.  B.  Knight  (President) 
in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs.  Ness,  Newlyn, 
Bourne,  Rawling,  Quant,  Horner,  Waymouth,  SherriS  (Paign- 
ton), Bibbing-  (Newton  Abbot),  and  Young  (Hon.  Secretary). 

Cross  and  Cutting. 
The  Hon.  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  received  a 
letter  from  Mr.  Bremridge  to  the  effect  that  "  Mr.  Cross  had 
been  convicted  [?],  but  not  fined,"  after  prosecution  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  also  reported  that  Messrs. 
Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  had  sent  a  special  representative  to 
Torquay  to  endeavour  to  fix  a  minimum  retail  price  for 
euthymol-preparations.  It  was  also  reported  that  a  firm 
of  grocers  in  Torquay  had  issued  a  price-list  in  which 
Vinolia  soap.  Brand's  essence,  Erasmic  soap,  and  Allen  & 
Hauburys'  food  were  quoted  below  P.A.T.A.  prices.  The 
Secretary  stated  that  he  had  brought  this  to  the  notice  of 
the  various  manufacturers,  and  they  had  undertaken  to  put  a 
stop  to  it. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 
Upon  receipt  of  an  intimation  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  that  a  private  member  would  pro- 
bably introduce  a  new  Pharmacy  Bill  into  Parliament, 
Mr.  Horner  went  to  Dartmouth,  Brixham,  and  surrounding 
district  of  the  Torquay  division,  to  make  arrangements  for 
a  deputation  to  call  upon  Mr.  Layland  Barratt,  M.P.  for 
Torquay,  whilst  within  an  hour  Mr.  Young  (Hon.  Secretary) 
was  interviewing  that  gentleman  ou  the  subject.  The 
deputation  waited  upon  Mr.  Barratt  on  the  following  morning, 
when  the  details  of  the  Bill  and  the  Report  of  the  Poisons 
Committee  were  discussed.  Mr.  Young  acted  as  spokesman 
for  the  deputation,  setting  forth  lucidly  the  claims  of  the 
educated  pharmacist  to  some  State  protection,  and  explain- 
ing the  provisions  of  the  new  Bill.  Mr.  Barratt,  alter  asking 
numerous  questions  upon  the  details  of  the  Bill,  intimated 
that  he  had  entire  sympathy  with  the  general  principles  of 
the  Bill  and,  while  not  pledging  himself,  promised  the 
measure  his  general  support  when  it  came  before  Parlia- 
ment. 

In  discussing  this  subject  at  the  meeting,  the  Chairman 
alluded  to  the  keen  interest  which  Mr.  Barratt  had  taken  in 
the  Bill.  He  (Mr.  Knight)  considered  that  the  points  calling 
for  special  discussion  upon  the 

Report  of  the  Poisons  Committee 

were :  First,  that  chemists  were  not  anxious  to  obtain  a 
monopoly  of  the  sale  of  poisons  for  the  sake  of  extra  profit. 
The  majority  of  chemists,  he  thought,  would  rather  be  with- 
out the  sale  of  powerful  poisons  altogether,  considering  the 
risk  and  anxiety  attending  such  sales.  In  the  second  place, 
he  considered  that  certain  weed-killers  which  consisted  of 
powdered  arsenic  in  tins  should  not  be  sold  indiscriminately, 
as  it  was  possible  that  a  portion  of  the  contents  might  be 
used  and  the  remainder  put  on  one  side  and  forgotten,  and 
fatal  results  ensue.  On  the  other  hand,  any  educated 
scoundrel  might  evade  the  law  and  obtain  enough  arsenic 
"  for  agricultural  purposes  "  to  commit  several  murders.  He 
thoroughly  believed  in  hedging  around  with  every  restriction 
the  sale  of  these  powerful  poisons.  Thirdly,  it  was  reported 
that  Professor  Thorpe  "  failed  to  see  that  a  chemist  was 
better  able  to  handle  packed  poisons  than  an  intelligent 
ironmonger's  assistant."  Mr.  Knight  was  of  opinion  that 
chemists,  by  their  careful  training,  were  accustomed  to  make 
inquiries  from  the  purchaser,  and  so  ascertain  that  the 
poison  was  to  be  used  for  legitimate  purposes,  whilst  the  iron- 
monger would  simply  look  at  it  from  the  same  commercial 
point  of  view  as  he  would  when  selling  a  pound  of  nails, 
Mr.  Cross's  statement  that  farmers  would  have  to  travel 
fifty  miles  to  the  nearest  chemist's  shop  was  absurd,  as  a 
chemist's  shop  would  be  found  in  every  village  that  supported 
an  ironmonger.  He  (the  speaker)  strongly  opposed  the 
suggestion  to  add  a  third  part  to  the  list  of  scheduled 
poisons.  He  congratulated  Mr.  Hills  upon  the  skilful 
manner  in  which  he  had  marshalled  his  arguments  in  the 
minority  report,  and  proposed  that — ■ 

The  members  of  this  Association  strongly  approve  of  the  posi- 
tion taken  up  by  Mr.  Hills  in  his  minority  report,  and  heartily 
congratulate  him  upon  the  same. 


Mr.  EiBBiNGS,  a  i-epresentative  of  one  of  the  largest 
agricultural  market  centres  in  Devonshire,  seconded  "the 
resolution,  and  pointed  out  tliat  chemists  did  not  charge 
exorbitant  prices  for  sheep-dip  and  weed-killer,  as  stated  ■ 
by  Mr.  Cross.  It  is  the  custom  of  chemists  to  charge  the 
fixed  minimum  retail  price  of  1^.  for  the  Is.  l^d.  packets  of 
Cooper's  dip,  which  leaves  2d.  per  packet  profit  if  bought 
direct  from  the  maker,  whilst  weed-killers  are  sold  at  25  per 
cent,  profit,  the  same  price  as  formerly  charged  by  iron- 
mongers. 

Mr.  Shehriff  (Paignton),  Mr.  Newlyn,  Mr.  Rawling, 
Mr.  Waymouth,  Mr.  Bourne,  and  Mr.  Young  also  spoke. 

The  resolution  was  carried  unanimously,  a  vote  of  thanks 
being  passed  to  Mr.  Layland  Barratt,  M.P. 


Cardiff  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  members  of  this  Society  met  at  the  Park  Hotel,  Cardiff, 
on  Wednesday,  March  4,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  Jabez 
A.  Jones.  The  subjects  discussed  were  the  sequela  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  Convention,  the  Poisons  Committee's  Report  and 
the  Bills  which  may  follow  it  (with  criticism  of  some  of  the 
evidence),  and  Mr.  Walshaw's  candidature.  Our  report  will 
be  given  next  week. 


Blackpool  Chemists'  Association. 

A  imeeting  was  held  at  the  Palatine  Hotel  on  Tuesday 
evening,  March  3,  Mr.  Turver  (President)  being  in  the  chair. 
After  correspondence  had  been  read,  the  Chairman  opened 
a  discussion  on 

The  Poisons  Committee's  Report, 

and  spoke  of  such  alteration  in  the  poisons  sales  as  scarcely 
affecting  Blackpool,  but  the  principle  was  entirely  wrong, 
and  the  Association  should  resist  such  attacks  with  the 
utmost  vigour.  He  also  referred  to  the  prosecution  of 
Alex.  Cross  &  Co.  (Limited),  and  spoke  in  complimentary 
terms  of  the  broadminded  minority  report  of  Mr.  Walter 
Hills. 

Mr.  Mayson  referred  to  the  Lancet's  remarks,  and  Mr. 
San  KEY  said  Mr.  Alex.  Cross's  supplementary  report  was 
purely  for  the  benefit  of  the  unqualified  seller  of  poisons. 
Mr.  Taylor  thought  a  deputation  should  be  arranged  to 
wait  upon  Mr.  Hanbury  when  he  was  in  Preston.  This  was 
supported  by  Mr.  Johnson,  and,  on  the  suggestion  of 
Mr.  BOOTHROYD,  Messrs.  Turver,  Laurie,  Johnson,  and  Sankey 
(Hon.  Secretary)  were  appointed. 

A  discussion  followed  on  co-operative  buying  of  proprie- 
taries from  the  makers,  and  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Buckley  were 
appointed  joint  secretaries  to  make  inquiries,  and,  if  thought 
prudent,  to  develop  the  idea.

A MEETING  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  lield  on 
February  23,  the  Pre.-ident  (Sir  William  Turner)  in  the 
chair.  Amongst  the  matters  considered  by  the  Committee 
was  a  communication  from  the  Privy  Council,  transmitting 
copy  of  a  note  from  Baron  Grenier  and  a  copy  of  the 
proposals  adopted  at  the 

I NTERNATIuNAL  CONFERENCE 

•on  powerful  drugs  held  at  Brussels  last  year.  The  Privy 
Council  requested  the  attention  of  the  President  of  the 
(J.M.C.  to  the  reason  given  by  Baron  Grenier  for  the  modifica- 
tions introduced  into  the  prcjct  (Tarranijemciit  relative  to 
tincture  of  aconite  and  extract  of  belladonna.  The  Lord 
President  presumed  that  the  arracgcinent  might  be  accepted 
as  a  basis  of  international  agreement  "  in  its  present  form." 
Dr.  MacAlister  having  made  an  explanatory  statement 
regarding  the  proposals  of  Baron  Grenier,  it  was  agreed  that 
the  arrangement  might  be  properly  made  the  basis  of  an 
international  agreement,  but  that  any  such  agreement  must 
be  "  subject  to  the  powers  conferred  on  the  General  Medical 
Council 'by  the  Medical  Acts,  1858  and  1862,"  and  the 
Committee  therefore  suggested  that  the  adhesion  of  the 
Government  to  the  agreement  should  be  qualified  by  a 
proviso  to  that  effect.  The  proviso  mentioned  refers  to 
section.s  in  the  Medical  Acts,  regarding  the  publication  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

Throat-pastilles. 
Mr.  J.  E.  McDougall,  M.B.,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Liver- 
pool Throat  Hospital,  wrote  on  behalf  of  the  staff  of  the 
hospital  to  get  the  opinion  of  the  Council  "  on  a  matter  of 
urgent  professional  importance."  The  following  are  the 
facts  of  the  case  as  related  by  Mr.  McDougall : — 

A  firm  of  chemists  manufacture  a  throat-pastille  from  the 
formula  of  the  hospital.  This ,  firm  have  contraoted  with  the 
Attorney-General  to  pay  a  yearly  sum  to  the  hospital  so  long  as 
they  continue  sole  manufacturers.  The  staff  say  there  is  no 
objection  to  the  receipt  of  the  money,  but  they  object  strongly  to 
the  bond  of  secrecy  in  regard  to  the  formula  which  the  Attorney- 
General  is  seeking  to  put  upon  them.  Tlie  staff  refuse  to  serve 
the  hospital  under  any  such  pledge,  but  they  also  wish  to  be 
assured  of  the  support  of  the  Medical  Council  in  their  contention, 
since  tliey  would  not  wish  to  lay  down  their  charge  and  witness  its 
being  taken  up  by  other  medical  men  who  might  not  take  a 
similar  view  of  what  is  due  to  the  dignity  and  tradition  of  the  pro- 
fession. 

The  Attorney-General  had  promised  to  send  a  representa- 
tive in  case  an  interview  was  granted.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee did  not  consider  an  interview  necessary  ;  but  they 
agreed  with  the  staiT  in  thinking  -  that  it  is  extremely  un- 
desirable for  professional  men  to  pledge  themselves  to  secrecy 
in  regard  to  the  composition  of  any  remedy  which  they  may 
use  or  authorise  in  the  treatment  of  patients." 

Dental  Questions. 

A  communication  from  Dr.  W.  H.  B.  Brook,  of  Lincoln,  was 
dealt  with,  involving  an  intricate  question  of  ethics.  Dr. 
Brook  enclosed  a  circular  issued  to  medical  men  by  T.  Bur- 
nett &  Co.  (Limited),  of  Lincoln,  which  stated  that  as  a 
limited  company,  being  registered  at  Somerset  House  as 
surgeon-dentists,  &c.,  they  "were  given  the  power  and 
privilege  to  have  the  assistance  of  any  medical  man  they 
chose  to  employ  (as  a  company)  for  the  administration  of 
anresthctics,"  and  if  patients  preferred  his  (Dr.  Brook's) 
attendance  they  would  be  pleased  by  his  services.  Dr.  Brook 
wanted  to  know  whether  he  would  be  in  any  degree  liable  to 
be  considered  "  guilty  of  infamous  conduct  "  if  he  adminis- 
tered an  anaesthetic  for  a  registered  dentist  who  is  merely 
acting  as  the  paid  servant  of  such  a  company,  the  members 
of  which  are  unregistered  dentists.  The  matter  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Council's  solicitor,  who  pointed  out  that,  in  his 
opinion,  a  medical  man  who  administers  an  anresthetic  for  a 
registered  dentist  is  technically  exonerated  from  any  in- 
consequences, but,  as  a  matter  of  ethics,  he  would  probably 
hesitate  to  indirectly  encourage  a  state  of  things  of  which  i 
he  must  disapprove,  seeing  company-practice  is  not  confined 
to  dental-practice  but  is  also  invading  the  field  of  medicine. 
The  fact  of  a  registered  dentist  in  becoming  the  ]>aid  servant 
of  a  company  could  not  be  legally  challenged,  "  but  he  might  ■ 


possibly  run  some  danger  in  associating  himself  with  methods 
of  practice  which  might  become  the  subject  of  inquiry,  such 
as  covering  others,  associating  himself  with  advertising,  &c." 
On  this  the  following  deliverance  was  given  to  I^r.  Brook: — 
Any  registered  medicil  practitioner  who  knowingly  and  wilfully 
assists  a  ptrson  who  is  not  registered  as  a  dentist  in  performing 
any  operation  in  dental  surgery,  either  by  administering 
ana? sthetics  or  otherwise,  will  be  liable,  on  proof  of  the  facts,  to  be 
dealt  with  by  tire  General  Medical  Council  as  having  been  guilty  of 
infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect. 

The  Committee  received  and  passed  to  the  Dental  Educa- 
tion end  E.xamination  Committee  an  Act  which  they  had 
received  from  the  Colonial  Office  relating  to  the  practice  of 
dentistry  in  South  Australia. 

Finance. 

The  most  interesting  item  to  pharmacists  in  the  accounts 
is  the  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditure  in  connection 
with  the  British  Pharrnacopa?ia,  1898,  the  Indian  and 
Colonial  Addendum,  1900,  and  the  Government  of  India 
edition  of  the  latter  publication.  During  the  year  1902, 
1,731  copies  of  the  B.P.  were  sold,  bringicg  in  a  net  sum  of 
625/.  13_<.  2i. :  176  copies  I.  &  C.  Addendum,  17/.  6^.  brl. ;  and 
the  Government  edition  brought  525/.  by  the  sale  of  3,500 
copies.  There  is  stock  in  hand  to  the  net  value  of 
313/.  lOi.  llfZ.  Printing,  binding,  &c.,  cost  3^HZ.  12s.  bd.; 
Committee  fees,  &c.,  6W.  bs.  ;  grant  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  researches,  100/.,  leaving  a  surplus  balance  of 
549/.  i8.-.'.  lOrf.

Pharmacy  Bill. 

I  understand  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  have 
resolved  not  to  proceed  with  their  Pharmacy  Bill  at  present. 
It  may  be  presumed  that  this  decision  is  accounted  for  by 
the  impossibility  of  making  any  substantial  progress  in  the 
present  congested  state  of  the  order-paper  and  by  the  uncer- 
tainty which  exists  as  to  the  course  which  will  be  taken  by 
the  Privy  Council  cn  the  Poisons  Report.  [Alas  !  and  alas  ! ! 
See  page  385  ] 

The  Poisons  Report. 
So  far  as  parliamentary  action  is  concerned  there  is  nothing 
to  chronicle  this  week  in  connection  with  the  Poisons  Report. 
Several  members  have  received  communications  from  con- 
stituents, apparently  on  the  line.s  suggested  in  the  C.  ,5-  I),  of 
February  21,  but,  of  course,  they  have  been  unable  to  make 
any  other  reply  than  that  they  will  keep  the  matter  in  mind 
in  the  event  of  legislation  being  attempted.  In  the  lobbies 
there  is  a  singular  lack  of  interest  on  the  subject.  Many 
members  who  might  have  been  supposed  to  concern  them- 
selves with  it  have  not  taken  the  trouble  up  to  the  present  to 
look  at  the  report.  Probably  if  they  did,  without  hints,  their 
wisdom  would  not  be  greatly  increased.  I  mention  this 
merely  in  order  to  say  that  it  would  be  well  to  carry  on  an 
educative  propaganda  with  as  much  vigour  as  possible. 

The  Shop- hours  Discu.ssion 
The  debate  on  Lord  Ribblesdale's  Bill  dealing  with  shop 
hours  has  now  been  put  down  for  March  12.    Lord  'SVemyss, 
who  has  nursed  an  antipathy  against  this  class  of  legislation 
for  a  long  time,  and  is  as  keen  on  the  subject  as  ever,  has 


given  notice  of  his  intention  to  move  the  rejection  of  the 
Bill.  There  should  be  an  interesting  debate.  I  observe- 
that  Lord  Avebury  has  reintroduced  his  Bill  on  the  subject, 
thus  bringing  up  the  number  of  Bills  to  three. 

Unexpectedly  a  debate  on  the  subject  arose  in  the  Hous& 
of  Commons  on  Wednesday  night.  Mr.  Price  submitted  the- 
following  resolution : — 

That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  the  unnecessarily  long  hours 
of  labour  in  shops  are  injurious  to  the  health  and  well-being  of  all- 
concerned  ;  that  it  is  desirable  that  Borough  and  District  Councils 
should  be  authorised  to  obtain  Provisional  Orders  making  such 
regulations  in  respect  to  the  closing  of  shops  and  the  limitation  of- 
the  hours  of  labour  of  shop-workers  as  may  seem  to  them  to  bs 
necessary  for  the  areas  under  their  jurisdiction,  thus  efiectively- 
carrying  out  the  recommendation  of  the  Select  Committee  of  the. 
House  of  Lords  on  early  closing  of  shops,  as  embodied  in  para- 
graph 15  of  the  report  of  1901. 

The  Home  Secretary,  in  replying,  was  very  sympathetic 
On  behalf  of  the  Government  he  could  not  accept  the- 
responsibility  of  introducing  legislation,  but  he  would  view 
with  favour  "any  measure  based  on  the  clause  in  the  report> 
of  the  House  of  Lords'  Committee,  which  was  alluded  to  as 
Lord  Salisbury's  clause."  Thereupon  the  resolution  was- 
carried  unanimously. 

The  Vaccination  Act. 

I  alluded  last  week  to  the  interest  that  was  being  takert 
on  the  question  as  to  whether  the  Government  intended  to- 
renew  Mr.  Chaplin's  Vaccination  Act  of  1898,  which  expires- 
this  year.  Mr.  Balfour  has  since  then  announced  that  it  has 
been  resolved  to  renew  the  Act  this  year,  and  to  defer  any 
further  legislation  until  a  future  Session. 

False  Marking  of  Forioigx  Goods. 
For  several  Sessions  in  succession  Sir  Howard  Vincent  has- 
attempted  legislation  with  a  view  of  restraining  the  false 
marking  of  foreign  goods  as  British  made.  He  has  again 
brought  in  the  measure,  and,  I  am  told,  is  receiving  assu- 
rances of  considerable  support.  There  is  an  undoubted 
grievance,  but  the  matter  bristles  with  difficulties. 

The  St.  Louis  Exhibition. 

Amongst  the  commercial  members  satisfaction  is  expressecJ 
with  the  announcement  made  on  Tuesday  by  the  Prime 
Minister  that  the  Government  have  accepted  the  invitation- 
of  the  United  States  Government  to  take  part  in  the- 
St.  Louis  International  Exposition.  Although  Mr.  Balfour 
indicated  that  it  has  not  yet  been  decided  what  form  the 
official  participation  of  this  country  will  assume,  it  is 
believed  that  the  precedent  in  connection  with  the  Paris- 
Exhibition  will  be  followed  by  the  appointment  of  a  Royal 
Commission.  The  great  importance  of  the  exhibition,  from 
an  industrial  point  of  view,  is  generally  recognised,  and  every 
effort  will  be  made  to  secure  a  worthy  display  by  British- 
manufacturers. 

An  Important  Concession. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  responded  to  the 
agitation  for  a  Ministry  of  Commerce  by  undertaking  to- 
have  an  exhaustive  inquiry  not  only  into  the  efficiency  of  the- 
Board  of  Trade,  but  also  m  regard  to  the  constitution  of  the 
Local  Government  Board.  In  these  days  there  is  a  good 
deal  of  overlapping  between  the  two  departments,  and  Mr. 
Ritchie  points  out  that  if  any  reform  is  to  be  effected  both 
departments  must  be  dealt  with.  In  his  speech  on  Tuesday 
he  was  franker  than  the  leaders  in  the  movement  expected.. 
He  admitted  that,  while  the  Board  of  Trade  has  performed 
the  work  for  which  it  was  called  into  being  extremely  well,, 
no  one  would  contemplate  instituting  a  board  of  that  kind 
for  the  work  it  now  has  to  do.  He,  however,  pointed  out 
that  it  will  probably  be  found  that  most  of  the  things  com-  . 
mercial  men  complain  of  can  be  reformed  more  effectively, 
by  legislation  than  by  any  mere  recasting  of  departments. 

Our  Consular  Service. 

It  transpired  in  the  debate  on  the  Board  of  Trade  that  the- 
Government  are  inquiring  into  the  efficiency  of  our  consular 
service.  At  present  a  very  large  proportion  of  our  consuls, 
are  foreigners.  This  is  now  admitted  to  be  a  decided  dis- 
advantage. In  the  near  future  we  may  hope  to  see  a  corps, 
of  energetic  commtrcial  attacliis  in  all  important  centres.

The  Poisons  Committee  Report 

is  likely  to  be  the  big  diih 
at  all  pharmaceutical  gatherings  for  some  time  to  come  ; 
probably  until  it  is  superseded  by  a  Bill  based  on  its 
recommendations.  I  have  little  doubt  that  Mr.  Harrison 
has  such  a  Bill  ready,  but  he  will  not  launch  it  until  he  can 
be  pretty  well  assured  of  a  favourable  breeze.  The  com- 
ments of  the  public  Press,  judging  by  the  samples  given  in 
last  week's  C.  <5-  D.,  will  not  help  him  much.  The  unanimous 
oppDsition  of  chemists  themselves  he,  of  course,  anticipated 
and  cares  nothing  for.  Nsr  will  it  count  m'lch  with  the 
public.  What  would  inliacnca  Parliamsnt,  and  might  affect 
Mr.  Harrison,  would  be  strong  representations  from  such 
competent  and  disinterested  persons  as  coroners,  medical 
men,  and  migistratas.  It  is  to  the  accumulation  of  a  mass 
of  opinions  from  such  persons  that  I  think  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  should  at  once  direct  its  efforts. 

The  Astomshing  Absence 

of  any  evidence  to  the  Committee 
from  the  great  makers  of  sheep-dips  is  well  pointed  out  in 
the  article  in  last  waak's  C.  <5'  D.  entitled  "The  Truth  about 
Sheep-dip."  It  is  difficult  to  believe  that  Mr.  Dobbs  did  not 
sound  some  of  these  minnfacturers  ani  tempt  them  with 
the  hope  of  an  unlimited  number  of  agents  for  their  deli- 
cacies ;  and  how  such  men  as  Drs.  Stevenson,  Thorpe,  ar.d 
Tilden  could  have  taken  on  themselves  the  heavy  responsi- 
bility of  backing  Mr.  Alexin ler  Cross's  claim  without  at 
least  trying  to  learn  something  from  the  experience  of  such 
a  firm  as  Cooper's  pisses  my  comprehension.  The  traffi;  in 
poisons  for  pence,  which  once  stirred  Tennyson's  anger  so 
fiercely,  is  not  a  mitter  to  be  treated  light-heartedly,  and 
there  is,  at  least,  as  muc'i  to  be  said  for  its  restriction  as  can 
be  urged  in  favour  of  the  "  N )  Monopoly  "  cry  so  vigorously 
raised  by  the  proprietors  of  the  Ballikinrain  ant-destroyer. 

Whatever  may  be  the  Result 

of  this  controversy  the  advice  of 
Mr.  John  Twinberrow,  of  Worcester,  published  on  page  353 
of  last  week's  C.  S;  D.,  strikes  me  as  opportune  and  sensible. 
There  is  a  lot  of  money  in  the  agricultural,  horticultural, 
and  veterinary  trade,  especially  for  country  chemists.  The 
Ballikinrain  ant-destroyer,  which,  I  believe,  sells  at  2s. 
a  bottle,  has  been  stated  after  analysis  to  cost  about 
3^;^.  Chemists  could  make  that  mixture  as  well  as  Mr. 
Alexander  Cross.  They  can  and  do  make  sheep  -  dips, 
weed-killers,  vermin-killers,  anl  with  their  chances  they 
ought  to  have  secured  all  the  trade  in  these.  As  Mr.  Twin- 
berrow  paints  out,  they  can  if  they  choose  sell  these  things 
at  half  the  proprietary  price  without  too  severely  sacrificing 
themselves.  This  ought  to  ba  a  lever  for  the  veterinary 
trade,  which  can  be  made  one  of  the  chemists'  best  branches. 
A  stock-owner  will  spend  half-a-crowa  on  his  cow  as  readily 
as  he  will  part  with  three-half-penca  for  his  baby.  But  the 
chemist  who  caters  for  these  half-crowns  must  know  a  little 
a'jout  animals,  or  the  farmer  will  never  believe  in  his  arsenic. 
With  "Veterinary  Counter-practice"  on  his  desk  even  a 
novice  can  acquire  enough  familiarity  with  the  diseases  of 
animals  to  satisfy  evea  an  ostler  if  he  has  the  knack  of 
making  a  little  knowledge  go  a  long  way. 

Ths  Monthly  Statement  Grievance, 

which  "  An  Ordinary  Re- 
tailer" very  properly  returns  to  last  week,  will  have  to  be 
remedied  by  the  retailers  themselves.    They  generally,  or 


certain  of  them  separately,  must  adopt  a  pay-day  like  the 
wholesalers  themselves  do.  They  might  have  slip-labels  to 
attach  to  their  orders  thus  worded  : — 

Monthly  accounts  delivered  not  later  than  the  10th  of  the. 
ensuing  month  will  be  paid  on  the  20th  of  the  same  month. 
Accounts  received  after  the  10th  will  not  be  paid  till  the  20th  of 
the  following  month. 

It  may  be  objected  that  this  stipulation  will  not  fit  iii 
with  the  arrangements  of  certain  houses  who  give  discount 
conditionally  on  the  account  being  paid  on  a  certain  date. 
I  do  not  think  many  of  them  would  object  to  such  a  very 
reasonable  variation  made  by  a  retailer  who  always  pays 
regularly. 

Lord  Ribblesdale's  Shop-hours  Bill 

has  evidently  been  drafted' 
with  submissive  respect  to  the  ex-Prime  Minister's  preju- 
dices ;  and  as  Lord  Salisbury's  purpose  in  tacking  provisional 
orders  on  to  Lord  Avebury's  Bill  was  almost  avowedly  a. 
hostile  one,  the  chances  of  escape  from  shop  slavery  by 
means  of  legislation  have  shrunk  to  the  smallest  dimensions 
Lord  Ribblesdale  gets  rid  of  Lord  Avebury's  local-oxotion 
scheme  by  the  expedient  of  providing  that  a  local  authority 
may  adopt  early  closing  without  too  closely  specifying  how 
it  is  to  arrive  at  this  point.  It  may  then  make  a  provisional 
order,  which,  however,  will  have  no  effect  until  it  is  con- 
verted into  an  Act  of  Parliament.  But  the  central  authority 
(the  Local  Government  Board  in  England  or  Ireland  or  the 
Secretary  for  Scotland  in  that  division)  is  to  be  required  to 
introduce  a  Bill  to  carry  out  any  such  provisional  order. 
Then,  however,  if  any  petition  is  received  against  the  Bill, 
Parliament  "may"  refer  it  to  a  Select  Committee.  Of 
course,  a  Select  Committee  knows  the  conditions  of  Blank- 
town  better  than  the  inhabitants  of  Blanktown  know  them. 
The  cost  of  all  this  procedure  is  to  fall  on  the  local  rates,  a 
provision  which  alone  will  ensure  enough  opposition  to 
justify  an  unsympathetic  Parliament  in  always  referring 
such  Bills  to  Select  Committees  to  be  stifled.  Sir  Charles 
Dilke's  Bill,  which  draconically  orders  compulsory  half- 
holidays  and  early  closing  all  over  the  country  sans  phrase 
is  hopelessly  in  advance  of  its  time. 

The  Hot-water-bottle  Case 

at  Liverpool  seriously  augments 
the  already  abundant  array  of  chemists'  risks.  It  may  not- 
be  new  law  that  an  implied  warranty  accompanies  every 
sale  of  every  article,  whether  sold  by  a  chemist  or  by  any 
other  tradesman,  that  it  is  reasonably  suitable  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  is  intended.  But  this  warranty  surely 
ought  to  be  much  more  explicit  when  a  specially  cheap 
article  is  sold  than  when  the  full  ordinary  price  is  paid. 
But  the  alarming  feature  of  the  law  as  now  expounded  is 
that  the  chemist  is  frequently  liable  to  no  one  knows  how 
great  consequential  damages  on  his  sales,  which  can  be  but 
rarely  the  case  with  other  vendors.  If  I  tuy  a  watch  from 
a  watchmaker,  or  a  kettle  from  an  ironmonger,  there  may  be 
an  implied  warranty  that  the  watch  will  go  and  that  the 
kettle  is  sound.  If  either  article  fails  to  fulfil  its  function  I 
can,  perhaps,  recover  the  price  I  paid  for  it.  But  I  fancy  a 
Judge  would  smile  if  I  asked  for  lOOZ.  extra  because,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  inaccurate  watch,  I  missed  a  train  and  lost 
an  appointment  of  some  considerable  pecuniary  value.  And 
yet  that  sort  of  thing  happens  when  the  same  principle  of 
law  comes  to  be  applied  to  chemists' transactions.  The  risks 
are  in  far  greater  than  inverse  ratio  to  the  smallness  of  the 
amounts  involved  in  our  business,  when  compared  with  those- 
in  other  trades.

Ebttodal  Comments* 


Transvaal  Pharmacy. 

We  learn  that  the  Council  of  the  Transvaal  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  drafted  a  pharmacy  ordinance  for  the  colony,  which 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Government  authorities,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  draft  will  be  sanctioned.  Those  who  are  not 
pessimistic  are,  however,  not  sanguine,  especially  because 
the  advice  tendered  to  the  Colonial  Office  some  months  ago 
on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  is 
considered  to  impede  rather  than  hasten  matters.  It  appears 
that  early  last  year  Lord  Milner  asked  the  Colonial  Office  to 
get  information  regarding  the  pharmaceutical  qualifications 
in  various  countries,  and  the  Secretary  and  Registrar  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  stated  that  from  Canada  the  certifi- 
cates of  the  Ontario  College  of  Phamacy,  that  of  Bachelor  of 
Pharmacy,  and  all  other  licences  to  practise  in  the  Dominion 
should  be  accepted  for  registration  to  practise  in  the  Trans- 
vaal. No  other  part  of  the  British  Empire  was  mentioned 
but  the  Secretary  and  Begistrar  "advised  that,  until  the 
establishment  of  a  Medical  or  Pharmacy  Board  in  the  new 
colony,  certificates  granted  by  any  of  the  chief  European 
countries  to  practise  as  pharmacists  might  without  danger 
be  recognised,  as  well  as  those  granted  under  like  or  similar 
conditions  in  any  leading  British  colony."  It  is  felt  very 
strongly  in  the  Transvaal  that  the  first  place  should 
be  given  to  British  certificates  when  any  arrange- 
ment of  this  kind  is  in  progress,  and  that  this 
was  a  good  opportunity  lost  for  instructing  the 
Colonial  Office  regarding  the  pharmacy  requirements  of  the 
Iritish  Empire,  especially  of  the  Australasian  States  and 
New  Zealand,  as  well  as  Canada,  which  will  probably  be 
drawn  from  for  the  colonisation  of  the  new  patches  of  red  on 
the  map  of  South  Africa.  With  due  respect  to  this  criticism 
it  may  be  pointed  out  that  Lord  Milner  specified  what  he 
wanted,  and  apparently  drafts  from  the  United  States. 
Russia,  Germany,  and  Holland  figured  largely  in  his  calcula- 
tion. The  United  States  certificates  which  Mr.  Bremridge 
specified  were  University  degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Master  of 
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Pharmacy,  and  certificates  of  chemists,  druggists,  or  apothe- 
caries granted  by  State  Pharmacy  Boards  ;  while  the  quali- 
fication of  apotheker  would  do  for  any  Eussians,  Germans, 
or  Hollanders  who  wish  to  start  in  business  as  chemists  and 
druggists  in  the  Transvaal.  The  latter  recommendation  is 
resented  in  Transvaal  pharmaceutical  circles  on  the  ground 
that  what  is  not  considered  good  enough  for  the  old  country 
should  not  be  dumped  down  in  the  new,  and  that  Blooms- 
bury  Square  should  be  the  first  to  set  an  example  by  arrang- 
ing for  the  registration  in  Great  Britain  of  apothekers  from 
Germany,  Russia,  Poland,  and  other  sources  of  the  destitute 
alien  who  wishes  to  annex  some  British  cash.  There  is  food 
for  thought  here,  but  we  are  not  enamoured  of  the  prospect. 


Pharmaceutical  Council  Election. 

It  will  not  be  known  until  April  1  (ominous  date !)  whether 
any  of  the  seven  retiring  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  are  or  are  not  to  seek  re-election.  Nevertheless, 
several  other  candidates  are  already  in  the  field.  Mr.  C.  E. 
Pickering  sends  us  his  election  address,  and  active  canvass- 
ing is  going  on  for  other  candidates.  It  is  not  without  hesi- 
tation that  we  quote  from  Mr.  Pickering's  address,  because 
we  feel  it  is  scarcely  polite  to  sitting  members  to  be  too 
eager  to  show  up  the  qualifications  of  those  who  wish  to  dis- 
place them.  Little  harm  can  be  done,  however,  in  quoting 
Mr.  Pickering's  "chief  claims,"  viz. : — 

With  regard  to  the  titles  question,  I  adhere  to  the  position  I 
took  at  the  historic  meeting  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant  that  no 
new  legislation  will  be  acceptable  to  chemists  unless  it  prevents 
ALL  persons  practising  pharmacy  and  exhibiting  the  title  in  any 
form  until  they  have  passed  the  statutory  examinations. 

The  sale  of  all  poisons  iiiiist  be  restricted  to  duly  qualified 
chemists. 

No  qualified  person  should  be  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  if  he  accepts  an  engagement  with  any  limited  company 
whose  proprietors  are  not  duly  qualified  also. 

These  paragraphs  are  quoted  from  Mr.  Pickering's  "  prelimi- 
nary address."  We  append  a  list  of  the  retiring  members, 
and  of  new  candidates  as  far  as  known  : —

some  stronger  indication  than  at  present  that  they  are 
wanted.

Tlie  present  Season's  oil  is  of  the  usual  high  standard  of 
quality,  but  the  supply  is  likely  to  be  below  the  average  quantity, 
so  that  as  the  season  advances  prices  will  no  doubt  have  an 
upward  tendency.

Some  thoughtful  subscriber  has  sent  us  a  copy  of  the 
Civil  Service  Supply  Association's  price-list,  from  which  we 
cut  the  above.    After  our  remarks  on  February  14  (page  270) 
it  is  rather  a  startling  announcement.     To  begin  with. 


"  Anglo-Norwegiaii "  is  distinctly  good,  and  it  is  not  the 
first  fishy  alliance  we  have  heard  of.  Nevertheless,  we 
permit  the  word  "  selected  "  to  pass  as  being  as  near  the  real 
thing  as  regards  this  season's  cod,  which  are  very  select 
indeed  ;  but  it  was  surely  the  imagination  of  a  prophet  that 
dictated  the  words  "  the  present  season's  oil  is  of  the  usual 
high  standard  of  quality."  We  have  not  yet  met  an  in- 
dividual who  has  seen  a  barrel  of  the  new  oil,  and  we  fancy, 
when  it  reaches  Queen  Victoria  Street  from  the  special  manu- 
facturers to  the  Association  the  person  who  fixed  the  price  at 
9i?.  a  gallon  will  have  to  look  to  something  else  for  a  profit, 
assuming  that  the  "  special  manufacturer  "  has  not  made  a 
special  price. 

Citronella  Oil  Tests. 

The  recent  delivery  of  a  large  order  for  citronella  oil  that 
resulted  in  Messrs.  E.  J.  Parry  and  John  C.  Umney  being 
called  in  to  decide  upon  the  purity  or  otherwise  of  the  article 
has  had  an  interesting  development.  The  oil  satisfied 
Schimmel's  test,  which  was  designed  to  meet  adulteration 
with  kerosene.  It  did  this  admirably ;  and,  as  the  test  is  easily 
performed — viz  ,  by  mixing  one  volume  of  the  oil  with  ten 
volumes  of  80-per-cent.  alcohol — it  has  been  used  by  buyers  and 
brokers  alike  with  satisfaction.  Messrs.  Parry  and  Umney's 
investigation  showeil  the  presence  in  the  oil  of  something 
that  was  not  citronella  oil,  and  their  wo:k  was  continued  by 
Mr.  Bennett  (one  of  Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney's 
chemists),  in  association  with  Mr.  Parry.  We  print  a  second 
contribution  from  these  gentlemen  to-day,  which  conclusively 
demonstrates  that  distillers,  or  exporters,  or  importers,  or 
somebody  has  found  a  way  of  getting  round  Schimmel's  test, 
the  new  adulterant,  mixed  to  the  extent  of  20  per  cent,  with 
pure  citronella  oil,  giving  a  product  which  mixes  clear  with 
80-per-cent.  alcohol.  The  adulterant  is  resin  spirit;  but 
probably  light  petroleum  spirit  is  mixed  with  it,  and  the 
presence  of  the  adulterant  can  readily  be  determined 
analytically,  the  first  10  per  cent,  distilled  under  reduced 
pressure  being  distinctive  in  character  when  the  new  adulter- 
ant is  present.  It  would  be  an  advantage  to  buyers  and 
brokers  to  have  some  simple  and  reliable  test  to  be  carried 
out  under  office  conditions.  This  was  the  chief  advantage  of 
Schimmel's  test,  and,  as  that  is  now  discredited,  something 
is  needed  to  take  its  place. 

Creolin  Penalties. 
During  the  past  ten  days  nearly  a  hundred  chemists  and 
druggists  and  other  retailers  have  been  asked  by  the  Stamps 
Department  of  the  Inland  Kevenue  if  there  is  any  reason 
why  they  should  not  pay  the  usual  penalty  (10/.)  incurred 
through  the  sale  of  creolin  specialities  unstamped.  The 
labels  appear  to  be  free  from  liability,  bat  the  articles  are 
made  liable  by  a  pamphlet  issued  by  the  makers,  which 
recommends  the  preparations  for  the  cure  of  certain  ailments 
incident  to  the  human  body,  and  a  proprietary  right  is  also, 
claimed.  Our  subscribers  should,  therefore,  be  particularly 
careful  in  regard  to  any  creolin  preparations  which  they 
have  in  stock.  Apart  from  the  sale  of  dutiable  medicines 
unstamped,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  a  penalty  of  20/.  is 
incurred  through  receiving  and  retaining  them  in  that 
condition  (see  The  Chemists'  a.\d  Druggists'  Di.vry, 
page  517,  VI.).  We  understand  that  the  articles  have  been 
sold  for  twelve  years  in  the  present  manner,  and  that  the 
Inland  Revenue  authorities  are  holding  their  hand  in  the 
meantime,  but  there  seems  to  be  no  question  about  the 
liability. 

Mr.  Boot's  Protest. 

Writing  to  the  Bailij  Chronicle  objects  to  a  statement  by 
a  correspondent  that  "  seven  (unqualified)  persons,  by  joining 
themselves  into  a  company,  may  do— i.e.,  may  sell  poisons  by 
retail."  Mr.  Boot  points  out  that  "  a  company,  as  a  com- 
pany, is  impersonal,  and  as  such  is  incapable  of  selling

poisons,  or  anything  else  requiring  personal  manipulation. 
There  can  be  no  sale  except  through  a  natur/il  person,  who, 
as  in  the  case  of  each  of  the  managers  of  the  300  shops 
known  as  Boots  Cash  Chemists,  must  be  a  registered  qualified 
chemist."  Of  course,  Mr.  Boot  Isnows  perfectly  well  that  by 
incorporation  seven  unqualified,  persons  can,  and  do,  get 
behind  the  principle  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  Mr.  Jesse  Boot, 
as  such,  cannot  keep  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons,  even 
although  he  employs  a  qualified  person  to  conduct  sales  of 
poisons,  but  Mr.  Jesse  Boot  and  other  natural  persons, 
equally  incapable  legally,  by  forming  themselves  into  a  cor- 
poration, achieve  the  object  which  they  cannot  otherwise 
naturally.    This  is  the  anomaly.

Notes  on  the  Report. 


WE  are  glad  to  have  the  assurance  of  the  support  of  the 
leading  wholesale  houses  in  the  event  of  any  Bill  being 
introduced  into  Parliament  which  might  prejudicially  affect 
the  interests  of  retail  chemists  aud  druggists.  We  print  on 
page  401  a  letter  which  the  Drug  Club  sent  to  the  President 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  when  the  Committee  was 
taking  evidence.  Unfortunately,  the  advance  then  made  by 
the  wholesalers  bore  no  result  whatever.  It  would  have 
been  of  great  advantage  to  the  Committee  in  considering 
the  whole  question  if  the  evidence  of  two  or  more  wholesale 
druggists  had  been  submitted.  This  appears  to  have  been 
appreciated  by  the  wholesalers,  and  an  oflfer  was  tendered  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  had  been  a:ked  to  name 
witnesses  for  the  pharmaceutical  side,  so  that  the  whole- 
salers did  not  care  to  go  behind  the  Society.  Perhaps  this 
is  a  case  in  which  "  tlie  least  said  the  soonest  mended " 
applies,  but  it  is  most  regrettable  that  the  pharmaceutical 
case  was  so  poorly  prepared. 

Our  inquiries  in  the  trade  reveal  the  fact  that  little 
general  interest  outside  Associations  is  taken  in  the  report, 
and  it  will  be  S3en  from  our  Parliamentary  correspondent's 
letter  that  the  same  applies  to  M.P.s. 

Medical  Opinion. 

We  owe  an  apology  to  the  Lancet  for  saying  it  had  iguored 
tie  Committee's  Report.  In  the  February  21  issue  there  was 
an  inch  about  it,  and  last  week  a  three-column  editorial. 
The  latter  shows  a  weak-kneed  tendency.  We  subjoin  a  few 
extracts  from  the  article  : — 

The  recommendation  as  to  a  third  part  of  the  Poisons  Schedule 
is  directly  opposed  to  the  vital  principle  of  the  Pharmacy  Act. 
.  .  .  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  some  inconvenience  has  been 
experienced  by  the  agricultural  and  horticultural  industries  in 
obtaining  what  are  powerful  aids  to  those  businesses — namely, 
arsenical  sheep-dips  and  weed-destroyers.  .  .  .  Although  it  seems 
to  us  that  this  recommendation  suggests  a  somewhat  hazardous 
experiment,  it  must  be  admitted  that  tlie  arguments  in  favour  of 
such  recommendations  being  adopted  are  not  without  force.  .  .  . 
No  one  can  contend  tor  a  moment  that  the  sale  of  a  weed-killer 
or  insecticide  requires  the  supervision  of  a  particularly  well- 
educated  or  qualified  person  such  as  is  the  registered  pharmacist. 
But  it  is  to  be  hop  3d  that  in  the  event  of  tne  committee's  recommen- 
dations being  adopted  at  least  an  intelligent  person  will  be  chosen. 
The  Pharmacv  Act  in  reality  appointed  the  registered  pharmacist 
bo  be  the  qna'ifiel  vendor  of  poisons  intended  for  medical  applica- 
tion, because  obviously  only  a  responsible  perfoa  witli  an  accurate 
knowlelge  of  poisons  should  be  trusted  to  sell  or  t:)  dispense  pre- 
parations ccntitining  them.  The  employment  ot  poisons  for 
a/gricultural  purposes  cannot  be  said  to  relate  in  any  way  to  the 
bufiness  of  a  jhirraaoy.  .  .  At  the  same  time,  we  are  not  sure 
that,  if  every  hamlet  and  village  could  have  its  qualified  phar- 
macist who  would  be  authorise!  to  sell  poisonous  materials, 
tiie  public  interest  would  be  more  effectually  safeguarded.  .  .  . 
We  strongly  urge  that  the  number  of  licensees  should  be  strictly 
limited,  and  that  the  privilege  of  selling  industrial  poisons  should 
bf  extended  only  to  those  districts  in  which  the  druggist's  shop  is 
within  decidedly  less  easy  reach  than  the  ironmonger's  or  other 
ehops.  .  .  .  Our  readers  will  agree  with  us  in  thinking  that  Mr. 
Cross's  suggestion  as  to  doctors'  shops  is  too  ri  iiculous  to  be 
discussed.  We  can  hardly  believe  that  Mr.  Cross  is  serious  when 
lie  suggests  that  local  authorities  should  have  the  power  to  grant 
licences  to  suitable  persons  for  dispensing  prescriptions.  What

Comment  upon  our  contemporary's  opini'^ns  is  unnecessary, 
in  view  of  the  contrast  afforded  by  the  British  Medical 
Journal : — 

As  the  report  is  important — ive  were  about  to  say  valuable — it 
may  be  well  to  recall  attention  to  its  origin  and  purpose.  A  few 
farmers,  tired  ot  girding  at  the  weather,  liave  discovered  that  the 
fall  in  agricultural  prices  is  to  some  extent  due  to  the  restrictions 
placed,  tor  the  protection  of  the  general  public,  by  the  Legislature 
on  tlie  free  sale  of  arsenic  and  other  poisonous  substances.  Cory- 
don  has  also  confided  to  his  Phyllis  that  next  (o  her  Iovh  he  most 
desires  the  reduction  in  the  price  ot  sheep-dip  which  would  inevit- 
ably follow  the  removal  ot  liquid  carbolic  acid  from  the  schedule 
to  the  Pharmacy  Act,  to  which  the  unite!  efforts  ot  the  coroners 
and  the  medical  profession  have  so  recently  consigned  it.  Not 
dimly  outliued  in  the  baokgrouni  is  the  enterprising  manufac- 
turer and  novelty-monger  wlio  foresees  a  little  profit  could  he  but 
deal  directly  with  Agrestis  and  Meliboeus  without  the  interven- 
tion of  the  dreadful  middleman  and  the  formalities  of  keeping  a 
register  of  small  quantities  of  dangerous  drugs  sold  across  the 
counter. 

The  3Iedical  Pras  has  also  found  its  voice,  which  says  : — 

The  recommendation,  it  carried  out,  will  involve  the  absurdity 
that  a  farmer  can  buy  a  large  parcel  ot  arsenic,  say,  a  couple  of 
stones  weight,  from  a  dry-stores  deiler,  whereas  hs  would  have  to 
go  to  a  licensed  chemist  for  a  medicinal  dose  of  gr.  or  gr.  of 
the  same  drug.  Our  own  impression  is  that  the  scientific  chemist 
could  find  non-poisonous  substitutes  for  the  operations  of  the 
farmer  and  the  gardener.  ...  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  labelling 
of  patent  medicines  containing  poison  will  be  more  stringently 
regulated,  as  well  as  the  constant  compounding  of  prescriptions 
containmg  poisons  that  have  been  long  given  to  patients. 

FUN'DAMEN^TAL  iN'ACCURiCIES. 

The  following  are  further  examples  of  the  statements  upon 
which  the  cjmmittiee  based  its  recommendations  :  — 

Question  1606  put  to  and  aaswerei  by  Mr.  Lytle. — Y-)U  cannot 
say  whether  there  is  a  chemisi  and  druggist  at  Lockerbie  ?  —Yea, 
there  are  four  or  five.  But  farmers  will  not  go  to  chemists  and 
druggists,  wheii  they  can  get  the  material  from  seedsman  whom 
they  are  dealing  with  c instantly, 

iVIr.  A.  G.  Laidlaw,  chemise  an  I  druggist,  Lockerbie,  writes 
to  us  as  follows  in  regard  to  this  :  "  There  are  three  chemists 
and  druggists  in  Lockerbie.    The  statement  tliat  farmers  will 
not  go  to  these  tor  sheep-dip,  weed-killer,  aud  the  like  is  not 
true.    I  succeeded  to  a  business  in  1893  which  my  pr  'decsssor 
(Mr.  J.  P.  Douglas,  J.P.)  had  carried  on  for  forty-five  years. 
During  that  long  periol  Mr.  Douglas  did  a  large  trale  in 
sheep-dips  (possibly  quite  as  large  as  any  such  in  the  S-U'jh 
ot  Scotland),  and  weed-killers,  since  their  instalment,  are  con- 
stantly asked  for  by  farmers  and  gardener?.    I   have  at 
present  ten  different  kinds  of  sheep-dip  on  hand,  and  powder 
and   liquid  weei-killer,  tor  all  of    which  there  is  regular 
demand  by  farmers  in  this  district.    There  are  many  liquid 
sheep-dip  preparations  pushed  by  wool  brokers  and  agents, 
and  it  is  impossible  to  stock  them  all.     You  can  readily 
understand  that  unless  we  had  a  gjod  agricultural  trade  here 
very  little  business  would  be  done,  as  Lockerbie  is  a  town  of 
2,500  inhabitants,  where  there  are  three  doctors  who  all  do 
their  own  dispensing." 
Question  2,600  put  to  and  answered  by  Mr.  Darlington. 
To  what  extent  is  there  competition  amongst  chemists  in  your 
district? — A  few  years  ago  the  cooperative  chemists  mide  a 
stand,  and  sold  a  large  number  of  articles  very  much  to  the  benefit 
ot  the  consumers,  but  they  started  to  sell  various  dips  containing 
poison  at  certain  prices.    What  did  they  do  ?     I  take  it  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  pounced  upon  them  aud  said,  '■  You  must 
not  sell  this  dip  under  a  certain  price."    They  at  once  raised  the 
price,  and  they  said  that  they  were  not  allowed  to  allow  [?  sell]  so 
much. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  never  interferes  with  prices, 
nor  is  any  agricultural  article  protected  by  the  P..'\.  T.A. 

Newspaper  Opinion. 

The  report  is  obviously  not  creating  the  stir  in  agricultural 
circles  that  Messrs.  Dobbs  and  Cross  would  have  us  believe. 
Of  nearly  a  dozen  journals  devoted  to  agriculture  and  horti- 
culture that  we  have  perused  this  week,  only  two— the 
North  British  Agriculturist  and  the  Garder.cri  Clironide— 
even  mention  the  matter.  A  paragraph  headed  "  The  Sale 
of  Poison  in  Sheep-dips"  in  the  Ayricvlturist  summarises 
the  findings  of  the  C.)mmittee,  while  the  Chronicle  prints 
the  recommendations  in  fu'l,  but  in  neither  is  there  a  vestige 
of  comment.

Xeoal  1Rcport0. 

High  Court  Cases. 

The  Kodak  Cases. 
A  Win  for  the  Plaintiffs. 
Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady,  sitting  in  the  King's  Bench 
Court,  gave  judgment  on  Wednesday  morning  in  the  actions 
Kodak  (Limited)  r.  London  Stereoscopic  Photographic  Com- 
pany (Limited)— Kodali  (Limited)  v.  Houghton  &,  Co. — Be 
Trade  Marks  of  Kodak  (Limited)  and  re  Patents  &c.  Acts, 
1883  to  1888,  the  last  being  a  motion  by  the  defendants  and 
the  European  Blair  Camera  Company  to  expunge  from  the 
register  certain  trade  marks  registered  by  Kodak  (Limited). 
The  hearing  of  the  evidence  and  counsel  occupied  his  Lord- 
ship eleven  days,  beginning  on  January  23  and  ending  on 
February  11.  Full  reports  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  January  31,  February  7,  February  14,  and 
February  21.  Mr  Fletcher  Moulton,  K  C,  F.R.S.,  was 
leading  counsel  for  Kodak  (Limited),  and  Mr.  K.  Neville, 
K.C.,  lor  the  defendants. 

On  Wednesday  morning  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady  read 
his  ju  Igment,  which  verbatim  would  occupy  three  pages  of 
the  C.  c')'  I).  It  is  unnecessary  to  give  it  all,  because  it  was 
largely  devoted  to  a  recital  of  the  evidence  (which  we  have 
already  printed),  bu'-.  his  Lordship's  deductions  from  it  are 
of  permanent  interest.  The  action,  he  said,  was  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants  from  infringing  the 
plaintiffs'  trade-marks  of  "  Kodak,"  '-Brownie,"  and  "  Bull's- 
eye,"  and  as  regards  Messrs.  Houghton  the  "  Panoram,"  and 
from  passing  olf  goods  as  the  goods  of  the  plaintiffs  by  the 
use  of  the  said  words  or  the  combinations  of  letters  used  as 
abbreviations  of  the  said  words.  He  related  the  circum- 
stances which  had  given  rise  to  these  proceedings — viz., 
Kodak  (Limited)  cutting  off  wholesalers  as  distributors  of 
their  goods,  which  he  described  as  to  origin  and  association 
of  the  names  of  the  various  cameras  with  the  films  to  fit 
them.  As  to  the  films,  he  found  that  every  roller  had  had 
stamped  upon  it  from  the  first  the  word  "Kodak,"  and  upon 
the  black  paper  enclosing  the  sensitive  film  there  had  been 
printed  in  v.'hit3  letters  the  name  of  the  particular  film.  The 
plaintiffs  did  not  dispute  that  anyons  might  make  and  sell 
films  of  suitable  size  and  wound  round  a  roll  suitable  for 
plaintiffs'  cameras,  and  might  properly  advertise  such  goods, 
but  not  in  such  a  manner  as  to  represent  or  lead  to  the 
belief  that  tlie  films  were  plaintiffs'  productions.  The 
defendants,  on  the  other  hand,  contended  that  the  expres- 
sions "Kodak  film,"  "Brownie  film,"  &;c.,  whatever  their 
original  s-iguification,  had  come  to  mean,  and  were  under- 
stood by  the  trade  and  the  public  to  mean,  simply 
films  of  any  kind  or  make,  so  long  only  as  they 
would  fit  the  particular  camera.  After  referring  to 
the  evidence  about  this,  his  Lordship  said  it  was 
necessary  to  consider  what  roll  films  were  in  the 
market  previous  to  the  dispute  between  the  parties.  The 
plaintiffs  introduced  non-stripping  roller  films  trom  America 
in  1887,  and  in  1890  erected  a  factory  at  Harrow  and  com- 
menced to  manufacture  them.  They  consisted  of  a  roll  of 
celluloid  coated  on  one  side  with  a  sensitive  emulsion.  The 
European  Blair  Company  next  introduced  roll  films  in  1893 
and  1894,  and  began  to  manufacture  in  the  latter  year.  They 
bought  and  imported  from  America  the  Bull's-eye  camera, 
and  iuanu''actured  films  suitable  for  use  in  it.  Messrs. 
AV'ellington  k.  Ward,  in  1899.  began  to  manufacture  gelatin 
roll  films,  but  did  not  manufacture  celluloid  films  till  after 
the  commencement  of  the^e  proceedings.  The  gelatin  was 
very  different  from  the  Kodak  film,  and  had  to  be  treated 
differently  before  and  after  development.  Sandell's 
"Cristoid  "  film  had  a  gelatin  and  not  a  celluloid  base,  and 
required  special  development  and  treatment.  There  was 
also  the  Thornton  roll  film,  introduced  about  August,  1900, 
which  required  dift'erent  treatment  from  tt  e  plaintiffs' 
celluloid  films.  There  was  also  the  "Secco"  film,  but  it 
speedily  came  to  grief,  and  never  did  any  substantial  trade. 
The  "  I5nsign  "  and  "  Planchon  "  were  not  introduced  till 
after  the  dispute  had  arisen.  The  Blair  film  was  the  only 
celluloid  film  other  than  the  plaintiffs'  on  the  market  pre- 
vious to  the  end  of  1901.  The  defendants,  in  opening  their 
cise,  contended  that  a  Kodak  film  did  not  necessarily  mean 


a  film  of  the  plaintiff's'  manufacture,  but  any  make  of  film 
for  use  in  a  Kodak  camera.  As  the  evidence  proceeded  it 
became  manifest  that  this  contention  could  not  be  supported. 
Witness  after  witness  called  by  the  defendants  described  the 
Kodak  film  as  meaning  a  film  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture. 
The  next  class  of  witnesses  for  the  defence  said  the  name 
referred  merely  to  size,  and  did  not  denote  films  of  the 
plaintiffs'  manufacture,  but  in  cross-examination  they 
admitted  that  when  asked  for  a  No.  1  F.P.K.,  for  instance, 
they  always  supplied  a  film  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture, 
and  never  any  other.  Very  little,  if  any,  weight  could  be 
attached  to  the  evidence  of  trade  witnesses,  whose  only 
personal  experience  in  the  trade,  with  regard  to  the  descrip- 
tions in  question,  had  been  of  the  words  used  in  the  sense 
intended  by  the  plaintiffs,  and  this  they  explained  after 
saying  their  understanding  of  the  meaning  of  the  expres- 
sion was  in  a  different  sense.  What  was  of  value 
was  their  experience  gained  in  the  course  of  their 
trade  of  the  meaning  attached  by  the  trade  and  the 
public  to  particular  expressions  ;  and  this  was  shown  by 
their  uniform  practice,  that  when  goods  had  been  ordered 
by  the  words  in  question  they  had  always  supplied  without 
question  the  goods  of  Kodak  (Limited),  and  no  others. 
Another  class  of  witnesses  was  called  by  the  defendants  to 
show  that  the  descriptions  in  question  conveyed  nothing  to 
their  minds,  and  they  always  immediately  asked  what  make 
of  films  was  required,  and  thus  prevented  the  possibility  of 
mistake.  Btill  anotlier  class  deposed  that  when  films  were 
ordered,  although  by  these  names,  they  considered  them- 
selves at  liberty  to  supply  films  of  any  make,  so  long  only 
as  the  size  of  the  film  would  fit  the  camera.  It  was  quite  idle 
to  expect  him  to  believe  that  persons  who  had  recently 
taken  up  photography  and  had  bought  the  plaintiffs'  Kodaks 
and  films,  and  wished  to  obtain  fresh  spools  for  their 
Cameras,  were  indifferent  as  to  the  films  supplied  to  them. 
The  evidence  showed  that  it  was  the  common  practice  for 
persons  to  take  their  cameras  to  be  re-loaded,  and  did  not 
actually  see  the  rolls  and  films  inserted,  and  it  was  evident 
tliat  it  was  of  importance  to  them  to  know  what  their  camera 
contained;  anda  person  who  knewanything  whateverof  photo- 
graphy would  not  be  content  to  obtain  merely  any  film,  so 
long  only  as  the  size  suited.  Dealing  with  the  evidence  as  a 
whole,  he  was  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  plaintiffs  had 
estiblished  that  the  descriptions  and  letters  in  question 
meant  the  plaintiff's'  films  and  no  others,  and  that  the 
defendants  had  wholly  failed  to  establish  that  the  same 
descriptions  and  letters  referred  to  size  only,  irrespective  of 
origin.  The  preponderance  of  evidence  in  favour  of  the 
plaintiff's'  contention  was  overwhelming.  Indeed,  he  was 
not  aware  that  the  defendants  had  been  able  to  prove  any 
order  for  films  where  films  other  than  the  plaintiffs'  were 
intended  by  the  letters  and  descriptions  in  question.  The 
defendants  had  adduced  evidence  to  show  that  the  word 
"  Kodak  "  and  the  other  words  and  abbreviations  had  been 
applied  by  other  manufacturers  to  albums  and  mounts 
without  complaint  from  the  plaintiffs,  but  that  did  not 
justify  the  extension  of  the  user  to  films.  The  injunction 
as  asked  must  be  granted,  unless  the  applicants  succeeded 
on  their  motion  to  rectify  the  trade-mark  register.  With 
regard  to  "  Panoram,''  the  word  was  obviously  descriptive  in 
its  application  to  cameras  and  films,  and  it  had  been  con- 
ceded that  it  could  not  be  defended  as  a  trade-mark.  The 
order  as  asked  must  therefore  be  made  as  regarded  that 
word  in  both  the  classes  in  which  it  was  registered.  With 
regard  to  the  word  '•  Kodak,"  two  reasons  had  been  urged 
for  its  removal — first,  that  it  was  descriptive  of  the 
article,  and  in  its  application  to  films  was  also 
descriptive,  meaning  films  for  use  in  such  a  camera  ;  and, 
secondly,  that,  as  applied  to  films,  it  was  not  an 
invenced  word  within  the  meaning  of  the  Trade  Marks  Act, 
having  been  invented  three  years  before  it  was  registered  for 
films.  He  had  asked  counsel  to  say  what  article  the  word 
described,  and  what  kind  of  hand-camera  it  was  descriptive 
ot ;  but  be  was  not  successful  in  obtaining  any  answer,  the 
truth  being  that  it  was  not  descriptive  of  any  hand-camera 
of  a  particular  kind.  The  word  was  invented  by  Mr.  East- 
man, and  had  been  applied  to  such  hand-cameras  as  they 
chose  to  apply  it  to.  The  various  cameras  called  "  Kodaks" 
had  no  element  in  common  that  was  not  also  common  to 
every  hand-camera.  Some  attempt  had  been  made  to  show 
that  the  public  frequently  applied  the  word  "Kodak  '  to  any 
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hand-camera,  and  used  the  word  "kodaking"'  as  meaning 
the  taking  of  snap-shots.  But  the  fact  that  some  persons 
ignorantly  or  carelessly  called  some  camera  a  Kodak  which 
was  not  a  Kodak  could  not  affect  the  legal  rights  of  the 
parties.  No  camera  had  ever  been  sold  or  advertised  as  a 
Kodak  which  was  not  supplied  by  the  plaintiffs,  and  it 
would  certainly  be  wrong  and  perhaps  fraudulent  to  do  so. 
It  was  Urged  that  the  word  was  first  used  for  cameras  in 
1888,  and  not  registered  for  films  until  March,  1891,  and  was 
not  at  the  latter  date  a  newly  invented  word.  The  plaintiffs, 
however,  sold  films  for  their  roll-film  cameras  as  early  as 
the  cameras  themselves  were  put  upon  the  market. 
Kegistration  was  a  condition  precedent  to  suing,  but 
if  the  word  was  newly  invented  when  adopted  the  mark  did 
not  become  invalidated  because  of  an  interval  between  its 
first  user  and  its  registration.  Even  if  the  word  as  applied 
to  films  was  to  some  extent  descriptive,  and  had  some  refer- 
ence to  the  character  or  quality  of  the  films,  it  would  not  be 
an  objection  to  the  validity  of  the  trade-mark;  but  it  had  no 
such  reference,  and  merely  indicated  origin.  The  conten- 
tion that  when  the  mark  was  registered  anyone  was  at  liberty 
to  apply  it  to  the  films  could  not  be  supported.  It  followed 
that  the  other  names  in  question  could  not  be  expunged. 
The  motion  therefore  failed,  except  as  regarded  the  word 
"  Panoram."  The  defendants  must  pay  the  costs  of  the 
action  and  the  motion,  but  he  would  make  an  allowance  of 
20Z.  in  respect  of  having  succeeded  on  the  motion  so  far  as 
regarded  the  word  "  Panoram." 

His  Lordship  refused  a  stay  of  execution. 

The  Willow-baek  Litigatiox, 

Parties  appeared  before  Lord  Kyllachy  in  the  Court  of 
Session,  Edinburgh,  on  March  3,  in  the  action  by  Macfarlan 
&  Co.,  Abbeyhill  Chemical  Works,  Edinburgh,  against' 
Schiltz  &  Co.,  willow-growers,  Antwerp.  Mr.  Crabb  Watt, 
defenders'  counsel,  stated  that,  since  they  had  been  before 
the  Court,  they  had  endeavoured  to  settle  the  wliole  matter, 
but  had  been  unsuccessful.  His  Lordship's  interlocutor  in 
the  first  case  had  been  reclaimed,  and  he  had  no  doubt  his 
friend  would  ask,  seeing  they  had  refused  to  sist  a  man- 
datory, for  decree  in  terms  of  the  conclusions  of  the 
summons.  That,  he  thought,  would  be  an  unfair  motion  to 
grant.  Subsequently  Mr.  Blackburn  (for  the  plaintiffs) 
moved  that,  as  the  defender  had  failed  to  sist  a  mandatory 
within  the  time  allowed,  decree  should  be  granted  in  favour 
of  his  clients  in  terms  of  the  conclusions  of  the  summons. 
Lord  Kyllachy  said  he  had  read  the  correspondence  which 
had  passed  between  parties  as  to  a  settlement  of  the  case, 
and  Mr.  Blackburn's  clients  must  be  much  more  confident  of 
their  case  than  he  was.  He  strongly  advised  them  to  con- 
sider as  to  a  settlement  pending  the  appeal.  He  had  had 
great  difliculty  in  coming  to  a  decision,  not  only  on  the 
merits  of  the  case,  but  also  on  the  question  of  non-timeous 
rejection  of  the  cargo.  Pending  the  appeal,  he  would  sist 
the  second  case. 

Dentists  Act. 

An  Unregistered  Practiiioner. 

At  Newton-le- Willows  Police  Court  on  Thursday,  Febru- 
ary 26,  Frederick  Taylor,  90  Market  Street,  Earlestown,  was 
charged  with  practising  dentistry  under  the  title  of  a 
qualified  practitioner  on  February  10  and  12.  Mr.  Turner, 
barrister,  London,  prosecuted,  and  Mr.  Ridley  defended. 

Mr.  Turner  stated  that  a  private-inquiry  agent  of  the 
British  Dental  Association  called  at  defendant's  place  and 
said  he  wanted  some  teeth,  but  did  not  want  his  mouth 
tampered  with.  He  asked  defendant  if  he  was  a  qualified 
dentist  and  he  replied  that  he  was  on  the  register,  and 
produced  a  piece  of  parchment  with  a  seal.  The  agent  saw 
that  it  was  issued  by  the  General  Medical  Council. 
Though  he  (Mr.  Turner)  was  not  going  to  charge  the  defen- 
dant with  fraud,  the  case  almost  amounted  to  fraudulent 
impersonation. 

■Thomas  Words,  private-inquiry  agent  to  the  Dental  Asso- 
ciation, corroborated,  and  Dr.  Latham  and  Mr.  Beauman, 
solicitor,  London,  also  gave  evidence  in  support  of  the  pro- 
secution. 

Mr.  Riley,  for  the  defence,  said  that  defendant  was  in 
practice  as  a  dentist  before  the  Dentists  Act  was  passed,  and 


could  then  have  been  placed  on  the  register  without  under- 
going an  examination  had  he  not  neglected  to  take  the 
opportunity  afforded.  Since  then,  however,  defendant  had 
taken  two  years'  studies  at  Owens  College,  Manchester,  had 
been  articled  three  years  to  a  dentist,  and  would  have  sat  for 
examination  but  for  domestic  and  pecuniary  troubles.  The 
Medical  Council  had  exempted  him  from  the  Preliminary 
examination. 

The  Magistrate  fined  defendant  5/.,  including  costs,  in  one 
case,  and  the  other  was  withdrawn. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Refusing  to  Obey. 

At  the  Brighton  County  Court  on  February  27  James  Shilton, 
chemist  and  druggist,  20  Dean  Street,  Brighton,  brought  an 
action  against  the  Sussex  Drug  Company  to  recover  91.  15s., 
being  a  month's  salary  in  lieu  of  notice.  The  plaintiff  said 
that  four  years  ago  he  was  engaged  to  manage  the  defendant 
company's  Worthing  branch,  but  instead  of  sending  him  there 
they  kept  him  at  Brighton,  and  he  was  in  turns  at  Church 
Road,  Hove,  then  at  Kemp  Town,  and  then  at  St.  James' 
Street,  Brighton.  Towards  the  end  of  last  year  he  gave 
notice  of  his  intention  to  leave.  Soon  after  this  Mr.  Dusart, 
the  managing  director,  asked  him  to  leave  the  St.  James' 
Street  establishment  and  go  to  Queen's  Road.  Plaintiff 
objected  on  the  ground  that  he  did  not  like  to  take  the 
responsibility.  Mr.  Dusai't  persisted,  and,  plaintiff  refusing 
to  obey,  a  police- constable  was  called  in  and  plaintiff'  was 
ordered  out  of  the  shop.  Judge  Martineau  held  that  there 
was  no  excuse  for  plaintiff  refusing  to  obey  the  managing 
director,  and  gave  judgment  for  the  defendants. 

A  Shop-fitting  Dispute. 

At  Ramsgate  Count}'  Court  on  February  26,  Mr.  H.  W. 
Scobell,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Queen  Street,  Ramsgate, 
was  sued  by  Mr.  A.  W.  Larkin  for  IZl.  Is.  9d.  for  shop- 
fittings.  The  evidence  showed  that  Mr.  Scobell,  who 
recently  took  over  the  business  of  Mr.  Gadd,  employed 
plaintiff's  late  father  to  carry  out  certain  alterations.  After 
a  portion  of  the  work  had  been  done  defendant  altered  his 
mind,  and  the  work  had  to  be  carried  out  again.  Defen- 
dant, who  paid  lOZ.  9.'<.  Id.  into  court,  alleged  that  the 
plaintift"s  men  dawdled  over  the  work.  He  had  obtained 
estimates  from  other  shop-fitters,  and,  having  struck  an 
average,  contended  that  the  amount  paid  into  court  was 
sufficient.  Ultimately  judgment  was  given  for  the  plaintiff 
for  111.  14s.  Id.  and  costs.

Society  of  Public  Analysts. — At  the  meeting  held  on  Wed- 
nesday, March  4,  Mr.  Otto  Heliner  read  a  note  on  adulterated 
beeswax.  Samples  of  wax  submitted  to  him  from  Jamaica  and 
from  Syria  contained  a  considerable  quantity  of  flour,  amounting 
in  one  case  to  38  per  cent.  Another  paper  by  Mr.  Hehner  was  on 
the  solution  of  certain  mineral  salts  in  ether.  He  finds  that  when 
nitrate  of  bismuth  and  other  metallic  nitrates  are  shaken  with 
ether  in  neutral  solution,  none  of  the  metallic  nitrate  dissolves  in 
the  ether.  If,  however,  strong  nitric  acid  be  added,  in  certaux 
cases  the  ether  dissolves  some  of  the  nitrate,  tlie  quantity  increas- 
ing with  increase  of  nitric  acid.  The  result  is  obtained  with  the 
nitrates  of  cerium,  bismuth,  lead,  zinc,  uranium,  and  silver,  and  tO' 
a  slight  extent  with  copper  also,  but  not  with  nickel  or  cobalt.  If 
the  ethereal  solution  be  separated  and  sulphuric  acid  added,  the 
metal  is  taken  out  of  the  ether,  but  if  it  is  attempted  to  evaporate 
the  ether  from  the  metallic  nitrate  at  a  certain  concentration  an 
expksion  takes  place.

The  Poisons  Committee's  Report. 

Sir, — Now  that  tlie  full  report  of  the  Poisons  Committee 
has  been  made  known  and  discussed,  I  trust  that  chemists 
generally,  whether  interested  in  the  agricultural  trade  or 
Eot,  will  prepare  to  make  a  very  firm  stand  against  the 
•efforts  of  Messrs.  Cross,  Leggett  &  Co.  to  have  the  present 
Poisons  Act  amended  so  as  to  make  it  possible  for  almost 
anyone  to  deal  in  poisons.  As  an  old  lomm,  I  can  safely  say 
there  is  no  necessity  whatever  for  .such  an  amendment.  I 
always  found  the  agricultural  and  horticultural  trade  well 
catered  for  as  to  price  and  quality  and  convenience,  and 
I  consider  it  only  jealous  humbug  on  the  part  of  those 
.gentlemen  to  argue  otherwise.  Personally  I  should  very 
much  like  to  be  a  dentist,  or  a  doctor,  or  a  lawyer,  or 
perhaps  even  to  be  able  to  put  F.R.S.  after  my  name,  but, 
unfortunately,  I  have  not  qualified  as  such,  so  am  content 
to  be  a  chemist ;  and  I  suppose  it  is  the  same  with  Messrs. 
Cross,  Leggett  &  Co.,  they  wish  to  be,  or  do  the  same  as  a 
chemist,  but  have  either  not  got  the  ability  or  will  not  go  to 
the  trouble  and  expense  of  qualifying.  When  I  qualified  I 
did  so  on  the  understanding  that  the  qualification  carried 
with  it  the  small  privileges  that  we  now  have,  and  I  hope  that 
those  gentlemen  who  are  now  doing  their  best  to  break 
down  those  privileges  will  be  given  to  understand  in  a  forcible 
manner  that  the  only  route  to  the  highroad  of  poisons  is 
<i3id  Bloomsbury  Square.

Revision  of  the  Poisons  Schedule  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
of  Great  Britain  by  Committee  appointed  by  Privj- 
Council. 

Dear  Sir, — At  a  meeting  of  the  Drug  Club  held  at  the  Camion 
Gtreet  Hotel  on  Tuesday,  December  10,  the  above  subject  wag 
under  discussion. 

The  general  feeling  of  the  members  present  was  that,  notwith- 
standing that  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  gives  practically  complete 
exemption  from  complying  with  its  various  provisions  to  whole- 
sale traders,  the  matter  was  of  such  vital  importance  to  pharmacists 
that  the  wholesale  trade  should  do  all  in  its  power  to  support  the 
retail. 

I  was  instructed  by  a  committee  to  whom  the  matter  was 
rffenel  tj  communicate  with  you  on  the  subject,  and  also  to  say 
ihat  the  President  of  the  Drug  Club  (J.  J.  Evans,  Esq.)  and  myself 
-would  be  prepared  at  any  time  to  give  such  independent  evidence 


as  might  be  of  service  for  the  protection  of  those  registered  under 
the  Pharmac}'  Act. 

I  may  add  that  the  members  of  the  Drug  Club  (numbering  about 
fifty)  consist  of  the  leading  partners  or  directors  of  the  various 
wholesale  drug  concerns  in  England.

Monthly  Accounts. 

Sir, — I  am  sorry  that  "An  Ordinary  Retailer"  has  again 
found  it  necessary  to  bring  forward  his  grievance  concerning 
belated  monthly  statements,  and  unle-s  the  matter  can  now 
be  disposed  of  effectually  it  is  likely  to  become  an  annual 
institution,  reappearing  with  the  regularity  of  the  trip  to  the 
seaside,  or  the  visit  of  the  income-tax  collector.  Like  your 
correspondent,  I  am  "  an  ordinary  retail  druggist  working 
single-handed,"  and  I  beg  to  submit  for  his  consideration 
the  following  system  of  dealing  with  these  accounts  which 
I  find  convenient.  Post  invoices  up  weekly ;  and  after  doing 
this  the  first  time  in  a  new  month,  transfer  the  amounts  to 
be  jjaid  to  a  small  book  in  which  a  page  is  given  up  to  each 
month.  The  heading  may  be,  for  instance,  "Amounts  to 
Pay,  March,  1903."  AVhere  remittances  are  made  to  the 
same  houses  month  after  month  the  names  may  be  written 
up  for  several  months  in  advance,  leaving  the  amounts  only 
to  fill  in ;  and  rent,  lighting,  and  other  regular  charges 
be  entered  under  the  headings  where  they  become  due.  On 
the  receipt  of  advice  of  a  traveller  who  will  have  to  be  paid, 
the  amount  of  his  account  can  be  taken  from  the  ledger  and 
noted  in  this  book,  which  will  show  at  any  time  the  calls 
that  are  about  to  be  made  upon  the  exchequer.  When 
wishing  to  reduce  the  liability  to  the  wholesale  houses  (and 
at  the  same  time  the  balance  at  the  bank),  say  about  the 
10th  of  the  month,  the  whole  of  the  monthly  payments  may 
be  made  ;  for  if  any  house  has  not  performed  that  act  of 
grace — sending  a  statement — the  retailer  can  easily  make 
one  out  of  his  own  account  form. 

I  believe  if  chemists  were  a  little  more  lavish  and  metho- 
dical in  their  book-keeping  the  giievance  in  question  would 
cease  to  exist.  I  know  a  chemist  whose  stock  of  books  is 
practically  limited  to  prescription-book,  want-book,  and  a 
third,  which  does  duty  as  day-book  and  ledger  combined. 
Who  does  not  know  the  establishment  where  invoices, 
circulars,  and  price-lists  are  piled  up  on  the  counter  in  one 
grand  heap  of  confusion  till  there  is  scarcely  room  for  any- 
thing else '.'  There  they  rest  till  the  advent  of  So-and-so's 
representative,  when  the  search  for  So-and-so's  invoices 
begins,  the  traveller  in  the  meantime  having  been  requested 
to  call  again. 

The  average  chemist's  apprentices  or  assistants  have  few 
opportunities  for  becoming  acquainted  with  good,  sound, 
ail-round  counting-house  methods,  and  are  consequently 
handicapped  when  commencing  business  on  their  own 
account.  When  our  services  are  no  longer  required  as  dis- 
tributors of  poisons,  such  commercial  aids  as  book-keeping 
may,  perhaps,  be  included  in  the  "  Minor  "  and  be  taught  in 
the  pharmaceutical  schools. 

I  am  aware  that  our  respected  "Xrayser"  has  shown  his 
sympathy  for  "  An  Ordinary  Retailer,"  and  I  tremble  for  the 
consequences  of  my  audacity ;  still,  I  hold  that  the  retail- 
chemist  ought  to  keep  his  account  against  the  wholesale 
house  with  not  less  regularity  and  exactitude  than  the 
wholesaler  on  his  side  does  against  the  retailer.  The  rest  is 
easy.

Sir, — Some  little  time  ago  I  was  troubled  with  the 
dilatory  and  unsatisfactory  manner  in  which  wholesale 
houses  rendered  their  statements.    I  have  known,  on  more 
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than  one  occasion,  statements  to  arrive  on  the  20th,  and 
marked  to  be  paid  by  the  15  th  of  the  same  month  or  dis- 
count woiild  not  be  allowed.  Now  all  this  is  changed,  and 
my  monthly  statements  come  in  in  a  regular  and  methodical 
manner.  My  remedy  was  this  :  I  wrote  to  each  wholesale 
house  stating  that  all  my  monthly  accounts  were  paid  by  the 
15th  of  each  month.  I  should,  therefore,  expect  the  state- 
ment not  later  than  the  10th  of  each  month,  and  any  state- 
ment arriving  after  that  time  would  be  carried  over  to  the 
following  month,  and  I  should,  at  the  same  time,  claim  the 
full  discount,  I  further  stated  that  if  they  did  not  agree  to 
this  they  were  to  let  me  know.    They  all  agreed.

Stores  and  Assistants. 

Sin, — I  have  noticed  a  lot  of  correspondence  in  the  pages 
lately  of  your  valuable  journal  about  qualified  assistants 
goirg  to  the  limited  drug-stores,  and  they  say  the  reason  is 


that  they  can  get  more  wages  and  also  shorter  hours  than 
with  a  respectable  chemist,  and  are  satisfied  at  21.  \Qi.  or 
3?.  a  week.  I  am  surprised  that  qualified  men  have  not  a 
higher  ambition  than  this.  They  have  to  serve  an  appren- 
ticeship to  the  trade,  then  go  to  college,  and  then  pass  a 
stiff  examination,  and  after  that  they  are  quite  willing  to 
sell  themselves  to  a  drug-store  for  this  paltry  amount,  and 
have  no  idea  of  ever  being  their  own  master  and  having  a 
shop  of  their  own.  Then  they  turn  round  and  tell  you  that 
the  ordinary  chemist  in  business  cannot  pay  them  the  same 
wages  as  the  stores.  Perhaps  that  is  the  case.  But  who  is 
to  blame  ?  It  is  the  qualified  men  themselves.  Let  all  the 
qualified  men  leave  these  limited  drug-stores,  and  then  see  what 
would  happen.  But  as  long  as  qualified  assistants  have  no 
higher  ambition  than  being  a  servant  to  a  limited  drug-store, 
I  cannot  see  where  the  success  in  the  future  will  be  of  our 
Respectable  Chemist's  Shop.  (232/62.) 

Sir, — I  do  not  know  who  "  Last  Straw  "  is,  but  he  is 
certainly  not  very  good  at  figures,  beyond  figure  1.  May  I 
tell  him  that  unless  a  business  of  1,00D.'.  a  year  is  composed 
chiefly  of  dispensing,  it  should  not  require  any  assistance 
beyond  the  principal ;  that  if  it  is  a  dispensing  business  the 
net  profits  are  very  considerably  over  200Z. ;  that  a  good 
salary  should  be  paid  to  the  one  who  does  the  work,  and  that 
assistants  do  not  seek  "  the  pleasure  "  of  living  out,  but  the 
right  to  do  so.  Whatever  the  present  average  salary  paid 
to  assistants  is,  it  certainly  is  very  much  leis  than  should  be 
paid  for  the  responsibility  alone.  They  do  not  ask  for  the 
moon,  but  for  proper  remuneration.

Ipecacuanha  Valuation. 

Sir, — So  far  as  I  comprehend  the  somewhat  inconsistent 
communication  on  this  subject  at  page  319  of  last  week's 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  the  gist  of  it  is  that  Mr.  John 
Barclay  failed  in  applying  "  our  knowledge  of  the  alkaloids 
contained  in  this  drug"  for  analytical  purposes.  In  that 
respect  Mr.  Barclay's  experience  is  exceptional,  and  in 
contrast  to  that  of  chemists  who  have  given  attention  to  the 
subject ;  moreover,  the  opinion  he  has  expressed  that  "  there 
is  not  at  present  any  thoroughly  satisfactory  method  "... 
for  '-the  separation  and  determination"  of  ipecacuanha 
alkaloids  does  not  receive  support,  as  he  suggests,  from  the 
official  direction  that  the  therapeutic  valuation  of 
ipecacuanha  preparations  should  be  conducted  on  the  basis 
of  total  alkaloids.  Tbat  official  direction  ignored  the  physio- 
logical and  chemical  knowledge  that  was  available  at  the 
time,  and  while  the  course  unhappily  taken  by  the  Pharma- 
copoeia authorities  in  regard  to  preparations  so  reminiscent 
of  a  bygone  era  as  those  of  ipecacuanha  m'ght  have 
afi'orded  some  reason  for  denying  official  recognition  to  the 
Columbian  drug,  it  was  less  indicative  of  scientific  progress 
than  of  an  obsolete  conservatism,  akin  to  adopting  old-world 
terms  as  modern  synonyms  of  things  they  were  never  meant 
to  represent.  While  writing  on  this  subject,  I  take  the 
opportunity  of  referring  to  a  very  misleading  statement  in 
the  note  on  ''Ipecacuanha"  appearing  at  page  288  of  the 
C.  ^-  JJ.  as  a  translation  from  the  Apotheltcr  Zcitimg,  where 
the  superiority  of  cephaeline  over  emetine  as  an  emetic  is 
correctly  referred  to,  but  possibly  by  some  transposition  of 
words  in  the  original,  cephaeline  is  also  stated  to  be  pre- 
ferable to  emetine  as  an  internal  expectorant,  and  that  "an 
extract  from  Cartagena  root  is  a  much  more  active  expec- 
torant than  an  extract  from  Rio  root,  since  the  former  con- 
tains 1-25  per  cent,  cephaeline  and  the  latter  only  0  52  per 
cent."  I  do  not  question  the  verbal  accuracy  of  the  trans- 
lation in  your  journal,  but  the  statement  as  to  the  relative 
action  of  the  alkaloids  as  expectorants  is  contrary  to  fact — 
emetine  is  the  better  expectorant,  partly  perhaps  because  it- 
is  less  emetic  than  cephaeline.

BUSINESS  on  the  drug  and  chemical  markets  keeps  on  the 
quiet  side,  although  prices  are  steady  generally,  with 
several  leading  articles  moving  upwards.  Citric  and  tartaric 
acids  are  dearer,  and  still  higher  prices  are  expected ;  cream 
of  tartar  is  firm.  Tlie  slight  advance  in  official  quinine  last 
week  proved  a  disappointment  to  the  second-hand  market, 
and  the  demand  at  the  improved  prices  which  immediately 
followed  the  advance  has  subsided,  prices  being  a  shade 
weaker  at  the  close.  The  feeling  among  makers  is  towards 
a  further  advance.  Opium  remains  firm,  but  quiet. 
Salicylates  have  been  reduced,  and  prices  are  now  extremely 
low.  In  essential  oils,  bergamot  and  orange  are  higher, 
lemon  being  unchanged.  Prospects  for  the  cod-liver  oil 
fishery  have  somewhat  improved,  but  the  principal  agents 
are  still  without  offers  of  new.  An  auction  of  "new  and 
old "  drugs  was  held  to-day,  and  the  following  are  the

Heavy  Chemical?. 


There  is  a  continued  fair  demand  both  for  home  and  export  in 
the  heavy -chemical  market,  although  it  is,  perhaps,  scarcely  so 
brisk  as  during  the  previous  few  weeks.  There  are  indications, 
however,  that  this  decline  is  only  of  a  temporary  nature,  and  the 
outlook  for  March  business  is  of  a  fairly  satisfactory  character. 
The  large  home  consumers,  such  as  papermakers,  dyers,  calico- 
printers,  &c.,  are  all  fairly  well  engaged,  and  are  getting  through 
average  consumptions.  Values  all  lound  may  be  described  as  firm, 
well  maintained,  and  likely  to  continue  so. 

Alkali  Pboduce. — Main  products  are  moving  well,  and  this 
especially  applies  to  caustic  soda,  ammonia  alkali,  and  soda 
crystals.  Bleachiug-powder  is  a  trifle  quiet.  Chlorates,  prussiates, 
and  salt^ake  dull.

West  Indian  Kola. 

The  January  bulletin  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Jama'ca,  states  that  imjuiries  made  iu  well-informed  sources  with 
regard  to  the  loiv  range  of  prices  for  kola,  show  that  the  chief 
cause  of  the  decline  is  the  fact  that  France  (formerly  a  large 
buyer  in  London)  now  imports  direct  from  Africa.  Another  fact 
is  that  kola  has  not  "caught  on"  either  in  Great  Britain  or  the 
U.S.A.  to  the  same  extent  as  in  France.  It  is  stated  that  the 
larger  proportion  of  the  kola  received  from  Jamaica  is  mouldy,  so 
that  it  is  necessary  to  impress  upon  shippers  from  Jamaica  the 
fact  that  kola  should  be  prepared  in  such  a  way  that  it  arrives  in 
London  absolutely  sound.  At  the  present  time  good  sound  West 
Indian  nuts  are  very  scarce  in  London,  and  up  to  5(7.  per  lb.  would 
probably  be  paid  for  them. 

American  Barium  Oxide. 

The  dissolution  of  the  United  Barium  Company,  of  Niagara 
Falls,  N.Y.,  is  announced.  Its  liabilities  are  given  as  §121,039, 
while  the  assets  are  §91,249  ;  the  plant  is  valued  at  $75,000,  and 
the  company's  capital  stock  is  §150,000.  This  company  was 
formed  a  few  years  ago  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  barium 
oxide  by  an  electrolytic  process  at  a  smaller  cost  than  the  article 
could  be  imported  from  Germany.  The  product,  as  marketed,  was 
called  hydrated  crystal  barium  oxide,  and  is  used  chiefly  by  the 
beet-sugar  industry  to  remove  the  sugar  from  molasses.  In 
Germany  this  chemical  has  a  large  sale,  but  in  the  United  States, 
apparently,  the  beet  sugar  industry  being  smaller,  has  not  proved 
profitable  to  the  United  States  Barium  Company. 

American  Hop  Outlool^. 

Hop-growers  in  Washington  believe  that  the  biggest  crop  in  the 
history  of  the  industry  in  the  State  will  be  raised  during  tha 
coming  summer.  Hops  have  not  been  as  high  for  twelve  years  as 
the  price,  26c.  per  lb.,  says  the  Seattle  Post  Intelligeucer.  This 
strong  demand  is  the  prime  cause  for  the  increa3ed  acreage  that 
will  be  raised,  and  another  cause  is  the  general  expansion  of  the 
industrial  and  agricultural  resources  of  the  States.  An  interesting 
table,  the  material  for  which  was  gathered  from  the  statittical 
reports  of  hop-crops  raised  during  a  long  term  of  years  in  the  big 
hop-growing  districts  of  the  world,  gives  the  average  yield  in 
pounds  per  acre  in  hop-growing  countries  of  the  world  as  follows  : 
Germany,  500;  England,  900;  New  York  State,  700;  Oregon, 
1,000  ;  Washington,  1,200.  Crops  running  2,000  lbs.  to  the  acre 
have  been  raised  in  Washington.  The  highest  yields  in  Germany 
are  8C0  Iba. ;  in  England,  1,000;  in  New  York,  1,500.

CJINCE  the  publication  of  our  note  in  this  journal 
(January  17,  1903)  on  adulterated  citronella  oil,  about  a 
hundred  further  samples  of  oil  of  similar  character  have 
been  submitted  to  us  for  examination,  from  which  it  is 
■evident  that  the  market  is  now  flooded  with  the  sophisticated 
product.  We  have  therefore  considered  it  necessary  to 
•examine  a  number  of  samples  of  pure  oil,  in  order  to  suggest 
a  standard  which  can,  if  necessary,  be  used  as  a  guarantee 
of  purity,  in  place  of  the  hitherto  useful  "  Schimmel's 
test."  At  the  conclusion  of  our  previous  note  we  said  :  "  Our 
experiments  tend  to  show,  unfortunately,  that  a  citronella 
•oil  mixed  with  small  proportions  of  well-puiified  resin-spirit 
may  comply  with  what  is  known  commercially  as  '  Schim- 
mel's test.'  "  We  have  examined  a  number  of  oils  from  this 
point  of  view,  and  And  that  great  variation  in  this  respect 
is  to  be  noted.  Some  oils  when  mixed  with  5  per  cent,  of 
resin-spirit  will  not  dissolve  to  a  clear  solution  in  10  volumes 
•of  80-per-cent.  alcohol,  whilst  we  have  found  occasional 
■samples  to  which  as  much  as  20  per  cent,  may  be  added 
without  interfering  with  Schimmel's  test.  Although  it  is 
c'.ear  that  all  pure  oils  should  jiass  this  test,  which  has  for 
years  served  as  a  standard  of  purity  for  citronella  oil,  the 
fact  that  some  impure  oils  are  now  clearly  shown  to  also 
pass  the  test  renders  it  imperative  that  a  fresh  standard 
should  be  adopted  for  pure  oils. 

We  have  found,  as  was  indicated  in  our  previous  note,  that 
an  examination  of  the  first  10  per  cent,  distilled  from  the 
oil  under  a  reduced  pressure  of  20  to  40  m.m.  will  give 
sufficient  information  to  ensure  the  purity  of  the  sample, 
and  this  examination,  together  with  the  solubility  of  the 
original  oil  in  10  volumes  of  80-per-cent.  alcohol,  are  together 
sufficient  to  detect  all  probable  adulterations.  The  physical 
characters  of  the  first  10  per  cent.,  distilled  under  reduced 
pressure,  which  should  be  determined  are  (1)  solubility 
in  80-per-cent.  alcohol,  (2)  specific  gravity,  (3)  rotation, 
(4)  refractive  index. 

We  make  a  few  remarks  on  the  raison  d'etre  of  these  tests, 
and  summarise  the  results  of  our  examinations  of  the  pure 
and  adulterated  samples  in  a  table. 

(1)  Solubility  in  ZQ-pcr-cent.  Alcohol. — Although  we  find 
that  the  first  10  per  cent.,  distilled  from  most  pure  citronella 
oils,  is  soluble  in  10  volumes  of  80-per-cent.  alcohol  (yide 
Schimmel's  report,  October,  1899,  page  17),  this  solubility  is 
not  constant  in  character,  some  samples  dissolving  in  3  or 
4  volumes,  others  only  in  8  to  10.  When  the  varying  solu- 
bility of  the  original  oil  is  taken  into  account,  together  with 
the  fact  that  the  terpenes  present  are  not  constant  in 
quantity,  such  variations  are  to  be  expected.  Whilst,  there- 
fore, the  first  10  per  cent,  is  usually  soluble — and  its 
behaviour  in  this  respect  will  afford  considerable  information 
to  the  practised  observer — we  do  not  think  it  advisable  to 
insist  on  this  perfect  solubility  until  a  much  larger  number 
of  samples  have  been  examined. 

(2)  Specific  Gravity. — This  figure  is  of  extreme  importance. 
If  a  high  gravity  petroleum  or  turpentine  were  used  to 
adulterate  citronella  oil,  the  great  interference  with  the 
solubility  of  the  original  oil  would  at  once  disclose  such 
sophistication,  although  the  sp.  gr.  of  the  first  distillate 
would  not  be  appreciably  affected.    But  the  new  kind  of 


adulterant  now  being  so  freely  used  (whether  it  be  resin- 
spirit  or  a  mixture  of  this  with  purified  petroleum-spirit) 
has  not  only  a  much  lower  sp.  gr.  than  the  terpenes  of 
citronella  oil  (which  comprise  the  chief  portion  of  tha  first 
10  per  cent,  of  pure  oils),  but  consists  of  a  mixture  of  hydro- 
carbons, the  lowest  members  of  which  have  much  lower 
specific  gravities.  Hence  small  quantities  of  such  adulte- 
rants, even  as  little  as  5  percent.,  are  shown  by  the  low  sp.  gr. 
of  the  distillate.  Fi-om  several  samples  of  these  light  resin 
and  petroleum  spirits  we  have  isolated  portions  with  a  sp. 
gr.  of  0  805  to  0'810,  and  by  mixing  even  5  per  cent,  with 
pure  citronella  oil,  we  find  that  a  very  large  proportion  of 
this  5  per  cent,  appears  in  the  first  distillate.  With  pure 
oils  we  have  not  found  a  lower  sp.  gr.  for  the  first  10  per 
cent,  distilled  than  0  860.  Umney  and  Swinton  {Pliarm. 
Journal,  iv,  59,  page  133)  found  0  859  for  the  sp.  gr.  of  the 
lowest  fractions  obtained  from  pure  oils.  Bufj  to  ensure 
sulfi-cient  latitude  for  possible  abnormal  oils  we  suggest  a 
minimum  of  0  858.  An  examination  of  the  table  below  will 
show  that  small  quantities  of  adulterant  will  cause  this 
figure  to  be  materially  reduced. 

(3)  Ojitlcal  Rotation. — In  every  case  the  optical  rotation 
of  the  fir;^t  10  per  cent,  distilled  from  a  pure  oil  is  found  to 
be  considerably  reduced  by  the  addition  to  the  oil  of  even 
small  quantities  of  resin-spirit.  But  we  find  that  the 
normal  variation  for  pure  oils  is  as  wide  as  for  the  original 
oils — indeed,  the  variation  is  wider,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
table  below — so  that  no  information  can  be  gathered  from 
this  figure  alone. 

(4)  Refractive  Index. — The  determination  of  the  refractive 
index  of  the  first  10  per  cent,  of  distillate  is  of  the  greatest 
importance,  and  no  adulterated  sample  of  this  type  can 
escape  this  test.  It  is  well  established  that  the  earlier  frac- 
tions of  citronella  oil  consist  in  the  main  of  terpenes.  These 
bodies  have  uniformly  high  refractive  indices,  whereas  the 
converse  holds  good  for  the  hydrocarbons  found  in  resin  or 
petroleum  spirits.  It  is  only  when  an  oil  is  excessively  rich  in 
geraniol  and  citronellal  and  contains  but  a  small  quantity  of 
terpenes,  that  the  distillate  may  be  expected  to  contain 
perhaps  a  little  citronellal,  which  will  slightly  reduce  the  re- 
fractive index.  We  have  only  found  this  to  be  the  case  in 
one  sample,  but  in  suggesting  a  minimum  standard  we  have 
allowed  for  this,  since,  although  an  a'lulterated  sample 
might  just  exceed  our  figure,  it  would  be  shown  by  the 
sp,  gr.  of  the  fraction. 

The  physical  characters  of  the  chief  constituents  of 
citronella  oil  which  affect  the  question  are  as  follows : —

*  The  actual  source  of  these  turpentine  substitutes  has  not 
been  ascertained,  as  the  distillers  decline  to  give  information. 
They  have  a  faint  odour  of  paraffin,  and  a  distinct  though  slight 
Huoresceuce,  and  probably  consist  only  in  part  of  petroleum- spirit 

The  lightest  fraction  wliich  -we  have  at  present  obtained 
from  the  adulterated  oils  had  a  sp.  gr.  of  0-798,  an  optical 
rotation  of  —  17^,  and  commenced  to  distil  at  112°  C.  In 
none  of  the  fractions  has  any  odour  of  paraffin  been 
observed,  nor  any  fluorescence — hence  our  conclusion  that 
resin-spirit  is  the  adulterant.  We  are  still  further  investi- 
gating the  matter,  and  hope  to  be  able  to  prove  this  by  the 
identification  of  characteristic  constituents. 

Siiffffested  Standard. — From  a  consideration  of  these  figures 
we  suggest  the  following  as  a  standard  for  pure  citronella  oil: — 

1.  The  oil  must  dissolve  either  clear,  or  at  most  with  the  slightest 
opalescence,  in  10  volumes  of  80-per-cent.  alcohol  at  20°  C. 

2.  The  first  10  per  cent,  distilled  under  reduced  pressure 
(20  to  40  m.m.)  must  have  a  sp.  gr.  not  below  0-858  and  a  refractive 
index  at  20°  not  below  1-4570. 

We  think  it  may  be  regarded  as  certain  that  no  adulterated 
sample  -will  pass  these  tests,  although  the  limit  for  re- 
fractive index  has  been  placed  lower  than  the  figures  we  find 
for  normal  Ceylon  oils,  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
other  oils,  such  as  those  from  Java  or  the  Straits  Settle- 
ments, and,  in  general,  those  with  low  terpene-content.  But 
any  adulterated  oil  which  might  show  a  higher  refractive 
index  than  we  have  indicated  would  fail  to  pass  the  sp.  gr. 
limit  if  anything  more  than  traces  of  adulterant  were  present. 


For  Industrial  Purposes. 


ON  Monday  evening,  March  2,  the  London  members  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry  met  in  the  Chemical

Tyrer  on  this  subject,  wliich  he  has  made  peculiarly  his  own.

(1895-96)  Mr.  Tyrer,  in  his  critical  comparison  of  English 
and  German  technology,  sho-sved  what  English  manufactm-erg 
can  do  under  favourable  conditions  by  instancing  how  the

tuictures  under  draw- 
back had  grown  from 
1889,  when  the  privi- 
lege was  first  granted. 
His  paper  on  Monday 
evening  was  devoted 
to  the  larger  subject — 
the  use  of  duty-free 
alcohol  for  industrial 
purposes  generally — 
and  it  showed  not  only 
intimate  knowledge  of 
fiscal  practices  in  this 
country,  but  of  the 
spirit  laws  of  France, 
Germany,  the  United 
States,  and  other  com- 
peting countries.

summary,  which  we  now  present, 
and  those  who  wish  more  detailed 
information  may  address  Mr.  Tyrer,  Stirling  Chemical-works, 
Stratford,  London,  E.  The  keynote  of  the  paper  was 
"  Germany  is  not  yet  content,  France  is  energetic,  Austria 
expands,  even  Russia  lives,  and  Britain  bat  stagnates  on 
this  question."  The  author  disclaimed  originality ;  but  we 
may  say  that  this  is  the  first  time  the  regulations  of 
various  countries  have  been  brought  together  and  compared,, 
and  the  difiiculties  of  the  distillers  emphasised. 

The  First  Consideration 

in  this  question  is  that  of  the  revenue,  its  object,  and  the 
basis  of  its  collection.  Mr.  Tyrer  showed  that  as  far  back 
as  the  time  of  Queen  Anne  excellent  use  of  alcohol  was 
made  for  revenue  purposes.  Since  then  the  revenue-yielding 
importance  of  alcoholic  liquors  has  steadily  increased,  and 
at  the  present  time  distilled  liquors  pay  duty  at  the  rate  of 
lis.  per  proof  gallon.  The  net  yield  of  the  spirit-duty  in 
1901-2  was  18,490,779/.  Three  methods  used  for  levying 
the  duty  are  recognised  by  the  Spirits  Act,  1880,  viz.  : — 

1.  Upon  the  attenuation  (decrease  of  density)  which  the  wort- 
or  mash  undergoes  in  fermentation,  every  5°  which  100  gals,  of 
wort  undergoes  being  charged  as  1  proof  gal. 

2.  Upon  the  '•  low  wines  "  after  deducting  5  per  cent. 

3.  Upon  the  "  feints"  and  spirits  produced. 

The  second  and  third  methods  are  in  practice  taken  a.s- 
one,  and  as  the  third  method  is  invariably  employed  the  first 
and  second  are  merely  a  check  upon  the  third.  Mr.  Tyrer 
proceeded  to  show  by  statistics  as  to  production  of  spirit 
and  the  duty  actually  paid  how  necessary  it  is  to  safeguard 
so  important  a  source  of  revenue.  Nevertheless,  the  methods 
under  which  the  duty  is  collected  are  a  severe  check  upon 
the  distilling-industry  of  the  country,  which  is  represented 
by  9  works  in  England,  156  in  Scotland,  and  28  in  Ireland. 
These  distilleries  in  the  year  which  ended  on  September  30, 
1901,  used  1,195,799  qrs.  of  malt,  1,442,039  qrs.  of  unmalted 
grain,  843,708  cwt.  of  molasses,  8,377  cwt.  of  glucose, 
719  cwt.  of  sugar,  and  9,496  cwt.  of  other  materials. 
Potatoes  and  beets  are  not  employed  for  spirit-making  in 
this  country.  The  system  of  taxing  is  such  that  our  dis- 
tillers require  for  continuous  working  double  the  plant  that 
those  of  other  countries  emjjloy,  and  one  set  of  apparatus  is 
lying  idle  while  another  is  working. 
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Mr.  Tyret  iiast  showed  tables  giving  the  number  of  proof 
gallons  of 

Foreign  and  Colonial  Spirits 

mported and  re-exported,  and  home-made  spirits  exported  from 
1897  to  1932.  Roughly,  6j  million  proof  gals,  of  home-made 
spirits  were  exported,  12J  million  proof  gals,  of  foreign 
-spirits  (rum,  brandy,  &c.)  imported,  and  IJ  million  gal.  re- 
■exported  in  1901-2.  The  "  &c."  amounted  to  2^  million 
proof  gals  ,  and  much  of  this  was  potato-spirit  distilled  in 
Germany  from  potatoes.  Mr.  Tyrer  touched  upon  the  im- 
ivjrfcance  of  this  industry  to  the  German  peasantry,  who 
after  their  period  of  army  service  return  to  the  soil,  and 
■must  be  kept  there  in  view  of  military  eventualities.  The 
sell  can  grow  little  else  than  potatoes,  and  the  Government 
hn'i  done  all  it  can  to  foster  the  potato-spirit  industry.  Could 
n^t  the  same  be  done  in  this  country  ?  Mr.  Tyrer  thought 
the  distillation  of  potato-spirit  should  be  encouraged,  and  he 
mentioned  the  present  great  demand  for  the  by-product, 
amyl  alcohol,  as  one  incentive.  The  acetate  is  much  used 
for  varnish-making,  and  the  fusel  oil  used  in  the  manufac- 
'tuie  of  acetate  fetches  35/.  a  ton,  as  compared  with  11.  at 
one  time.  He  also  pointed  out  that  the  residues  from 
'  molasses-distillation  are  rich  in  potash  salts  ;  but  again  our 
fiscal  methods  practically  prohibit  the  utilisation  of  the 
residues. 

The  German  Spirit  Industry 

Mas  in  it  many  lessons  for  us,  and  Mr.  Tyrer  quoted  the 
C.  ^  D.  article  on  the  new  system  of  taxation  adopted  in 
Germany  (.see  issue  of  October  11,  1902,  page  629).  He 
also  referred  to  the  agreement  by  the  spirit  ring  as  to  pro- 
duction of  alcohol  in  1903-4,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to 
limit  the  production.  It  was  fixed  at  not  more  than  10  per 
cent,  beyond  the  quantity  produced  in  1902-3,  when  the 
potato-distillers  contributed  90  percent,  of  the  "  contingent." 
Arrangements  were  made  for  admitting  a  greater  number  of 
distillers,  and  for  enabling  every  single  distiller  to  determine 
what  area  he  may  devote  to  spring  sowings  so  as  to  prevent 
OTCi'-production  and  consequent  falling  back  in  price.  With- 
out criticising  our  own  fiscal  system  too  severely,  Mr.  Tyrer 
urged  that  everything  possible  within  the  limits  of  our 
system  should  be  done  for  the  creation  and  furtherance  of 
/industries  in  the  country.  He  questioned  if  the  Government 
departments  have  done  as  much  as  they  might  have  done, 

'but  hailed  with  satisfaction  the  new  Patent  Act,  and 

linRtanced  the 

Exportation  op  Tinctures 

"and  medicinal  spirits  under  drawback,  to  show  how  an 
industry  can  grow  under  Government  patronage,  so  to  speak. 
He  had  obtained  the  following  figures  from  the  Government 
authorities,  which  show  the  number  of  proof  gallons  of 
spirit  contained  in  tinctures,  &c.,  exported,  and  on  which

The  figures  up  to  and  including  1896  are  taken  from 
Mr,  Tyrer's  1896  address,  when  the  monetary  values  were  not 
given ;  but  from  first  to  last  400,000Z.  has  been  returned  to 
licensed  exporters.  Mr.  Tyrer  next  referred  to  our  recent 
article  (January  17,  1903)  on  the  old-established  privilege  of 
physicians,  apothecaries,  surgeons,  and  chemists  as  to  the 


use  of  duty-free  alcohol  in  making-up  medicines  for  the 
sick ;  then  to  Mr.  Haldane's  action  in  last  year's  Finance 
Act  regarding  the  use  of  duty-free  alcohol  for  technical 
purposes,  incidentally  pointing  out  that  the  addition  to 
Mr.  Haldane's  proposal  of  the  surtax  (bd.  per  proof  gallon)  on 
imported  spirits  destroyed  to  technologists  the  value  of  the 
concession,  because  spirit  remains  to  them  40  to  50  per  cent, 
dearer  than  it  is  to  their  competitors  abroad.  This  5d.  is 
really  a  protective  duty  for  the  benefit  of  home  distillers, 
being  some  compensation  to  them  by  the  revenue  for  our 
antiquated  method  of  taxing. 

Systems  of  Denaturing 

were  next  referred  to,  Mr.  Tyrer  being  of  opinion  that  more 
attention  should  be  directed  to  this  aspect  of  the  spirit 
question,  as  giving  the  minimum  of  risk  to  the  re  venue  and  of 
disability  to  the  manufacturer.  First  he  showed  in  tabular 
form  the  French  methods  for  denaturing  methylic  alcohol  so 
as  to  fit  it  for  duty-free  use  in  the  production  of  antipyrin  ; 
methyl  benzoate,  bromide,  and  chloride ;  collodion ;  di- 
methylaniline  ;  formaldehyde ;  gallocyanin ;  monomethyl- 
aniline ;  orthoform  ;  methyl  salicylate  ;  and  colours  for  silk. 
Next  were  quoted  British  figures  in  respect  to  proof  gallons 
of  ethylic  alcohol  methylated  during  the  past  ten  years. 
In  that  time  the  production  has  increased  from  3|  million 
to  5j  million  gals.  The  German  methods  of  denaturing  (see 
Mr.  Millard's  paper  in  the  C.  B.,  December  20,  1902, 
page  1015)  were  then  quoted,  and  in  contrast  therewith 
were  given  the  French  methods  of  denaturing  ethylic 
alcohol,  of  which  the  following  are  examples  : — 

General  Process. — Addition  of  10  per  cent,  of  approved  methy- 
lene to  90°  alcohol.  Used  for  alkaloids,  glucosides,  antiseptics, 
camphor  bromide,  chloroform,  photographic  emulsion,  mercury 
fulminate,  insecticides,  iodoform,  transparent  soap,  and  tannins. 

Collodion. — Add  equal  volume  of  ether  and  6  grams  of  pyroxylin 
per  litre. 

Acetic  Ether. — Choice  of  three  methods. 

Ethers  Generally. — Choice  of  eight  methods,  or  use  of  pure 
alcohol  with  permanent  supervision  at  manufacturer's  expense. 

Calcium  Glycerophosphate. — The  alcohol  is  added  to  the 
glycerophosphate,  dissolved  in  an  aqueous  solution  of  ammonium 
chloride  and  carbonate. 

Tannin. — A.ddition  of  powdered  galls,  and  work  in  closed  vessels 
under  permanent  official  supervision. 

The  United  States  suffers  as  badly  as  Great  Britain,  and 
Mr.  Tyrer  quoted  fully  from  the  report  of  the  American 
delegates  who  visited  Europe  to  investigate  the  subject  of 
untaxed  alcohol  for  the  manufactures  and  arts.  The  case  of 
British  manufacturers  is  put  well  in  the  report  by  the  Joint 
Committee  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry  (see  C.  Sj  D.,  June  7  and  14, 
1902),  which  was  duly  placed  before  the  Government 
authorities,  and  was  discussed  with  them  by  a  deputation, 
the  result  being — 

Firstly. — That  the  granting  of  free  alcohol  is  too  big  a  request, 
and  the  authorities  could  only  even  entertain  it  in  the  case  of  some 
special  large  industry,  for  which  special  arrangements  could  be 
made,  such  as  the  making  of  smokeless  gunpowder.  It  was  urged 
as  an  objection  that  so  tew  would  take  advantage  of  free  alcohol 
under  the  necessarj  restrictions,  that  it  would  practically  make 
monopolies  (this,  however,  would  scarcely  matter ;  the  manufacture 
of  chloroform,  ether,  and  morphia  in  this  country  are  already 
practically  monopolies). 

Secondly. — That  the  authorities  were  prepared  to  consider  some 
cheaper  denaturing-agent  than  naphtha  (which  adds  about 
4r?.  a  gal.  to  the  price  of  the  spirit). 

Thirdly. — That  they  would  also  consider  whether,  for  special 
manufactures,  they  could  authorise  a  special  denaturing-agent, 
choosing  one,  if  possible,  that  formed  part  of  the  process  in  the 
manufacture  of  that  particular  article. 

Fourthly. — That  for  export  they  are  prepared  to  extend  the 
present  system  of  drawbacks  to  almost  any  extent. 

Fifthly. — That  they  were  prepared  to  consider  the  readjustment 
of  the  import  tariff  on  any  articles,  such  as  chloral  hydrate,  where 
the  tariff  apparently  does  not  at  present  take  cognisance  of  the 
loss  of  spirit  in  the  manufacture,  so  that  chloral  hydrate  could  be 
made  by  the  English  manufacturers  here,  and  they  would  grant 
the  drawback  on  exportation. 

Mr.  Tyrer  next  quoted  the  official  regulations,  hitherto 
unpublished,  for  the 

Use  of  Duty-free  Spirits  in  Manufactures. 
These  are  dated  October  1,  1902,  and  were  drawn  up  by 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  consequent  on  the  section  in 
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the  Finance  Act,  1902.  They  are  in  the  following 
terms : — 

1.  Any  person  desiring  to  use  spirits  without  payment  of  duty 
in  any  manufacture  carried  on  by  liim,  must  make  application  in 
writing  to  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  for  authority  to 
receive  and  use  such  spirits,  and  must  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Commissioners  that  the  use  of  methylated  spirits  would  be 
unsuitable  or  detrimental. 

2.  The  applicant  must  give  full  particulars  of  the  situation  of 
the  premises  upon  which  and  the  purpose  for  which  the  spirits  are 
to  be  used,  together  with  a  description  of  the  process  of  manu- 
facture. He  must  also  state  the  means  by  wliich  it  is  proposed 
to  make  the  spirits  unpotable  before  and  during  use,  and  the 
quantity  likely  to  be  required  in  the  course  of  a  year. 

3.  Spirits  on  which  duty  has  not  been  paid  may  not  be  delivered 
for  removal  to  the  premises  of  any  person  for  use  in  any  manu- 
facture except  from  a  duty-free  warehouse,  and  upon  production 
to  the  officer  of  that  warehouse  of  a  requisition  signed  by  the 
person  authorised  to  receive  the  spirits,  on  which  there  is  a  cer- 
tificate, signed  by  the  supervisor  of  the  district,  that  the  applicant 
is  authorised  by  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  to  receive 
such  spirits. 

4.  The  quantity  of  spirits  to  be  received  at  one  time  must  not 
be  less  than  100  bulk  gallons,  and  the  spirits  must  be  conveyed 
direct  to  the  pr  mises  of  the  person  authorised  to  receive  them, 
and  must  there  remain,  without  alteration  or  change,  m  the  cask 
or  package  in  which  tliey  were  delivered,  until  an  account  thereof 
has  been  taken  by  the  proper  officer,  and  they  have  been  rendered 
unpotable  in  his  presence. 

5.  Any  person  authorised  to  receive  spirits  on  which  duty  has 
not  been  paid  must,  if  so  required  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Inland  Revenue,  provide  upon  his  premises  a  warehouse,  struc- 
turally secure  to  their  satisfaction,  and  all  such  spirits  received 
must  be  deposited  and  retained  therem  until  delivered  on  ijroper 
notice  to,  and  in  the  presence  of,  the  officer.  He  must  also,  it  so 
required,  provide  a  room  approved  by  the  Commissioners,  in 
which  must  be  fixed  a  vat  or  other  vessel  of  sufficient  size  to 
admit  of  at  least  100  bulk  gals,  of  spirits  being  rendered  un- 
potable at  one  time,  and  must  also  provide  satisfactory  accommo- 
dation for  the  officer  of  Inland  Revenue  in  attendance  at  his 
premises. 

6.  Security  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inland 
Revenue  must  be  given  for  the  due  removal,  safe  custody,  and 
proper  use  of  the  spirits,  and  the  due  observance  of  all  regulations 
and  conditions  made  by  the  Commissioners. 

7.  The  substance  or  material  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
rendering  spirits  unpotable,  and  the  mode  in  which  the  spirits 
are  to  be  rendered  unpotable,  must  be  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Inland  Revenue,  and  the  person  authorised  to  receive 
spirits  upon  which  duty  has  not  been  paid  must,  if  so  required  by 
the  Commissioners,  provide  a  store,  to  be  approved  by  them,  and 
used  solely  for  storing  and  keeping  the  substance  or  material  so 
approved. 

8.  No  warehouse,  room,  or  store  provided  in  conformity  with 
these  regulations  shall  be  open  before  8  o'clock  in  the  morning  or 
after  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  but  officers  of  Inland  Revenue 
shall  have  access  at  all  times  to  the  premises  of  any  person 
autliorised  to  use  spirits  under  these  regulations. 

9.  Notice  of  the  intention  to  remove  spirits  from  the  warehouse 
oa  the  premises  of  the  person  authorised  to  use  them  for  the  pur- 
pose of  being  rendered  unpotable  or  for  use  under  these  regulations 
must  be  given  to  the  proper  officer  of  Inland  Revenue  on  a  form 
of  warrant,  on  which  must  be  specified  the  particulars  of  the 
spirits  as  warehoused,  together  with  the  distinctive  marks  and 
numbers  of  the  casks,  and  the  date  of  deposit  in  the  warehouse, 
and  the  spirits  must  be  rendered  unpotable  in  the  presence  _of  the 
proper  officer,  who  may  take  an  account  of  such  spirits  before  and 
on  completion  of  the  operation,  and  may,  without  payment,  take 
samples  at  any  time  of  the  spirits  and  of  any  article  in  the  manu- 
facture of  which  they  are  used  or  which  may  be  on  the  premises 
of  the  user. 

10.  Spirits  which  have  been  rendered  unpotable  under  these 
regulations  shall  not  thereafter  be  purified  in  any  manner  or  be 
recovered  by  distillation  or  any  other  means,  except  with  the 
express  sanction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue. 

11.  A  person  to  whom  authority  is  granted  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Inland  Revenue  to  receive  for  use  in  any  art  or  manu- 
facture spirits  on  which  duty  has  not  been  paid  shall  pay  to  the 
proper  collector  of  Inland  Revenue,  from  time  to  time,  such  sum 
or  sums  as  the  Commissioners  shall  determine  for  the  expense 
incurred  for  the  attendance  of  an  officer  at  his  premises,  and  shall 
also  pay  duty  on  any  deficiency  in  the  spirits  received  upon  his 
premises  which  may  arise  from  abstraction  or  from  any  cause 
which  may  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  not  be  due  to 
natural  waste. 

Then  followed  a  memorandum  for  official  use,  the  kernel 
of  which  is  that  those  who  desire  to  take  advantage  of  the 
new  privilege  must  show  that  the  existing  methylated  spirit 


is  unsuitable  for  their  purpose,  and  give  such  guarantee  for 
the  security  of  the  revenue  as  the  Commissioners  may 
require.  Mr.  Tyrer  commented  upon  these  documents  at  some 
length,  incidentally  praising  Mr.  John  C.  Umney's  letter  tc- 
the  Times  of  December  18,  1902,  and  concluded  by  saying  it 
seems  quite  evident  that  to  charge  a  duty  on  alcohol  cripples 
a  whole  industry,  ham^jcrs  development,  research,  and  stitts 
progress.  Alcohol  must  be  free  to  the  Briti.sh  manufac- 
turer;  he  must  be  able  to  handle  it  as  he  likes  for  Lis 
legitimate  purposes.  He  must  be  able  to  use  it  pure,  to> 
distil  and  redistil  it,  to  extract  and  regain  it  from  residue, 
and  to  resume  it  in  his  works  in  such  a  condition  as  he  c.int 
easily  rectify  with  as  little  cost  to  himself  as  possible.  Jn 
Switzerland  denaturation  with  methyl  violet  or  other  suit- 
able aniline  dye  is  considered  sufficient.  As  all  alcohol 
received  by  a  manufacturer  would  probably  be  entered  in  a 
special  book,  alcohol  regained  from  residues  could  also  be 
entered  as  fresh  arrival,  specifying,  of  course,  from  what 
obtained.  Naturally  the  free  use  of  alcohol  would  necessi- 
tate the  erection  of  stills,  which  might  be  taxed,  but  slightljE- 
only,  to  ensure  registration.  Undoubtedly  free  or  cheaper - 
alcohol  is  necessary  for  the  proper  development  of  the- 
chemical  and  pharmaceutical  interests  of  this  country.  It 
is  unjust  to  deny  it.  That  these  industries  are  fairly 
prosperous  under  present  conditions  is  marvellous.  Mea- 
surably successful  under  their  present  disadvantages,  whafe- 
could  they  not  accomplish  if  they  were  placed  on  an  equality 
with  German  chemical-manufacturers? 

To  the  paper,  which  was  a  veritable  inagnum  opus  on  the  , 
spirit  question,  were  appended  several  tables,  and  a  report  . 
by  Professor  A.  G.  Green,  the  aniline  expert. 

Discussion. 

Mr.  John  C.  Umney  (Chairman  of  the  Chemical  TraJe  ■ 
Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce)  complimented  - 
Mr.  Tyrer  on  the  excellent  resume  he  had  given.    'The  object 
of  effective  legislation,  he  remarked,  is  to  secure  the  greatett 
advantages  for  the  greatest  number  of  British  subjects; 
the  tendency  for  all  tbis  count'y's  legislation  should  now  be 
imperialistic.    The  replies  that  had  been  received  to  a  series--, 
of  questions  circulated  by  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry 
and  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  denoted  unmistak- 
ably that  the  whole  chemical  industry  of  this  country 
hampered,  and  a  considerable  proportion  of  what  should  be- 
lts industry  is  made  impossible  by  the  existing  fiscal  con- 
ditions.   This  has  enormously  alfected  business  relaticcy- 
with  the  colonies.    There  are  two  questions  to  be  answered  :. 
(1)  Is  there  any  trade  that  will  be  affected  by  giving  duty- 
free alcohol  for  manufacturing  jjurposes  without  payment 
of  the  5d.  pr.-ferential  duty  .'    The  answer  is  "Probably  the 
British  distiller,"    But  if  the  methods  of  supervision  are  so. 
antiquated  as  to  require  5il.  per  gal.  preferential  duty  to- 
cover  the  expense    of   supervision,  and  to  some  extent, 
compensation  for  plant  lying  idle,  then  the  sooner  sucb. 
methods  are  done  away  with  the  better,  even  though  this,  . 
meant  compensating  the  distillers.    The  second  question  is,. 
Will  the  revenue  be  affected  !    The  answer  is,  "No."  The- 
small  amount  that  might  be  lost  in  the  spirit-duty  would  in  a. 
few  years  be  made  up  in  the  increase  of  income-tax,  for 
permission  to  use  duty-free  alcohol  would  speedily  result  in 
tlie  establishment  of  new  industries  in  this  country  and  tbe;- 
enlargement  of  others  which  have  hitherto  not  been  prac- 
ticable, and  the  two  combined  would  not  fail  to  be  of  far- 
reaching  importance.    He  quoted  from  a  i-peech  by  Mi. 
Chamberlain  to  show  that  he  approved  of  the  principler 
upon  which  the  demand  for  duty-free  alcohol  is  made. 

Mr.  David  Howard  then  made  a  stirring  and  amusing 
speech.    He  particularly  condemned  the  5;^.  per  gal.  pre- 
ferential duty  placed  on  imported  spirit,  because  that  makes 
just  all  the  difference  to  chemical-manufacturers,  who  work 
on  a  small  margin  of  profit.    He  also  strongly  condemned  - 
the  spirit  in  which  the  regulations  have  been  drawn  up  under  - 
the  Haldane  section,  stating  that  it  is  impossible  for  chemical- 
manufacturers  to  say  what  industry  is  going  to  be  of  great-, 
national  importance.    Past  experience  shows  that  by  the- 
time  the  British  chemical-manufacturers  have  demonstrated 
the  importance  of  an  industry  the  Germans,  with  their  free- 
alcohol,  snatch  it  from  them.     He  felt  that  the  regula- 
tions would  only  benefit  the  manufacturers  of  dyes.  That 
is  not  what  is  wanted,  but  some  rational  system  of  denatured 
alcohol  such  as  the  Germans  have ;  or  to  give  manufacturera 
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the  permission  to  pay  duty  on  finished  products — e.g.,  in 
making  acetic  etlier  and  other  esters  there  is  enormous  loss 
of  alcohol,  and  that  to  the  British  manufacturers  means  loss 
of  duty  as  well.  He  felt  that  the  department  could  meet 
them  in  this  matter ;  but  the  manner  in  which  Mr.  Haldane"s 
motion  had  been  carried  out  was,  he  considered,  only  another 
example  of  the  fair  words  of  Parliament  and  the  foul 
treatment  by  the  departments. 

.  Sir  William  Ramsay  was  asked  to  speak,  and  said  duty- 
free spirit  for  research  is  of  comparatively  little  use,  for 
on  making  inquiries  he  found  that  absolute  alcohol  is  not 
made  in  this  country. 

Mr.  D.  Grant  Hooper,  of  the  Government  Laboratories, 
thought  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  duty-free  denatured 
alcohol  for  industrial  purposes  were  exaggerated,  and  that 
the  regulations  would  be  found  to  'give  in  practice  what  is 
desired. 

Mr.  Oscar  Guttmann  made  an  interesting  statement, 
which  showed  that  without  duty-free  alcohol  the  manu- 
facture of  smokeless  gunpowder  in  this  country  is  either 
dangerous  or  prohibitive  owing  to  cost.  He  especially 
referred  to  the  drying  of  nitro-cellulose,  which  is  best  done 
and  with  greater  safety  after  treatment  with  alcohol. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Millard  spoke  of  the  facilities  which  are 
afforded  in  Germany  in  regard  to  the  manufacture  of  chloro- 
form, iodoform,  &c.,  and  urged  the  necessity  of  something 
.similar  being  done  in  this  country.  He  also  gave  the 
meeting  some  points  in  regard  to  the  tincture-drawback,  as 
to  which  he  has  wide  experience,  and  which  has  been  so 
lieneficial  to  British  pharmaceutical  industry  without  injury 
to  the  revenue.  The  same,  he  hoped,  might  yet  be  said  of  a 
larger  variety  of  denatured  alcohol  than  is  at  present  avail- 
able. 

Dr.  SiLBERRAD  assured  the  meeting  that  Mr.  Haldane,  in 
making  his  addition  to  the  Finance  Bill,  had  no  ulterior 
object  in  view — that  is,  it  was  not  solely  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Explosives  Committe?. 

The  Chairman  said  Britishers  get  little  help  from  the 
State  unless  [they  push  very  hard.  The  State  will  not 
lead.  He  referred  to  the  interest  which  had  been  taken  in 
spirit-exhibitions  in  Germany  and  of  what  the  German 
Emperor  had  done  at  Sandringham.  It  had  been  argued 
that  if  too  many  facilities  were  granted  for  the  free  use  of 
duty  spirit,  there  would  be  fraud  of  the  revenue,  but  this 
fraud  would  be  very  slight  indeed,  and  the  amount  would  be 
small  in  comparison  with  the  revenue.  The  number  of  con- 
victions in  Germany  in  1891  involved  eighty-four  persons, 
and  the  amount  paid  in  fines  2,307e.,  yet  the  country  pro- 
duced 23,000,000  hectolitres  of  alcohol  a  year. 

Mr.  Tyrbr  then  replied  briefly,  giving  it  as  his  opinion  that 
a  method  of  improving  the  existing  arrangements,  and  yet 
complying  with  every  condition  imposed  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  the  revenue,  could  be  devised. 

We  may  add  that  the  meeting  was  exceptionally  well 
.  attended,  but  before  Mr.  Tyrer  had  concluded  his  reading 
many  distillers  and  spirit  experts  left  the  room.  Amongst 
those  present  we  noticed  Messrs.  Allen,  Brewis,  H.  Helbing, 
F.  B.  Power,  W.  L.  Howie,  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  C.  Umuey, 
J.  C.  Umney,  F.  C.  J.  Bird,  0.  T.  Tyrer,  Hugo  Lorenz, 
McOorabie,  Bowley,  E.  J.  Millard,  E.  A.  Webb,  R.  Taubman, 
•  David  Howard,  and  W.  H.  Squire.  Several  important  Excise 
-officials  were  also  present,  and  it  is  probable  that  a  whole 
evening  will  be  devoted  to  the  subject  this  session. 

The  Chairman  (Mr.  Walter  F.  Reid)  intimated  that 
nominations  for  the  local  Committee  should  be  sent  in  this 
month. 

Associated  Chambers  of  Commerce. 

At  the  forty-third  annual  meeting  held  at  the  Whitehall 
Rooms,  Hotel  Metropole,  this  week  (Lord  Avebury  presiding), 
the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  : — 

That  in  the  opinion  of  tliia  Association  it  is  desirable  tliat  tlie 
next  Finance  Bill  should  contain  a  clause  to  carry  out  the 
intention  of  Section  B  of  the  Finance  Act,  1902,  that  British 
manufacturers  of  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  products  may  be 
afforded,  under  Excise  supervision,  facilities  for  using  duty- free 
alcohol  in  cases  where  the  finished  product  is  not  dutiable,  and 
thus  be  in  a  potition  to  compete  with  similar  foreign  manufacturers 
ia  the  home  market. 

That  the  provision  of  Section  8  of  the  Finance  Act,  1902, 
requiring  the  payment  of  duty  on  imported  pure  spirit  for  manu- 
facturing purposes  at  a  rate  equivalent  to  the  difference  between 


the  Customs  and  the  Excise  duty  on  spirit,  adds  about  SO  per 
cent,  to  the  original  value  of  such  spirit,  and  that  tliis  addition 
places  British  manufacturers  who  use  it  in  a  position  of  serious 
disadvantage  in  relation  to  their  Continental  competitors,  who  are 
able  to  purchase  it  entirely  duty-free  ;  and  that  representations  be 
made  to  the  proper  Governmental  department  with  a  view  to  the 
removal  of  this  disadvantage. 

The  first  of  these  was  from  the  London  Chamber  and  the 
second  from  Manchester.

AT  the  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association 
held  at  73  Newman  Street,  W.,  on  Thursday,  Febru- 
ary 26,  Mr.  Latreille  (President)  in  the  chair,  a  lantern- 
lecture  on  this  subject  was  given  by  Mr.  Thomas  Maben, 
F.C.S.,  Glasgow.  The  interest  of  the  lecture  lay  largely 
round  excellent  pictures  of  New  York,  Chicago,  and  otlier 
places  in  the  United  States.  It  was  not  all  pharmacy,  but 
pharmacy  accentuated  the  characteristics  of  American  life 
and  customs  when  pharmacy  per  se  was  not  the  topic  of 
remark.  Mr.  Maben  said  what  impresses  the  foreigner  after 
he  has  obtained  a  surface  acquaintance  with  the  conditions 
of  pharmacy  in  New  York  is  the  apparent 

Lack  of  Central  Authority. 

This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  practice  of  pharmacy  is 
limited  by  a  Board  composed  of  fifteen  members,  divided  into 
three  branches,  each  of  which  exercises  the  functions  in  its 
district.  But  this  Board  is  not  the  authority  in  all  matters 
in  the  district,  the  authority  rather  resting  in  several 
organisations,  such  as  the  New  York  College  of  Pharmacy 
and  the  Manhattan  Pharmaceutical  Association.  Mr.  Maben 
referred  to  the  powerful  influence  of  the  German  Apothe- 
caries' Society,  and  mentioned  that  English  and  Scotch 
pharmacists  are  well  represented  in  New  York.  One  of 
the  most  important  firms  in  the  city  is  Caswell,  Massey  &  Co. 
Mr.  William  Massey,  the  acting  jjartner  of  the  firm,  is  of 
English  birth.  The  business  was  founded  in  Newport  in 
1780,  and  a  branch  was  started  in  New  I'ork  under  the  Fifth 
Avenue  Hotel  in  1858.  The  pharmacy  is  now  situated  at  the 
junction  of  Broadway  and  Fifth  Avenue.  We  give  an 
illustration  of  the  exterior.     Although  this  pharmacy,  is

surrounded  by  cutters,  proprietary  articles  cannot  be  pur- 
chased there  or  in  any  other  of  the  five  pharmacies  owned 
by  the  firm  under  the  face-value.  The  firm  resolutely 
decline  to  engage  in  the  sale  of  liquors  or  in  any  of  the 
questionable  side-lines  which  have  been  added  to  the  stock- 
in-trade  of  many  otherwise  respectable  pharmacies  during 
recent  years.  It  is  impossible  for  hahitiiis  to  purchase 
chloral,  morphine,  or  any  other  narcotic  drugs  in  any  of  the

This  business  was  founded  by  Mr.  Horatio  M.  Fraser,  a 
graduate  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy,  who  was 
an  assistant  with  Caswell,  Hazard  &  Co.  in  1878,  when  Dr. 
Robert  M.  Fuller  conceive<l  the  idea  of  making  triturations 
of  potent  remedies  into  tablets  with  the  now  well-known 
tablet  triturate-machine.  Mr.  Fraser  helped  him  in 
■working  out  the  process,  and  started  business  for  himself  at 
203  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York,  in  1881.  He  there  carries  on 
a  very  high-class  pharmacy,  consisting  almost  exclusively  of 
compounding,  analytical,  and  bacteriological  work.  Nine 
licensed  phai'macists  are  constantly  engaged  in  compounding. 
The  head  of  the  bacteriological  and  analytical  departments 
is  Dr.  J.  B.  Ogden,  formerly  Professor  of  Physiological 
Chemistry  at  Harvard  University.  The  receipts  of  this 
pharmacy  are  ^85,000  a  year,  and  the  Chicago  branch  takes 
^50,000. 

The  lecturer  next  proceeded  to  give  some  particulars  in

The  Manufacture  of  Tablets, 
which  originated  in  1844  with  the  patent  of  Mr.  Brockenden, 
a  London  pharmacist.  This  patent  was  for  the  making  of 
powdered  drugs  and  chemicals  into  a  solid  mass  without  the 
use  of  gum  or  any  adhesive  material,  and  specimens  of 
bicarbonate  of  potash  so  compressed  were  described  by  the

tracted little  attention  in  this  country,  but  in  the  United 
States  Jacob  Danton,  of  Philadelphia,  took  up  the  idea  with

enthusiasm  ;  Messrs.  John  Wyeth  &  Brother,  of  Phi'a- 
delphia,  and  Paike,  Davis  &,  Co.,  of  Detroit,  developed  the 
business  still  further,  and  in  the  early  seventies  it  was  in 
full  swing.

machinery  were  exhibited,  including  several  of  the  com- 
pressing departments  in  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.'s  factory 
at  Detroit. 

Pill  makmg  and  coating  with  gelatin  were  then  descr  b  d 
by  the  lecturer,  who  next  touched  upon  the  manufactuie  of 
suppositories,  showing  slides  of  typical  American  forms  and 
contrasting  them  with  French  and  German  methods,  the 
cold  process  being  especially  referred  to.  Turning  again  to 
American  pharmacies,  Mr.  Maben  spoke  of  J.  Milhau's  Son-.' 
place  at  183  Broadway,  New  York,  the  oldest  on  that  fame  i  s 
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street,  and  now  owned  by  Mr.  Edward  L.  Milhau,  who 
succeeded  his  father  in  1859.  Mr.  Milhau  is  a  French 
viscount,  but  does  not  use  the  title.  Hegeman  &  Co.'s 
pharmacy,  200  Broadway,  was  also  dealt  with.  This,  unlike 
the  others  described,  is  not  exclusively  devoted  to  pre- 
scription-trade.    The  business  was  started   in   1827  by 


Sugar-coating  Tablets 

The  tablets  are  placed  in  revolving  steam-pans,  and  over  them  is 
poured  the  coating-solution.  The  tablets  falling  in  a  steady 
stream  over  each  other  and  down  the  ascending  side  of  the 
pan  become  covered  with  a  thin  layer  of  the  coating-material, 
which  gradually  hardens  and  assumes  a  smooth  finish  through 
the  friction  of  the  tablets  one  upon  the  other. 

William  Hegeman  at  the  comer  of  Walker  Street  and  Broad- 
way, and  the  present  handsome  building  of  six  storeys  is 
the  fourth  location  of  the  business.  The  site  cost  nearly  a 
million  dollars.  The  present  proprietor  is  Mr.  George 
Ramsey,  a  Queen's  County  man  by  birth,  and  an  Ontario 
College  of  Pharmacy  graduate.

The  magnificent  soda-fountain  in  the  Hegeman  Store  gave 
Mr.  Maben  the  opportunity  of  telling  his  audience  how  the 
fountain  figures  in  American  pharmacies,  and  his  deduction 
was  that  while  it  is  a  paying  side-line  it  is  not  elevating. 
He  next  gave  some  particulars  regarding  the  foundation  and 
progress  of  the  business  of 

Messrs.  Paekb,  Davip  &  Co., 
■which  was  started  in  Detroit  in  1867  by  the  late  Harvey 
C.  Parke  in  conjunction  with  George  S.  Davis,  and  a  series 
of  lantern-slides  conveyed  even  better  than  his  words  the 
gigantic  proportions  to  which  the  business  has  grown. 
Incidentally  he  mentioned  standardisation,  telling  how  it 
originated  with  the  firm  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  when 
tincture  of  nux  vomica  was  standardised  on  its  extractive 
content.  One  of  the  firm's  customers  was  prosecuted  in 
respect  to  the  sale  of  the  tincture,  and  the  action  drew  keen 
attention  to  the  subject  of  standardisation,  and  was  the 
means  of  bringing  an  extractive  standard  for  the  tincture 
into  the  next  edition  of  the  U.S.  Pharmacopoeia.  The  firm 
then  proceeded  to  alkaloidal  standardisation,  and  have 
latterly  added  physiological  methods  when  no  other  means 
exist  of  ensuring  the  constancy  and  potency  of  galenical 
preparations  of  crude  drugs.  Mr.  Maben  finally  spoke  about 
Chicago,  and  showed  portraits  of  leading  American  and 
Canadian  pharmacists. 

At  the  conclusion  Mr.  Maben  was  cordially  thanked  for 
his  lecture.

Starting  at  10  a.m.,  the  morning  was  spent  in  practical 
botany,  the  corms  of  Aru7n  maculatum,  bulbs  of  Hyacintlius 
nonscriptus,  pistillate  and  staminate  catkins  of  Goryllus  avellana, 
leaves  of  Digitalis  purpurea,  &c.,  being  noted  and  other  matters 
explained  by  Mr.  P.  Pilkington  Sargeant,  F.C.S.,  the  Principal, 
who  accompanied  the  party.  At  12  39  pancakes  were  served  at 
the  Wellington  Hotel,  after  which  a  football-match  took  place 
between  Mr.  Shaw's  team  and  a  team  picked  by  Mr.  Craven,  the 
latter  proving  the  victors.  A  substantial  repast  was  provided  at 
4.30  P.M.,  and  the  evening  was  concluded  by  an  impromptu 
Bmoking-concert  and  whist  drive.  Mr.  Wilkinson  ably  presided  at 
the  piano,  and  the  vocal  music  was  supplied  by  a  coterie  of  accom- 
plished songsters. 

School  op  Phakmacy  Students'  Association. — On  Febru- 
ary 27  about  fifty  members  of  this  Association  visited  the  dis- 
pensary and  laboratories  at  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  on  the 
invitation  of  Mr.  Ed.  White,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.  The  dispensary  was 
first  visited,  and  the  various  time  and  labour  saving  devices  which 
are  used  to  cope  with  the  heavy  work  in  connection  with  the 
hospital  were  explained.  In  the  laboratory,  where  all  the  galenical 
preparations  are  made  for  use  in  the  dispensary,  many  forms  of 
apparatus  were  shown,  most  of  them  in  operation.  These  in- 
cluded a  disintegrator  making  over  5,000  revolutions  per  minute, 
a  syphon-filling  machine,  an  emulsifier  for  cod-liver  oil,  &c.,  a 
powder  sifter  and  mixer,  a  mixer  for  pill-masses,  and  the  necessary 
machines  for  finishing  off  pills.  An  ointment-mixer  which 
will  prepare  20  lbs.  in  thirty  minutes  was  viewed  with  interest,  as 
was  also  a  special  steam -evaporating  pan,  in  which  the  heat  is 
regulated  automatically  instead  of  by  taps,  and  to  which  atop  can 
be  attached  and  clamped  down,  to  be  used  for  distillation  under 
reduced  pressure.  The  power  is  obtained  from  a  small  motor,  of 
about  1-horse  power.  In  the  new  department  were  shown  the 
apparatus  and  fittings  for  the  "lupus  cure"  by  the  Violet  rays 
and  a;-rays.  After  inspecting  the  new  casualty  ward,  a  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  Mr.  White  and  his  assistants  for 
their  trouble  and  attention.
